The  number  of  able-bodied  male^'citizens,  residing  within 
the  State,  and  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five 
years,  constituting  the  enrolled  "Militia,  is  245,035,  —  a  net 
gain  of  6,273  over  the  number  returned  in  1880. 

The  authorized  force  of  active  Militia,  composed  of  volun- 
teers, is  4,770,  of  which  334  are  officers,  and  4,436  enlisted 
men.  Of  these,  317  commissioned  officers  and  3,818  enlisted 
men  are  in  service  at  the  present  time. 

The  spring  drills,  which  were  changed  from  detailed  inspec- 
tions by  Act  of  the  Legislature,  were  not  as  fully  attended 
as  last  year,  77  per  cent  only  of  the  entire  force  being  pres- 
ent, against  79  per  cent  last  year. 

I  have  yet  to  be  convinced  of  the  utility  of  the  changes  in 
the  Militia  Law  in  relation  to  the  time  of  the  detailed  inspec- 
tions ;  and  my  impression  is  shared  by  the  Generals  com- 
manding the  two  brigades,  and  by  the  Assistant  Inspectors 
General.  The  day  set  apart  for  drill  was  certainly  not  im- 
proved to  any  greater  extent  than  when  it  was  devoted  to 
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inspection,  in  which  the  forenoon  was  used  for  drill,  and  the 
afternoon  for  the  ceremony  of  inspection,  and  the  exhibition 
of  the  proficiency  the  organization  had  attained  by  its  theo- 
retical instruction  through  the  winter,  supplemented  by  its 
short  practice  of  the  morning.  Further  than  this,  I  think 
that  the  time  spent  in  camp  in  making  a  detailed  inspection 
of  the  troops  can  be  much  better  spent  in  drill,  or  the  time 
taken  for  rifle  practice,  for  which  ample  facilities  are  afforded. 

At  the  annual  encampment  there  was  also  a  less  number 
present,  the  average  being  300  officers  and  3,029  enlisted  men, 
or  about  79  per  cent,  the  attendance  last  year  being  about  85 
per  cent.  This  smallness  of  numbers  has  been  variously 
attributed  to  excursions  by  the  different  organizations,  and 
to  the  time  of  year  fixed  for  the  encampments,  affecting  both 
those  in  mercantile  and  in  mechanical  pursuits.  A  trial  of 
regimental  encampments,  for  a  year  or  two,  would  prove  or 
disprove  this  theory. 

That  the  trouble  about  excursions  is  not  a  growth  of  to-day, 
I  quote  from  the  report  of  Gen.  Oliver,  Adjutant  General  of 
this  State  for  the  year  1845,  whose  remarks  on  this  subject  are 
as  follows  :  "  A  fertile  source  of  injury  to  many  single  com- 
panies, and  to  the  whole  service,  is  the  prevailing  fashion  of 
4  campaigns,'  so  called.  They  lead  to  great  expense  of  time 
and  money ;  and  the  general  fact,  that  those  companies  which 
engage  in  them  are  for  two  or  three  subsequent  years  in  a 
state  of  great  depression,  shows  conclusive!}'  that  their  influ- 
ence is  injurious.  The  term  military  visits  would  be  more 
appropriate  than  that  of  campaigns.  From  the  latter,  prop- 
erly and  strictly  conducted,  permanent  good  might  be  secured  ; 
the  former,  though  they  may  be  favorable  to  the  preservation 
of  good  fellowship,  are  productive  of  no  other  lasting  benefit. 
The  great  efforts  made  to  get  them  up,  and  to  sustain  them, 
are  invariably  followed  by  a  condition  of  unwonted  dejection, 
from  which  yet  greater  efforts  are  needed  to  raise  the  corps. 
Many  of  our  oldest  and  best  companies  have,  in  my  judg- 
ment, been  injured  by  their  influence  ;  and  I  cannot,  there- 
fore, speak  of  them  otherwise  than  disapprovingly." 

The  same  officer,  in  1846,  speaks  of  the  subject  in  a  like 
disparaging  way. 

As  there  were  a  number  of  these  excursions  the  past  year, 
it  seems  as  if  this  might  have  been  the  cause  of  the  increased 
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number  of  absentees  from  the  spring  drill,  and  from  camp. 
The  fact  that  these  excursions  are  followed  by  periods  of 
dejection  is  as  true  to-day  as  it  was  thirty-five  years  ago. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  still  grounds  of  complaint,  as 
mentioned  last  year,  in  the  hostility  of  employers  to  the  Vol- 
unteer Militia.  They  do  not  realize  that  but  for  this  volun- 
teer system,  every  able-bodied  man  between  the  ages  of  eigh- 
teen and  forty- five  years  would  be  held  liable  to  perform  the 
several  days'  duty  now  required  of  the  active  Militia  alone ; 
nor  do  they  appreciate  the  value  that  military  training  has 
in  the  economy  of  their  establishments. 

An  informal  report  to  Gov.  Andrew  on  military  education, 
speaking  of  the  "  increased  economic  and  industrial  value  of 
the  work  done  in  the  State,"  quotes  the  testimony  of  one  of 
the  most  celebrated  English  engineers,  who  had  at  that  time 
in  his  employ  nearly  one  thousand  mechanics  and  laborers. 
In  answer  to  the  question  in  regard  to  his  "  experience  and 
observation  as  to  the  effects  observable  of  the  military  or 
naval  drill  on  the  habits  and  efficiency  of  laborers  as  work- 
ers," he  said,  "  We  find  that  men  who  have  been  soldiers 
or  sailors  obey  orders  with  greater  precision  than  others,  that 
they  are  more  punctual  and  more  tractable,  and  require  less 
superintendence  or  attention  than  others.  Moreover,  there 
is  much  less  risk  of  accidents  from  men  who  are  so  trained : 
they  go  about  their  work  with  more  knowledge  and  skill 
than  the  undrilled." 

Another  machinist  and  engineer  stated,  "I  am  quite  satis- 
fied that  they  were  worth  more  money  than  others  in  the 
shop.  I  would  give  two  shillings  a  week  more  than  to  others 
to  whom  one  pound  a  week  is  paid.  I  am  satisfied,  from 
observation,  that  the  habits  begot  by  the  drill  would  improve 
workmen  to  at  least  that  extent.  There  is  much  loss  of 
labor  by  the  awkwardness  of  laborers  not  pulling  together, 
not  lifting  together,  and  not  being  unanimous.  Many  acci- 
dents are  occasioned  by  awkwardness  :  three  out  of  four  that 
I  have  seen  have  been  from  awkwardness  and  stupidity,  which 
was  not  displayed  by  the  soldiers.  As  a  foreman,  I  should 
not  have  had  half  the  trouble  if  all  had  been  drilled  and  had 
had  the  same  habits  of  obedience,  and  would  have  4  been 
told,'  as  the  soldiers." 

With  such  testimony  as  this,  it  seems  hardly  possible  that 
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employers  should  object  to  their  men  joining  the  Militia,  and 
receiving  the  drill  and  discipline  there  inculcated  ;  but 
rather,  that  the  services  of  a  man  who  had  served  his  term 
of  enlistment  in  the  Militia  should  be  at  a  premium,  and 
that  every  opportunity  should  be  given  him  to  perform  his 
duty  to  the  State,  and  not  to  throw  every  obstacle  in  the 
way  of  his  remaining  in  the  service,  extending  even  to  the 
loss  of  his  situation  if  he  obeys  orders. 

An  eminent  officer  on  the  staff  of  Gov.  Andrew,  in  a  pam- 
phlet published  in  1864,  says,  "  It  seems  a  mockery  to  affirm, 
in  feeble  words,  truths  which  the  prodigious  sufferings  of  the 
past  three  years  have  impressed  on  our  very  hearts  ;  but  the 
lessons  of  the  past  are  soon  effaced  from  the  memories  of 
a  people  so  bus}7  and  so  hopeful  as  ours.  Moreover,  in  a 
republican  community,  where  almost  every  man  is  dependent 
on  his  devotion  to  business  of  some  sort,  there  is  an  instinc- 
tive combination  against  any  intrusive  demand  of  the  State 
which  will  interrupt  the  daily  avocations." 

The  value  of  a  well-organized  force,  ready  at  a  moment's 
warning  to  respond  to  a  sudden  call,  cannot  be  questioned  : 
for  in  a  country  with  miles  of  sea-coast  to  defend,  and  a 
frontier  peopled  with  hostile  Indians,  a  little  standing  army 
of  twenty-five  thousand  men  can  be  of  but  slight  service,  in 
cases  of  emergency  ;  and  a  body  of  organized  troops  must 
be  ready  at  all  times  to  respond  to  all  appeals  for  aid.  That 
the  Volunteer  Militia  of  this  State  is  doing  its  utmost  to 
become  fit  for  this  service,  no  one  who  has  watched  the  dif- 
ferent organizations  in  their  weekly  meetings  for  drill  will 
for  a  moment  question  ;  and,  if  at  times  they  fail  to  reach 
that  high  standard  set  up  for  them,  the  whole  system  must 
not  be  decried. 

The  improvement  in  the  Militia  the  past  year  has  in  some 
respects  been  great,  while  in  others  it  has  been  less  than 
could  be  wished  ;  but  notwithstanding  the  breaches  of  disci- 
pline in  the  Ninth  Regiment,  at  the  drill  in  June  and  at 
Richmond,  Va.,  I  think  the  Militia  can  be  fully  depended  on 
in  time  of  need.  That  so  many  of  the  members  of  that  regi- 
ment, especially  after  attention  had  been  called  in  orders  to 
the  misconduct  in  June,  failed  to  appreciate  its  position  and 
guard  against  the  recurrence  of  any  misconduct  on  its  part, 
is  a  source  of  regret  to  all  who  have  the  good  of  the  Militia 
at  heart. 
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As  few  of  the  officers  and  men  in  the  Militia  at  the  present 
time  have  had  experience  in  actual  service,  and  therefore 
cannot  fully  appreciate  the  value  of  discipline,  I  beg  leave  to 
quote  from  an  issue  of  "  The  Army  and  Navy  Journal  " 
(1864),  always  a  close  observer  of  every  thing  pertaining  to 
the  military  or  naval  arms  of  the  government.  At  that  time 
expressing  the  feeling  of  the  necessity  for  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  subject,  speaking  of  discipline,  it  says,  "  There 
is  a  great  difference  between  drill  and  discipline,  —  between 
brandishing  a  weapon  through  the  manual  of  arms,  and  the 
habit  of  prompt  and  thorough  obedience  to  orders."  Again 
it  says,  "Under  the  term  fc military  discipline'  maybe  in- 
cluded every  systematic  means  for  insuring  obedience  and 
order  in  all  things  among  soldiers."  "  Volunteers  labor 
under  the  difficulty  of  having  no  tradition,  and  no  atmos- 
phere of  military  spirit  surrounding  them ;  but  they  have  no 
years  to  produce  either." 

An  active  or  volunteer  militia  is  able  to  and  does  provide 
these  requisites  :  it  creates  a  military  atmosphere,  and  fosters 
the  traditions  of  discipline  and  efficiency  which  will  stand 
them  in  good  service  in  time  of  need.  The  writer  of  that 
article  goes  on  to  say,  "  With  this  object  in  view,  it  will  be 
appropriate  first  to  inquire,  l  What  are  the  military  ends 
aimed  at  ?  '  They  may  be  enumerated  as  follows  :  1,  to  secure 
unhesitating  obedience  ;  2,  to  enable  the  commanding  officer 
to  know  with  certainty  that  the  men  under  him  actually  have 
the  ammunition  and  rations  which  they  are  supposed  to 
have  ;  3,  to  secure  these,  as  also  the  arms,  equipments,  tools, 
dress,  and  (if  mounted)  the  horses  and  horse-equipments,  in 
the  most  perfect  order  in  which,  under  the  circumstances,  it 
is  possible  that  attention  and  intelligent  care  on  the  part  of 
the  men  can  keep  them  ;  4,  to  preserve  the  health  of  the 
men  ;  5,  to  oblige  the  officers  to  exercise  their  authority  with- 
out partiality,  and  with  firmness  and  justice  ;  6,  to  create 
that  feeling  of  esprit  du  corps,  which  long  experience  has 
proved  to  be  the  most  potent  of  all  moral  influences  on  sol- 
dierly efficiency  ;  7,  to  enable  all  officers  to  state,  at  a  mo- 
ment's notice,  the  situation  of  their  command  as  to  numbers 
and  efficient  strength,  as  to  rations,  ammunition,  and  arma- 
ment, and  to  furnish  a  return  of  articles  needed  from  any  of 
the  departments  in  order  to  fully  provide  for  them  as  directed 
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by  existing  orders,  or  the  general  customs  of  the  service  ;  8, 
to  maintain  such  accountability  for  government  property  as 
may  prevent  its  waste,  and  insure  its  being  applied  "to  the 
proper  uses. 

"  These  ends  attained,  the  condition  of  the  command  and 
its  behavior  in  action  will  still  depend  much  on  the  individual 
character  of  the  officers  and  men  ;  but  in  a  body  of  several 
hundred  men,  however  paradoxical  the  assertion,  the  fact  is 
that  the  efforts  of  individual  character  are  vastly  more 
impaired  by  lack  of  discipline,  than  the  results  of  discipline 
by  defects  of  character.  That  is  to  say,  if  in  one  regiment 
discipline  be  one  hundred,  and  individual  bravery  fifty, 
while  in  another  bravery  be  one  hundred,  and  discipline 
fifty ;  the  first  mentioned  will,  in  every  case  and  on  every 
occasion,  carry  off  the  laurels  of  the  day.  What  is  more,  its 
individual  bravery  will  soon  rise,  not  only  to  par  with  the 
other,  but  above  it :  beside,  there  will  be  a  growth  of  confi- 
dence among  the  soldiers  in  each  other,  and  in  the  successful 
working  of  their  fire  and  their  charges,  which  will  tell  more 
and  more  in  every  successive  engagement." 

"  That  which  forms  the  machinery  of  discipline  is  the  cadre 
of  the  regiment.  The  cadre  (or  framework)  is  now  the 
accepted  French  term  for  the  officers  and  non-commissioned 
officers  of  any  command." 

"  The  quality  of  its  non-commissioned  officers  presents 
always  the  true  touchstone  to  the  actual  present  worth  of  a 
regiment.  They  it  is  who  act  directly  on  the  men ;  they  are 
the  immediate  artisans  who  form  the  soldiers.  And,  whether 
themselves  a  recent  result  from  the  labors  of  capable  officers 
or  the  product  of  time  in  a  service-worn  battalion,  good  non- 
commissioned officers  are,  in  camp,  on  the  march,  or  on  the 
battlefield,  at  once  the  glory  and  strength  of  an  army.  They 
are  not  merely  a  lower  kind  of  officer,  as  a  captain  is  lower 
than  a  colonel,  but  their  authority  is  as  peculiar  in  its  kind 
as  it  is  indispensable  in  its  effects.  They  are  not  always,  in 
military  age,  but  always  are,  as  to  position,  the  patriarchs 
of  their  little  families,  and,  so  far  as  consistent  with  securing 
unhesitating  obedience,  their  authority  should  rest  on  moral 
suasion  and  their  own  good  example. 

"  In  camp  they  are  at  all  times  the  eyes  and  ears  and 
hands  of  their  immediate  officer :  they  ocularly  inspect  every 
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military  action  of  the  men,  and,  by  instructing  the  ignorant 
and  warning  the  thoughtless  or  wilful,  prevent  many  an 
offence  for  which  the  officer's  only  remedy  must  have  been 
punishment.  The  well-disposed  scarcely  feel  their  influence, 
except  as  counsellors  and  friends,  while  the  ill-disposed  and 
indifferent  find  in  the  eyes  always  fixed  upon  them  a  constant 
check  to  those  selfish  practices  which  interfere  with  the 
comfort  and  efficiency,  and  fir.ally  endanger  the  safety,  of 
others.  On  the  march  they  encourage  the  weary,  presenting 
to  the  reviewing  eye  of  the  officer  ranks  at  proper  distances, 
and  a  column  ready  at  any  moment  to  form  for  battle  and 
meet  the  enemy.  In  battle  they  constitute  the  points  which 
guide  the  movements  of  the  men ;  and  a  slight  word  from 
their  well-known  voices,  or  a  tap  on  the  shoulder,  will  often 
bring  to  himself  the  man  who  might  else  have  attempted  to 
leave  the  ranks.  While  the  corporals  in  front  set  an  example 
of  steadiness,  the  sergeants  in  the  rear  watch  all  the  motions 
of  their  men,  observing  that  they  are  not  loading  too  many 
cartridges,  that  they  take  aim,  and  see  something  to  fire  at. 

"  In  short,  though  good  officers  in  small  numbers  are  indis- 
pensable, good  non-commissioned  officers,  in  pretty  large 
numbers,  are  even  more  so."  "  It  must  be  the  first  object  of 
a  commander  who  strives  to  bring  his  troops  to  perfection,  to 
bring  forward  men  apparently  qualified,  as  he  discovers 
them,  and  to  have  others  numbered  to  supply  their  places 
at  once,  in  case  of  accident,  or  to  be  promoted  to  them  so 
soon  as  incapacity  in  any  form  shows  itself." 

The  writer  of  that  article  further  on  speaks  of  two  great 
obstacles  to  the  "  efficiency  of  officers  and  non-commissioned 
officers."  He  says  that  "  They  are  embarrassed  by  their 
former  relations  with  the  men.  They  dislike  to  report  them 
or  find  fault."  "  Very  many  of  them  cannot  command." 
"  The  remedy  for  the  embarrassment  consequent  on  former 
relations  is  simple  and  efficient ;  to  wit,  holding  officers  and 
non-commissioned  officers  to  a  strict  accountability."  "  It 
seems  to  us  that  the  difference  between  the  discipline  of  civil 
and  military  life  may  be  said  to  be  just  the  absence  of  non- 
commissioned officers  in  the  former.  Every  duty  is  there 
allowed  to  be  performed  with  a  certain  looseness.  A  general 
accountability  to  the  principal  superior  answers  every  pur- 
pose.   No  doubt  this  impairs  the  aggregate  productive  power 
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of  society ;  but  production  is  not  society's  chief  object ;  the 
observance  of  little  points  is  not  a  matter  of  life  and  death, 
and  also  such  laxity  is  one  condition  of  its  reasonable  free- 
dom. This,  however,  is  not  the  situation  of  an  army :  effi- 
ciency is  its  grand  object;  the  neglect  of  small  things  may 
readily  bring  destruction,  and  the  freedom  (for  the  time 
being)  of  its  constituents  is  in  no  way  one  of  the  elements  of 
its  prosperous  existence.  In  the  4  bosses  '  to  gangs  of  work- 
men we  see  some  approach  in  civil  life  to  the  institution  of 
non-commissioned  officers ;  but  bossing  a  squad  will  not 
answer  army  purposes."  "  The  power  of  giving  commands 
will  be  acquired  more  slowly,  but  all  the  minor  etiquette  of 
military  life  goes  toward  forming  it ;  and  if  there  be  those 
above  whose  example  shows  self-control,  earnestness  in  duty, 
and  a  consideration  for  the  rights  and  feelings  of  others,  the 
tone  and  habit  are  soon  caught  from  them." 

I  have  quoted  thus  at  length,  as  this  article  was  written 
at  a  time  when  the  necessity  for  a  complete  organization  of 
the  volunteers  was  fully  appreciated  and  keenly  felt ;  and  the 
lessons  taught  at  that  time  cannot  be  too  often  brought  to 
the  mind  of  the  public,  so  that  those  who  do  realize  the 
necessity  for  the  thorough  organization  and  discipline  of 
the  Militia  may  have  more  encouragement  to  continue  the 
work  the}'  are  engaged  in. 

A  well-known  volunteer  officer  of  this  State,  and  one 
highly  esteemed  in  civil  life,  in  an  article  in  "  The  Atlantic 
Monthly  "  of  September,  1864,  on  Regular  and  Volunteer 
Officers,  says,  "  The  relation  between  officer  and  soldier  is 
something  so  different  in  kind  from  any  thing  which  civil 
life  has  to  offer,  that  it  has  proved  almost  impossible  to 
transfer  methods  or  maxims  from  one  to  the  other.  If  a 
regiment  is  merely  a  caucus,  and  the  colonel  the  chairman  ; 
or  merely  a  fire-company,  and  the  colonel  the  foreman ;  or 
merely  a  prayer-meeting,  and  the  colonel  the  moderator ;  or 
merely  a  bar-room,  and  the  colonel  the  landlord,  —  then  the 
failure  of  the  whole  thing  is  a  foregone  conclusion.  War  is 
not  the  highest  of  human  pursuits,  certainly ;  but  an  army 
comes  very  near  to  being  the  completest  of  human  organiza- 
tions, and  he  alone  succeeds  in  it  who  readily  accepts  its 
inevitable  laws  and  applies  them.  An  army  is  an  aristocracy, 
on  a  three  years'  lease,  supposing  that  the  period  of  enlist- 
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ment.  No  mortal  skill  can  make  military  power  effective  on 
democratic  principles.  A  democratic  people  can  perhaps 
carry  on  a  war  longer  and  better  than  any  other;  because 
no  other  can  so  well  comprehend  the  object,  raise  the  means, 
or  bear  the  sacrifices.  But  these  sacrifices  include  the  sur- 
render, for  the  time  being,  of  the  essential  principle  of  gov- 
ernment. Personal  independence  in  the  soldier,  like  per- 
sonal liberty  in  the  civilian,  must  be  waived  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  nation." 

"  The  first  essential  for  military  authority  lies  in  the  power 
of  command,  — a  power  which  it  is  useless  to  analyze,  for  it 
is  felt  instinctively,  and  it  is  seen  in  its  results.  It  is  hardly 
too  much  to  say,  that,  in  military  service,  if  one  has  this 
power,  all  else  becomes  secondary ;  and  it  is  perfectly  safe 
to  say  that  without  it  all  other  gifts  are  useless.  Now,  for 
the  exercise  of  power  there  is  no  preparation  like  power, 
and  nowhere  is  this  preparation  to  be  found  in  this  com- 
munity, except  in  regular  army  training.  Nothing  but  great 
personal  qualities  can  give  a  man  by  nature  what  is  easily 
acquired  by  younger  men  of  very  average  ability  who  are 
systematically  trained  to  command."  "  The  weak  point  of 
our  volunteer  service  invariably  lies  here,  that  the  soldier  in 
nine  cases  out  of  ten  utterly  detests  being  commanded  ;  while 
the  officer  in  his  turn  equally  shrinks  from  commanding. 
War  to  both  is  an  episode  in  life,  not  a  profession ;  and  there- 
fore military  subordination,  which  needs  for  its  efficiency  to 
be  fixed  and  absolute,  is,  by  common  consent,  reduced  to  a 
minimum."  "  Hence  the  discipline  of  our  soldiers  has  been 
that  of  a  town-meeting  or  an  engine-company,  rather  than 
that  of  an  army ;  and  it  shows  the  extraordinary  quality  of 
the  individual  men,  that  so  much  has  been  accomplished  with 
such  a  formidable  defect  in  the  organization." 

How  true  this  is  of  our  Volunteer  Militia,  and  how  essen- 
tial it  is  that  here  should  be  attempted  that  "  fixed  and 
absolute  subordination  "  which  is  so  necessary  for  military 
efficiency ! 

The  Third  Annual  Convention  of  the  National  Guard 
Association  of  the  United  States  was  held  at  Philadelphia 
on  the  seventh  and  eighth  days  of  March  of  the  present  year, 
at  which,  by  your  direction,  I  was  present  as  a  delegate. 

There  were  in  the  convention  representatives  of  fourteen 
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States,  and  a  very  free  expression  of  opinions  on  the  subject 
of  the  National  Guard  was  indulged  in ;  while  the  earnest- 
ness of  the  delegates  in  the  discussions  was  a  marked  feature 
of  the  convention. 

"Cavalry  and  artillery  in  the  National  Guard,  their  effi- 
ciency, and  the  extent  to  which  they  should  be  encouraged," 
—  "Camps,  and  the  best  manner  of  managing  them,"  —  were 
the  principal  topics  discussed. 

Delegates  from  Rhode  Island,  Vermont,  North  Carolina, 
Illinois,  Missouri,  Iowa,  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Connecti- 
cut, Ohio,  Louisiana,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Massa- 
chusetts, participated  in  the  discussion  ;  and  all  expressed 
their  conviction  that  there  was  nothing  that  could  take  the 
place  of  camp  duty  as  a  means  of  instruction  in  the  essen- 
tials of  a  National  Guard  education. 

In  the  discussion  of  the  question  of  the  encouragement 
to  be  given  to  the  cavalry  and  artillery  arms  of  the  Militia 
service,  there  was  some  diversity  of  opinion  ;  but  all  agreed 
that  a  small  amount  of  each  arm  should  be  organized  in 
every  State.  My  own  views  on  the  subject  of  artillery 
were  expressed  as  follows :  "  In  the  Coast  States  the  artillery 
arm  should  be  more  cultivated  than  it  is,  particularly  the 
branch  of  heavy  artillery.  I  see  no  reason  why  all  the 
infantry  organizations  could  not  devote  part  of  their  time  to 
heavy  artillery  service,  to  make  themselves  efficient  in  that 
arm ;  especially  as  the  General  Government  is  very  willing 
that  the  forts  on  the  sea-coast  should  be  used  by  military 
organizations  for  practice  or  for  schools  of  instruction."  I 
still  hold  that  opinion,  and  believe  that  attention  should  be 
given  at  once  to  this  branch  of  the  service. 

The  views  of  Brig.  Gen.  Schaff,  Inspector  General,  as 
expressed  to  you  in  his  communication  of  November  last, 
have  already  received  my  hearty  indorsement,  and,  as  soon 
as  the  details  of  a  feasible  plan  can  be  fixed  on,  I  trust  that 
they  will  be  carried  into  effect.  The  objection  that  has  been 
raised  to  the  adoption  of  heavy  artillery  drill  is  the  increased 
amount  of  work  required  of  officers  and  men  by  the  addi- 
tional study  necessary  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  the  tactics 
of  that  arm  of  service.  While  it  is  true  that  there  is  a  great 
deal  to  learn  to  become  proficient  in  this  branch,  yet  the 
amount  of  study  required  to  enable  the  men  to  handle  the 
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guns  properly  is  comparatively  small ;  and  it  seems  as  if 
this  drill  could  supplement  that  of  the  infantry,  and  make 
a  variety  which  would  be  beneficial  to  both  drills. 

I  can  therefore  fully  concur  in  his  recommendation  that 
one  of  the  infantry  regiments  be  designated  as  a  heavy  artil- 
lery regiment,  and  provision  made  to  carry  into  effect  the 
proper  drilling  of  it. 

The  officers  of  the  Militia  are  faithful  and  hard  workers, 
and  their  efforts  for  the  most  part  have  been  crowned  with 
success.  The  many  duties  now  imposed  upon  them,  and  the 
study  that  is  necessary  to  make  the  Militia  more  nearly  what 
it  should  be,  a  school  of  instruction,  lead  me  to  recommend 
that  the  rank  of  officers  should  be  made  of  more  substance 
than  the  empty  honor  now  attached  to  it ;  and  that,  when  on 
duty  under  the  law,  their  pay  should  be  that  of  a  like  grade 
in  the  regular  army. 

I  had  occasion  to  speak,  in  my  report  of  last  year,  of  the 
desirability  of  an  increase  in  the  pay  of  the  officers  of  the 
Militia ;  and  my  experience  of  the  past  year,  gained  from 
the  discussions  on  the  subjects  of  an  organized  Militia  by  the 
delegates  to  the  National  Guard  Convention,  and  from  an 
extensive  study  of  the  subject,  confirms  me  in  the  opinion 
that  this  step  should  be  taken.  Massachusetts  is  generally 
credited  with  taking  the  lead  in  those  matters  that  relate  to 
the  increased  efficiency  of  the  Militia,  but  in  this  particular 
the  Commonwealth  is  behind  at  least  one  other  State ;  and 
while  I  do  not  believe  that  officers  would  do  more  for  pay, 
than  they  have  already  done  on  account  of  their  interest  and 
love  of  the  service,  I  do  think  that  more  study  could  be 
required  of  them,  and  a  higher  standard  raised,  if  they  could 
receive  a  partial  reimbursement  of  expenses  incurred  for  the 
benefit  of  the  State  at  large,  and  for  which  they  now  get  no 
adequate  compensation.  This  would  add  but  a  comparatively 
small  amount  to  the  expenses  of  the  Militia ;  but  it  would 
assist  very  materially  in  lessening  the  already  large  sums  which 
officers  are  obliged  to  spend  in  complying  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  law.  Further,  men  who,  without  doubt,  would 
make  superior  officers,  are  now  debarred  by  reason  of  the 
expense  attending  the  acceptance  of  an  office  in  the  Militia ; 
and  many  persons  are  put  forward  as  officers,  as  the  only 
eligible  ones  who  can  afford  to  take  the  position.     This  is  a 
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state  of  things  greatly  to  be  deplored,  and  one  from  which 
the  Militia  suffers ;  and  any  relief  that  can  be  given  will  be 
welcomed  by  all  friends  of  a  branch  of  our  government  that 
has  been  classed  by  eminent  men  with  the  church  and  the 
school  as  the  foundation  of  civil  liberty. 

I  desire  to  express  my  pleasure  at  the  creation  of  a  depart- 
ment of  inspection,  a  department  from  which  much  good  can 
come  to  the  Militia,  and  one  that  I  think  should  never  have 
been  consolidated  with  that  of  the  Adjutant  General.  This 
department  should  be  a  permanent  one,  and  should  be  filled 
by  officers  of  such  character,  ability,  and  impartiality,  that 
could  never  be  questioned.  That  the  department  as  now 
constructed  will  fill  these  requirements,  no  one  who  is  ac- 
quainted with  the  officers  composing  it  will  doubt; 

Signalling  has  been  carried  on  this  year  to  a  greater  extent 
than  ever  before,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able' 'to  speak  of 
the  interest  that  is  taken  in  this  branch  of  military  knowl- 
edge. Lieut.  Col.  Williams,  Medical  Director  of  the  Second 
Brigade,  attempted  some  instruction  in  that  organization, 
but  his  medical  duties  prevented  his  giving  a'S  much  atten- 
tion to  it  as  could  be  desired;  but  the  results  obtained  in 
the  short  time  were  commendable.  In  the  First  "Brigade 
more  attention  was  paid  to  the  practice ;  a  large'  number  of 
men  were  detailed,  and  the  instruction  was  made  a  part  of 
the  daily  duty  of  the  camp.  The  torches  supplied  with  the 
signal  kits  were  used  for  the  first  time  at  this  encampment. 

For  the  practice  of  signalling  in  the  First  Brigade,  I  respect- 
fully ask  your  attention  to  the  report  of  Capt.  F.  N.  Brown, 
engineer  of  that  organization.  Capt.  Brown  has  compiled  a 
small  manual  of  signals  from  the  larger  book  in  use  in  the 
United  States  Army,  which  having  been  submitted  to  the 
chief  signal  officer,  Gen.  Hazen,  its  publication  was  author- 
ized by  him.  A  sufficient  number  of  copies  were  purchased 
to  place  three  in  each  armory  in  the  State,  for  the  use  of 
those  who  are  interested  in  the  subject;  and  a  number  of 
men  are  drilling  at  the  present  time  under  Capt.  Brown's 
direction. 

Tours  of  Duty. 

The  usual  tours  of  special  duty  have  been  performed  this 
year ;  by  the  First  Corps  of  Cadets,  under  Special  Orders  No. 
Ill,  series  1880,  as  escort  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
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and  to  the  General  Court,  at  the  attendance  on  divine  ser- 
vice in  the  King's  Chapel,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January. 

Company  A,  First  Battalion  of  Cavalry,  under  Special 
Orders  No.  67,  performed  the  accustomed  escort  duty  on  the 
occasion  of  the  attendance  of  Your  Excellency  at  the  com- 
mencement exercises  at  Harvard  University  on  June  29. 

The  centennial  of  the  surrender  of  the  British  forces  at 
Yorktown  was  celebrated  during  the  week  ending  Oct.  22 ; 
and  in  accordance  with  chap.  61,  Resolves  of  1881,  the  party 
accompanying  Your  Excellency,  consisting  of  the  heads  of 
the  different  departments  of  the  State  Government,  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Federal  Relations  of  the  Legislature,  and  oth- 
ers, with  the  escort  the  First  Corps  of  Cadets,  left  Boston  on 
Monday,  the  17th,  reaching  Yorktown  on  the  morning  of  the 
19th,  vid  Washington. 

The  steamer  "Empire  State"  had  been  chartered  for  the 
occasion,  and  the  accommodations  and  arrangements  made 
for  the  comfort  of  the  party  were  complete.  The  officers  in 
charge  of  this  duty,  Col.  Kingsbury,  A.A.G.,  detailed  by 
Your  Excellency,  and  Lieut.  Melcher,  Quartermaster  of  the 
First  Corps  of  Cadets,  by  direction  of  its  commander,  had 
left  no  detail  unthought  of;  and  a  full  description  of  the 
arrangements  made  by  them  was  published  in  orders  from 
this  office  and  from  the  headquarters  of  the  corps.  The 
report  of  Lieut.  Col.  Edmands  on  this  tour  of  duty  is  an- 
nexed, and  to  it  I  respectfully  invite  attention. 

The  sail  down  the  Potomac,  through  so  many  historic 
scenes,  was  full  of  interest,  while  Yorktown  and  vicinity  was 
a  centre  of  most  absorbing  iuterest,  coupled  as  it  was  with 
the  eventful  times  through  which  it  had  passed,  the  throngs 
of  people,  the  army  of  regular  and  militia  forces,  and  the 
fleets  of  vessels  present  to  do  honor  to  this  anniversary. 

The  exercises  consisted  of  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone 
of  the  monument  authorized  by  Congress  to  commemorate 
the  surrender,  an  address  by  the  Hon.  Robert  C.  Winthrop 
of  this  State,  a  grand  review  of  the  various  regular  anol  mili- 
tia organizations  present,  and  a  naval  review. 

The  delightful  weather  of  that  week  permitted  fhe  full 
carrying  out  of  the  programme  ;  one  change  only  being  made, 
—  that  of  the  naval  review,  which  took  place  on  the  after- 
noon of  Thursday,  instead  of  on   Friday  as  first  proposed. 
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This  change  was  agreeable,  for  it  enabled  us  to  witness  that 
pageant,  with  its  accompanying  compliment  to  Great  Brit- 
ain, the  salute  to  the  English  flag,  participated  in  by  all  the 
naval  vessels  in  the  river,  as  well  as  the  artillery  on  shore. 

The  corner-stone  of  the  monument  was  laid  on  Tuesday, 
the  18th,  —  the  day  before  the  one  set  for  the  arrival  of  the 
party  representing  this  State.  Wednesday  was  occupied 
with  the  address,  which  was  followed  by  a  reception  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States.  After  these  exercises  the 
First  Corps  of  Cadets  escorted  the  party  to  the  camp  of 
the  Ninth  Regiment,  where  the  customary  review  by  Your 
Excellency  took  place.  This  was  followed  by  a  very  fine 
drill,  both  of  which  I  have  mentioned  in  another  part  of  this 
report.  Thursday  was  the  day  of  the  grand  review  of  all  the 
troops  by  the  President;  and  again,  under  escort  of  the  Cadets, 
the  line  of  march  was  taken  for  the  reviewing  stand.  This 
review  was  a  feature  of  great  interest,  as  for  the  first  time  in 
this  country  the  Militia  of  the  different  States  were  brought 
together  in  time  of  peace.  The  troops  were  all  in  good  con- 
dition, and  did  their  best,  while  the  generous  applause  testi- 
fied that  the  spectators  appreciated  the  efforts  that  made  the 
review  a  success.  Our  own  troops  received  a  well-merited 
share  of  the  applause. 

The  naval  drill  and  review  in  the  afternoon  completed  the 
exercises. 

As  our  steamer  left  her  moorings,  the  final  movements  of 
the  drill  were  in  progress ;  and,  as  the  last  vessels  of  the  fleet 
were  passed,  the  salute  to  the  British  flag,  which  was  ordered 
by  the  President,  began.  The  gray  clouds  of  smoke  fringed 
with  the  golden  light  of  the  descending  sun,  as  they  rolled 
across  the  brilliant  background  of  a  sunset  sky,  presented  an 
ineffaceable  picture  to  those  who  were  so  fortunate  as  to 
witness  it ;  while  the  thunder  of  the  guns  from  fleet  and 
camp  lent  a  charm  to  the  whole,  and  rendered  the  occasion 
one  not  to  be  forgotten. 

Arriving  at  Baltimore  early  the  next  morning,  cars  were 
taken  at  the  wharf  for  New  York,  thence  to  Boston ;  com- 
pleting the  tour  of  duty  contemplated  by  the  resolve  provid- 
ing for  a  representation  of  the  State  at  the  centennial  of  the 
closing  chapter  of  the  War  for  Independence. 

Permit  me  in  closing  the  account  of  this  duty  to  mention 
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the  courtesies  extended  by  the  several  military  organizations, 
those  excellent  regiments,  the  Seventh  and  Twenty-third  of 
the  National  Guard  State  of  New  York,  Cols.  Clark  and 
Austin ;  the  Washington  Light  Infantry,  Capt.  Moore ;  the 
Fifth  Regiment  M.V.M.,  under  the  command  at  the  time 
of  Lieut.  Col.  Lane ;  and  Company  C,  Second  Regiment 
M.V.M.,  Capt.  Lincoln ;  and  also  to  add  a  list  of  the  names 
of  the  party,  as  a  matter  of  record.

Inspection. 

A  general  inspection  of  the  proficiency  of  the  troops,  under 
chap.  277  of  the  Acts  of  1881,  was  made  under  my  direction 
by  Col.  Schaff,  Assistant  Inspector  General,  Majors  Sargent 
and  Lethb ridge,  Assistant  Inspectors  General  of  the  Second 
and  First  Brigades  respectively,  and  Capt.  F.  N.  Brown.  Engi- 
neer of  the  First  Brigade,  who  were  detailed  to  accompany  the 
Inspector  General,  in  order  that  the  commanding  officers  of 
the  brigades  might  be  informed  of  the  proficiency  of  their 
commands  as  seen  by  their  own  inspector. 

I  desire  to  mention  here  the  earnestness  and  impartiality 
these  officers  exhibited  in  the  duties  assigned  them. 
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The  weather  was  very  variable,  and  in  some  cases  very 
dispiriting  to  the  troops;  but  their  cordial  endeavors  to  do 
the  best  under  the  circumstances  deserve  a  hearty  expression 
of  approval. 

General  Orders  No.  3,  current  series,  prescribed  the  time 
and  places  of  the  annual  inspections  under  the  law  of  1878, 
and,  as  the  changes  in  that  law  by  chap.  277  of  the  present 
year  were  made  so  late,  it  was  not  deemed  best  to  change 
the  order ;  and  the  troops,  with  two  exceptions,  paraded  on 
the  days  appointed.  Of  these  two,  one  parade  was  postponed 
on  account  of  insufficient  time  between  the  receipt  of  the 
order  and  the  date  of  the  drill  to  give  the  legal  notice  of  the 
tour  of  duty.  The  other  was  postponed  on  account  of  a  very 
severe  rain-storm,  which  continued  through  that  day  and  into 
the  next,  interfering  to  a  great  extent  with  the  drill  of 
another  organization. 

The  results  of  these  drill  are  shown  in  General  Orders 
No.  7. 

I  have  already  spoken  of  the  questionable  utility  of  these 
drills  as  compared  with  the  inspections :  this  impression  was 
gathered  from  the  experience  of  the  duty  performed  in  the 
months  of  May  and  June  last.  There  was  apparent  in  nearly 
every  command  a  certain  looseness  or  carelessness  of  manner, 
a  general  unsteadiness,  which  detracted  from  the  soldierly 
character  that  the  organizations  usually  exhibit.  My  expe- 
rience is  that  the  detailed  inspection  of  the  troops  is  of  more 
effect  if  made  in  the  spring  than  if  made  at  camp,  where  a 
general  supervision  is  at  all  times  possible.

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The  weather  at  the  encampments  this  year  was  very  pleas- 
ant, although  on  some  clays  very  warm.  The  camp  of  the 
Second  Corps  of  Cadets  was  located  on  the  same  ground  it 
has  occupied  for  several  years  at  Magnolia,  —  a  beautiful  spot 
for  a  small  camp,  on  a  hillside  sloping  to  the  south-west,  with 
charming  views  in  every  direction.  Being  swept  by  the 
prevailing  south-west  summer  winds  from  over  the  sea,  the 
heat  was  greatty  lessened,  and  drill  was  not  interfered  with. 
All  the  duties  in  this  camp  were  punctually  and  carefully 
performed ;  every  detail  was  attended  to,  and  the  instruction 
of  officers  and  men  was  thorough. 

The  encampments  of  the  brigades  were  even  better  than 
last  year,  and  I  respectfully  ask  attention  to  the  reports  of 
the  inspecting  officers  on  duty  there ;  especially  to  that  of 
Lieut.  Col.  Royal  T.  Frank,  Major  First  Artillery,  U.S.A., 
the  officer  detailed  by  the  General  of  the  Army  to  visit  these 
encampments,  and  who  speaks  in  terms  of  high  commenda- 
tion of  both  brigades. 

These  two  tours  of  duty  were  particularly  marked  this 
year  by  the  sadness  attending  the  illness  and  death  of  Presi- 
dent Garfield. 

In  accordance  with  the  proclamation  of  Your  Excellency, 
calling  for  the  union  in  prayer  by  all  persons  in  the  Common- 
wealth for  the  recovery  of  the  stricken  ruler,  services  were 
held  during  the  third  day  of  the  encampment  of  the  Second 
Brigade,  and  the  troops  participated  in  the  exercises  during 
the  hour  set  apart  for  that  purpose.  Your  presence  as 
Commander-in-Chief  seemed  so  eminently  fitting  at  the 
services  held  on  the  field,  that  I  wish  to  record  it  here.  The 
impression  left  on  those  who  were  witnesses  of  the  services 
is  one  that  will  not  be  easily  effaced.  The  commander  of  the 
Second  Brigade  has  mentioned  in  his  report  the  details  of  the 
ceremony. 

The  death  of  the  President  occurred  during  the  encamp- 
ment of  the  First  Brigade,  and  the  usual  half-hourly  guns 
were  fired  from  sunrise  to  sunset,  by  orders  from  this  office. 
As  a  further  mark  of  respect,  the  staff  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  were  directed  to  wear  the  usual  badge  of  mourning  for 
thirty  days. 

Under  the  authority  of  chap.  61  of  the  Resolves  of  1881, 
the  Ninth  Regiment,  by  Special  Order  No.  103,  current  series

were  permitted  to  perform  the  usual  tour  of  camp  duty  at 
Yorktown,  Va.  The  drill  of  this  regiment  on  this  tour  of 
duty  has  received  high  commendations  from  officers  and 
others,  both  in  and  out  of  the  State  ;  and  my  observation  of  it 
on  the  occasion  of  the  review  by  Your  Excellency,  and  the 
drill  following  it,  leads  me  to  add  to  the  expressions  of  praise 
of  its  tactical  proficiency.  Of  its  discipline  I  have  already 
spoken ;  and  the  action  taken  on  account  of  the  misconduct 
of  some  of  the  men  will  be  found  in  the  special  orders  pub- 
lished with  this  report. 

The  camp  duty  of  the  First  Corps  of  Cadets  was  performed, 
by  the  authority  of  the  Resolve  of  the  Legislature  above  re- 
ferred to,  as  escort  to  Your  Excellency  on  the  occasion  of  the 
celebration  of  the  centennial  of  the  surrender  of  the  British 
troops  at  Yorktown ;  and,  although  the  troops  did  not  go  into 
camp,  yet  all  the  duties  incident  to  troops  while  travelling, 
and  on  transport,  were  carefully  attended  to. 

At  the  grand  review  by  the  President,  of  all  the  organiza- 
tions present  on  the  field,  Lieut.  Col.  Edmands  placed  his 
command  in  line  by  a  few  well-executed  movements,  and 
marched  past  the  reviewing  stand  in  excellent  order. 

Careful  attention  to  military  courtesy  was  paid  by  officers 
and  men  on  all  occasions,  and  all  honors  were  promptly  paid 
to  those  entitled  to  them. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  speak  of  the  presence  of  the  General 
of  the  Army  at  the  camp  of  the  Second  Brigade  for  a  few 
hours  on  Thursday,  the  7th  of  September,  on  which  occasion 
he  was  tendered  a  review  by  Gen.  Sutton.  It  was  a  source 
of  pleasure  to  have  him  in  camp  even  for  a  few  hours,  and  for 
the  officers  to  meet  and  talk  with  him.  His  well-known 
views  in  regard  to  the  relation  of  the  Militia  to  the  Army  lent 
additional  interest  to  his  visit.  Camp  duty  which  has  for 
many  years  been  performed  in  this  State  has  given  our  Militia 
a  high  standing  among  similar  organizations  of  the  country  ; 
and,  as  it  is  owing  to  this  duty  that  Massachusetts  was  able 
to  send  a  well-organized  body  of  troops  to  the  front  in  1861, 
a  visit  of  the  General  of  the  Army  to  one  of  its  camps,  to 
witness  the  performance  of  this  duty  in  time  of  peace,  is  a 
matter  worthy  of  note. 

The  visits  of  officers  of  the  Army  to  these  encampments  are 
highly  appreciated  by  members  of  the  Militia,  and  they  help 
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to  foster  that  spirit  of  friendliness  which  ought  always  to 
exist  between  these  two  branches  of  the  military  service 
of  the  country.  However  high  the  cultivation  of  military 
knowledge  may  be  carried  in  the  Militia,  it  can  never,  from 
the  nature  of  the  service,  be  able  to  take  the  place  of  the 
knowledge  derived  from  the  study  of  military  science  by  the 
Army ;  and  the  stimulus  afforded  by  the  intercourse  between 
these  two  branches  will  be  beneficial  alike  to  the  Army  and 
the  Militia. 

Militia  Law. 

The  few  changes  in  the  Militia  Law  which  have  been  recom- 
mended in  other  places  in  this  report  are  mainly  in  the  way 
of  relieving  officers  of  some  of  the  expenses  they  are  now 
obliged  to  incur  while  in  the  performance  of  duty  required 
by  law,  the  changes  in  regard  to  inspections,  and  the  exemp- 
tion from  taxation  of  armories  owned  and  used  by  active 
militia  organizations  for  military  purposes. 

Arms,  Equipments,  and  Uniforms. 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  arms,  and  but  few  in  the 
equipments,  the  past  year. 

Knapsacks  sufficient  to  equip  the  whole  Militia  were  pur- 
chased from  the  receipts  of  the  sales  of  the  old  uniforms 
under  the  authority  granted  last  year,  the  contracts  for  which 
were  not  filled  until  May  last. 

The  pattern  was  that  of  the  experimental  ones  furnished 
to  Company  M,  Eighth  Regiment,  for  its  trip  to  Atlanta,  Ga., 
with  such  modifications  as  the  experience  of  that  trip  sug- 
gested.    They  have  proved  very  satisfactory. 

New  bayonet  scabbards  of  steel,  sufficient  to  equip  two 
eight-company  regiments,  have  been  furnished  by  the  Ord- 
nance Department,  United  States  Army,  and  are  being 
distributed.  It  is  hoped  that  a  sufficient  number  may  be 
obtained  next  year  to  supply  the  entire  Militia. 

The  artillery  harnesses  furnished  by  the  Government  are 
not  of  first-class  material.  This  fact  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  United  States  Army  officer  on  duty  in  camp, 
who  mentioned  it  in  his  report  to  the  Adjutant  General  of 
the  Army. 

New  tents  are  being  made  to  replace  those  that  are  becom- 
ing unfit  for  use.     The  camp  equipage  generally  has   been

kept  in  good  repair  by  the  regular  force  at  the  arsenal,  except 
the  repairs  on  the  tents  used  by  one  brigade,  which  were 
necessary  in  order  to  be  ready  for  the  next  encampment. 

A  small  supply  of  equipments  have  been  purchased,  to 
provide  for  those  lost  or  destroyed. 

Some  complaint  has  been  made  of  the  cartridge-boxes 
issued  to  the  troops,  principally  on  account  of  the  inconven- 
ience arising  from  the  use  of  the  tin  boxes ;  but,  as  wooden 
blocks  for  the  holding  of  individual  cartridges  can  be  had  on 
requisition,  the  cause  of  complaint  can  easily  be  remedied. 

The  difficulty  experienced  in  keeping  clean  the  property 
now  issued  leads  me  to  dissent  from  the  opinions  of  the  gen- 
erals commanding  the  brigades,  expressed  in  their  reports,  on 
the  desirability  of  substituting  the  woven  cartridge  belts  for 
the  boxes  now  in  use  ;  for  the  boxes  can  be  placed  in  a  con- 
venient position  in  front  of  the  body,  and,  if  less  than  twenty 
rounds  of  cartridges  are  issued  at  a  time,  the  blocks  spoken 
of  can  be  used,  and  the  shaking  about  of  the  cartridges, 
which  is  now  complained  of,  can  be  avoided. 

The  belts  are  admirable  arrangements  for  the  purpose  ;  but 
as  it  is  improbable  that  the  Militia  will  be  called  on  to  be 
provided  with  as  many  cartridges  as  the  belts  are  made  for, 
unless  the  troops  are  in  the  United  States  service,  where  each 
man  will  be  obliged  to  keep  his  own  belt  clean,  the  present 
style  of  box  will  serve  very  well  the  purpose  of  holding  car- 
tridges ;  and,  as  the  boxes  are  still  in  good  condition,  I  ques- 
tion the  wisdom  of  incurring  the  additional  expense  for 
making  the  change. 

Arms  generally  are  in  good  condition  :  in  the  armories 
they  are  kept  in  racks,  in  many  instances  covered,  and  are 
in  charge  of  the  armorers,  who  are  made  responsible  for  their 
care  by  the  Captains.  In  camp  every  soldier  is  expected  to 
look  after  his  own  piece  :  this  is  a  part  of  the  soldier's  instruc- 
tion ;  and  a  failure  to  observe  it,  while  it  is  really  the  fault  of 
the  man,  reflects  on  the  Captain.  Even  in  the  armories  the 
men  should  be  responsible  for  the  care  of  their  pieces,  and 
should  report  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  armorer  at  once 
to  the  Captain.  The  care  of  the  pieces  in  the  armory  by  the 
men  is  not  recommended,  as  a  trial  of  this  method  by  sev- 
eral commands,  in  years  past,  has  proved  a  failure,  the  arms 
of  these  companies  being  in  a  very  inferior  condition. 
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The  uniforms  are  in  good  order,  but  more  care  is  needed 
in  some  companies  to  prevent  damage  by  moths.  Constant 
watchfulness  is  the  only  sure  preventive  of  these  destroy- 
ers ;  and,  if  uniforms  are  thoroughly  aired  and  brushed  before 
being  put  away,  they  can  be  kept  in  serviceable  condition  for 
a  long  time.  Uniforms,  as  well  as  arms  and  equipments,  are 
issued  to  be  used  with  care  ;  and  companies,  being  relieved 
from  the  expense  that  volunteer  organizations  were  formerly 
subjected  to  by  reason  of  being  obliged  to  purchase  a  uniform, 
ought  certainly  to  keep  them  in  good  condition  at  all  times, 
without  expense  to  the  State. 

A  proper  inspection  and  supervision  of  State  property  is 
necessary  for  its  preservation  ;  for  in  some  commands  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  that  appreciation  of  the  necessity  for 
care,  on  the  part  of  the  officers,  to  preserve  it  as  near  as  pos- 
sible in  the  same  condition  as  when  it  was  issued.  This  is  a 
result  of  that  want  of  system  which  has  been  so  often  alluded 
to,  and  that  "  dislike  to  accountability  "  which  is  the  bane  of 
our  militia  service,  as  it  was  of  our  volunteer  service  in  the 
last  war,  and  which  is  the  dividing  line  betwen  civil  and 
military  life.  Captains  are  held  responsible  for  the  property 
issued  to  their  commands  ;  and  they,  in  turn,  should  hold 
those  to  whom  they  issue  it  responsible  for  its  care,  preser- 
vation, and  safe  return. 

Loss  of  State  property  springs  from  this  "dislike  of 
accountability,"  and  is  an  evil  which  is  difficult  to  overcome. 
In  the  endeavor  to  reduce  it  I  have  not  felt  authorized  to 
accept  certificates  of  excessive  losses  from  officers  in  their 
semi-annual  settlement  of  accounts,  but  have  caused  articles 
to  be  replaced,  or  a  fixed  sum  to  be  paid  for  the  property  lost. 
Whether  the  losses  can  be  lessened  by  holding  the  company 
in  a  measure  responsible,  without  lessening  the  responsibility 
of  the  Captain,  by  stopping  on  its  pay-rolls  the  value  of  the 
State  property  lost,  is  a  question  I  am  unable  at  present  to 
answer  ;  but  I  am  led  to  recommend  that  some  authority  be 
given  for  stoppages  of  pay  which  will  transfer  some  of  the 
expense  to  the  company,  without  relieving  the  officer  of 
the  responsibility.  This  method  of  stoppages  prevails  in  the 
Army  against  the  men  ;  but  as  the  practice  in  our  Militia  is 
for  the  men  to  assign  their  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  com- 
pany,  for  the   payment   of    the    company  expenses,  a  strict 
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following  of  the  army  practice  will  not  be  practicable.  A 
-tern  of  compan}r  responsibility  would  tend  to  interest  all 
the  men  of  the  company  in  the  preservation  of  State  prop- 
erty, so  that  their  company  fund  might  not  suffer  in  conse- 
quence of  their  neglect. 

Headquarters  and  Armories. 

There  has  been  but  little  change  in  the  accommodations 
for  the  different  organizations,  since  the  last  report. 

Company  D,  Sixth  Regiment,  Fitchburg,  has  been  fur- 
nished quarters  in  its  old  armory,  which  has  been  fitted  up  in 
a  manner  better  calculated  to  protect  State  property. 

The  armory  at  Worcester  has  had  no  repairs  in  the  way  of 
strengthening  the  building,  and  I  do  not  think  that  the  upper 
hall  can  be  used  with  safety  for  drill  purposes.  Accommo- 
dations have  been  furnished  in  another  building  for  the  drill 
of  the  infantry  companies,  which  are  inconvenient,  and  if 
long  continued  will  be  detrimental  to  the  companies.  It  is 
better,  however,  to  suffer  this  inconvenience  temporarily 
than  to  risk  life  in  an  unsafe  building.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
coming  year  will  see  better  accommodations  provided. 

The  armory  of  Company  A,  Eighth  Regiment,  has  been 
refitted,  additional  rooms  furnished,  and  the  walls  of  the 
building  strengthened,  which  makes  a  safer  armory  and  more 
suitable  accommodations  for  the  company. 

At  Haverhill,  in  the  armory  occupied  by  Company  P, 
Eighth  Regiment,  some  repairs  are  needed. 

The  movement  to  provide  an  armory  for  the  First  Corps  of 
Cadets,  mentioned  last  year,  has  met  with  considerable  suc- 
cess. Land  has  been  purchased,  and  accommodations  will 
soon  be  provided  which  will  be  fully  as  convenient  and  safe 
as  those  now  occupied  by  the  corps,  and  will  be  a  home  until 
the  armory  proper  is  built. 

A  similar  movement  is  on  foot,  to  provide  one  or  two  other 
commands  with  armories.  This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  ; 
for  one  of  the  great  difficulties  in  the  way  of  a  command's 
success  is  want  of  sufficient  armory  room,  under  the  control 
of  the  organization,  to  properly  perform  the  duties  required. 
Any  help  that  can  be  given  in  this  direction  will  certainly 
add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  command.  In  view  of  the  com- 
mendable attempts  to  provide  armories  by  these  different 
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commands,  I  respectfully  but  earnestly  recommend  that 
organizations  of  the  active  or  Volunteer  Militia  of  the  State 
be  allowed  to  hold  real  as  well  as  personal  property;  and 
that,  while  such  property  is  used  for  military  purposes  under 
the  law,  it  may  be  exempt  from  taxation.  Cities  and  towns 
are  now  authorized  to  raise  money  to  build  armories,  which 
by  law  will  be  exempt  from  taxation  ;  and  it  seems  no  more 
than  just,  if  companies  or  battalions  own  property  to  be  used 
solely  for  military  purposes,  that  these  organizations  should 
not  be  taxed  for  the  same  property  that  would  be  used  for 
the  same  purpose  if  owned  by  a  city  or  town  ;  that  purpose 
being  a  duty  for  the  benefit  and  protection  of  the  State,  and 
in  no  sense  for  the  benefit  of  any  individual. 

Rifle  Practice. 

There  is  not  a  complete  understanding  of  the  requirements 
of  rifle  practice,  and  there  is  little  that  is  satisfactory  to 
report.  General  Orders  No.  2,  of  1880,  has  been  construed 
by  some  officers  to  relate  only  to  that  year,  although  another 
order  was  issued  in  January,  modifying  the  one  of  last  year, 
without  changing  any  of  its  general  provisions. 

In  conversation  with  Captains  of  companies  in  my  annual 
tour  of  inspection  of  armories,  I  found  that  there  was  a  great 
need  of  instruction  in  the  method  of  teaching  the  prescribed 
rifle-drill ;  that,  although  Captains  manifested  more  interest 
than  heretofore  in  the  subject,  they  did  not  feel  confidence  in 
their  ability  to  teach  it  correctly  or  understandingly.  The 
few  suggestions  made  apparently  cleared  their  minds  of  the 
doubtful  points,  and  led  them  to  see  that  no  very  severe  task 
was  imposed  on  them. 

The  commanding  officers  of  the  brigades  and  regiments 
were  called  together.  This  matter  of  rifle  practice  was  laid 
before  them,  and  their  views  of  the  subject  were  asked. 
There  was  a  great  degree  of  unanimity  in  their  opinions,  and 
steps  have  now  been  taken  toward  a  more  careful  supervision 
of  the  practice. 

The  most  important  end  to  be  attained  by  rifle  practice  is 
steadiness  and  fair  shooting  ability  in  mass.  The  cultivation 
of  individual  sharp-shooters  is  desirable,  but  not  a  requisite, 
and  will  be  a  natural  growth  from  the  company  practice.  It 
has  therefore  been  the  aim  of  this  department  to  encourage 
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and  stimulate  such  practice  as  will  produce  the  best  average 
file  and  volle}r  firing. 

An  examination  of  the  system  prescribed  and  fully  ex- 
plained in  the  order  referred  to  will  show  that  the  Common- 
wealth is  prepared  to  deal  in  a  liberal  spirit  with  the  troops 
in  this  important  subject,  requiring  only  a  fair  return  for  the 
outlay  of  money  involved,  and  a  proper  improvement  in  the 
important  duty  of  rifle  firing  with  ball  cartridges. 

The  armory  drill  required  has  been  so  modified  as  not  to 
be  burdensome  or  difficult ;  and  a  short  time  devoted  to  it  at 
each  company  drill,  beginning  in  November,  will  enable  the 
company  commander  to  make  the  required  return  not  later 
than  April  1,  when  the  open  season  approaches  which  will 
permit  of  out-door  practice. 

Having  completed  the  armory  practice  early  in  the  spring, 
the  company  is  then  entitled  to  draw  one  thousand  ball  car- 
tridges for  company  practice,  the  conditions  of  which  are 
fully  explained  in  the  order  referred  to. 

The  only  expense  involved  in  this  to  the  company  is  the 
time  given  by  the  men.  The  Commonwealth  is  prepared  and 
has  offered  to  allow  transportation  for  each  company  twice, 
either  to  the  State  range  at  South  Framingham,  or  to  any 
other  convenient  approved  range.  In  many  cities  and  towns 
ranges  as  required  by  law  have  been  provided,  and  companies 
cannot  claim  that  they  have  not  facilities  to  execute  this  por- 
tion of  their  duty.  Ordinarily,  company  practice  should  be 
completed  not  later  than  August,  returns  made,  and  the 
additional  allowance  of  five  hundred  rounds  drawn. 

Completing  company  practice  by  Aug.  1,  the  company 
commander  can  then  use  that  month  and  September  to  select 
his  team,  which  must  be  entered  by  Oct.  1.  He  has  also 
the  additional  time  up  to  the  date  of  the  match  to  practise 
them,  and  until  Nov.  1  to  make  scores  for  the  "marksman's 
badge." 

With  the  double  allowance  of  transportation,  the  allow- 
ance of  an  aggregate  of  one  hundred  thousand  rounds  of 
ammunition,  pay  and  mileage  for  officers  and  teams  entered 
in  the  match,  and  the  gift  of  valuable  prizes,  it  appears  that 
the  State  is  as  generous  as  the  legitimate  limit  of  expenditure 
will  warrant,  and  that,  if  no  greater  progress  is  made  than 
the  returns  for  the  present  year  indicate,  the  fault  lies  en- 
tirely with  the  troops  themselves. 
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Company  D,  First  Regiment  of  Infantry,  is  the  only  com- 
pany which  has  in  both  years  done  its  full  duty  in  the  matter 
of  rifle  practice,  and,  as  no  other  company  entered  a  team  for 
the  annual  match  within  the  time  prescribed  in  orders,  there 
was  no  team  competition;  and  the  First  Regiment  of  Infantry 
has  been  authorized  to  carry  the  scarf  on  its  colors  another 
year. 

The  prize  for  the  best  company  practice  —  viz.,  a  volume 
of  Regulations  to  each  man  participating  in  the  practice  —  was 
awarded  to  Company  G,  First  Regiment  Infantry,  Captain 
Walter  Carter. 

Twenty-two  companies  have  made  returns  of  the  armory 
practice  ;  nine  have  made  returns  of  the  company  practice. 
Of  these  but  one  return  was  made,  and  a  team  entered  for  the 
match,  within  the  prescribed  limit  of  time.  This  was  fixed 
at  Oct.  1,  in  order  that  arrangements  might  be  made  for  the 
competition  to  take  place  during  that  month. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  there  has  been  a  gain  in  the 
number  of  marksmen  the  past  year.  Their  names  are  given 
here,  with  their  scores  :  —

Adjutant  General's  Office. 

The  business  of  the  office  is  divided  between  matters  relat- 
ing to  the  Militia,  and  those  resulting  from  the  war. 

The  pay-rolls  for  duty  done  by  the  Militia  occupy  a  great 
deal  of  time  in  their  preparation.  This  is  especially  the  case 
if  the  muster-rolls  of  the  different  organizations  are  not  cor- 
rectly made  out. 

A  comparison  of  the  rolls  for  the  past  two  years  will  show 
that  a  great  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  matter  of 
correctness,  and  in  promptness  in  the  return  of  the  correction 
of  errors.  In  1880  only  16  of  the  81  rolls  required  for  the 
duty  at  inspection,  and  20  of  the  84  required  for  the  duty  at 
camp,  were  correct ;  and  of  the  remaining  rolls,  those  for 
inspection  duty  contained  269  errors,  and  those  for  camp 
duty  contained  113  errors.  This  year  29  rolls  for  inspection 
duty  and  52  rolls  for  camp  duty  were  correct;  while  the  re- 
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maining  rolls  for  inspection  contained  127  errors,  and  those 
for  camp  duty  contained  only  50. 

In  1880  the  time  taken  for  the  correction  of  errors  by  Cap- 
tains averaged  twelve  days  for  the  inspection  duty,  and  thir- 
teen days  for  the  camp  duty  ;  while  this  year  it  has  averaged 
eight  and  eleven  days  respectively. 

474  applications  for  testimonials  for  honorable  service  in 
the  Rebellion  have  been  received,  and  419  have  been  issued ; 
55  applications  are  awaiting  the  final  record  of  the  applicant, 
which  has  been  asked  for  from  the  War  Department  at  Wash- 
ington. 

Certificates  of  service  to  the  number  of  2,130  army  and 
1,800  navy  (a  total  of  3,930)  have  been  issued  this  year. 

2,466  letters  have  been  written,  and  press  copies  taken, 
during  the  year.  Of  these,  778  related  to  matters  connected 
with  the  Rebellion,  and  were  written  in  the  Bureau  of  Rec- 
ords ;  1,570  related  to  matters  connected  with  the  Bureau 
of  Claims. 

88  letters  have  been  written  to  the  War  Department,  and 
55  to  the  Navy  Department,  for  the  final  record  of  services  of 
soldiers  and  sailors ;  the  answers  received  being  noted  on  the 
records  of  the  office. 

470  letters  have  been  briefed,  and  returned  to  the  writers 
with  indorsements  containing  the  information  asked  for. 

The  appropriations  under  the  control  of  this  department 
for  the  past  year  were  $149,900.  This  amount  does  not 
include  the  salaries  of  the  Adjutant  General  and  the  first  and 
second  clerks.  The  expenditures  amount  to  about  $132,500, 
details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Records. 

The  work  of  repairing  and  copying  the  muster-out  rolls  of 
the  various  organizations  serving  during  the  war  of  the  Rebel- 
lion, undertaken  by  the  direction  of  chap.  38  of  the  Resolves 
of  1881,  has  been  carried  on  with  all  the  rapidity  possible. 
The  number  of  copyists  engaged  on  the  work  has  been  in- 
creased from  time  to  time  as  the  state  of  the  appropriation 
would  warrant,  until  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  four- 
teen employed. 

The  first  duty  was  to  ascertain  the  exact  condition  of  the 
rolls,  and  to   compare  the  numerous  muster-in,  muster-out, 
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and  transfer  rolls,  so  that  a  complete  transcript  of  the  rec- 
ords of  each  individual  soldier  should  be  sure  to  be  made 
once,  and  no  more,  in  the  same  organization. 

The  rolls  were  in  various  stages  of  dilapidation,  many  of 
them  in  an  almost  worthless  mass  of  ragged  and  crumpled 
pieces ;  but  it  was  anticipated  that  the  work  on  a  large  part 
of  them  would  be  trifling,  as  they  seemed  to  require  no  re- 
pairing, but  only  to  be  pressed.  They  had  been  folded  in 
proper  form,  and  filed  in  boxes ;  but  their  constant  use  for 
fifteen  years,  taking  them  from  and  returning  them  to  the 
boxes,  not  always  with  care  as  appearances  indicate,  had  left 
them  in  the  condition  named.  Most  of  the  rolls  had  been 
previously  repaired,  but  not  with  that  care  which  their  value 
entitled  them  to  receive,  and  which  would  have  made  much 
of  the  present  work  needless.  The  paper  used  for  repairing 
was  thick,  and  covered  much  of  the  writing,  while  many 
small  and  crumpled  parts  of  the  rolls,  which  contained  a  part 
of  the  soldier's  record,  had  been  folded  under,  rendering  that 
portion  of  the  record  wholly  lost  if  these  repairs  were  not 
removed.  In  addition  to  this,  most  of  the  strips  of  this  thick 
paper  which  had  been  placed  across  the  centre  of  the  rolls, 
where  the  greatest  wear  came,  had  been  so  placed  that 
nearly  all  were  more  or  less  doubled  over  at  the  folds,  and 
the  record  was  covered. 

The  time  taken  to  repair  a  roll  was  much  longer  than  was 
at  first  anticipated,  while  the  work  of  comparing  the  rolls  in 
their  dilapidated  condition  was  extended  much  beyond  my 
expectations. 

The  old  repairs  were  removed,  the  rolls  washed  thoroughly 
to  remove  all  mucilage,  dried,  and  the  pieces  pressed  out 
perfectly:  they  were  then  put  together  with  adhesive  paper 
which  left  the  writing  underneath  entirely  distinct  where 
before  it  had  been  wholly  or  in  part  covered. 

Many  pieces,  varying  in  size,  had  been  lost,  necessitating  a 
search  for  that  portion  of  the  record  written  on  them,  through 
other  channels  of  information.  This  unlooked-for  labor  has 
encroached  little  by  little,  but  so  frequently,  upon  the  time 
of  the  copyists,  that  in  the  aggregate  it  is  of  no  little  moment. 

The  signatures  of  officers  to  many  of  the  rolls  were  un- 
intelligible to  any  one,  and  a  constant  reference  to  the  army 
register  was  made  absolutely  necessary:  even  then  the  iden- 
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tity  of  the  name  was  uncertain,  and  reference  to  the  War 
Department  was  a  last  resort. 

The  clerk  in  charge  at  first  deemed  it  a  part  of  the  work 
to  be  done,  to  correct  as  well  as  to  copy  the  rolls.  A  number 
of  familiar  names  were  so  absurdly  spelled  that  he  directed 
marginal  corrections  to  be  made  ;  but  so  much  time  was  taken 
up  with  this  work,  and  the  copying  was  so  much  delayed,  that 
this  was  soon  abandoned. 

The  copyists  were  unacquainted  with  military  phraseology, 
and  required  an  explanation  in  all  matters  not  fully  under- 
stood by  them.  Added  to  this  were  many  inaccuracies  in 
fact  and  penmanship,  on  account  of  which  inquiries  must  be 
made;  and,  although  exact  copies  were  directed  to  be  made, 
there  were  yet  hundreds  of  questions  daily  requiring  an 
explanation,  to  be  sure  that  the  proper  rendering  of  the 
soldier's  record  was  made. 

The  copyists  have  been  painstaking,  thorough,  and  patient 
in  their  work,  and  have  exhibited  in  their  close  application 
to  the  work  before  them  a  fidelity  and  interest  which  it  is 
pleasant  to  record. 

The  amount  of  work  is  much  greater  than  was  anticipated, 
for  the  1,195  rolls  which  were  counted  last  year,  before  the 
work  was  begun,  are  composed  of  1,704  sheets,  and  contain 
2,581  pages  of  writing.  Besides  these  there  are  4,120  "indi- 
vidual muster-out  rolls,"  containing  one  or  more  names  each. 

After  the  work  of  copying  the  rolls  is  completed,  there  is 
still  much  work  to  be  done,  to  put  the  records  into  a  condi- 
tion to  use  conveniently. 

The  work  of  indexing  the  records,  under  chap.  39,  Resolves 
of  1878,  has  been  carried  so  far  as  the  copying  of  all  the 
names  printed  in  the  two  volumes  of  records  of  the  volunteers 
of  this  State,  amounting  to  about  140,000  names,  with  the 
age  of  the  man,  and  the  company  and  the  regiment  in  which 
he  served. 

They  have  not  yet  been  compared,  as  there  were  no  clerks 
that  could  be  spared  from  the  regular  work  of  the  office  for 
this  purpose.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  copying  of  the 
muster-out  rolls,  the  services  of  the  copyists  can  be  made 
available  in  this  direction  at  the  same  time  that  the  compari- 
son of  the  rolls  they  have  copied  is  made. 

Continued  progress  has  been  made  in  the  records  of  the 
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officers,  sailors,  and  marines,  authorized  by  chap.  15,  Resolves 
of  1875,  and  they  arc  now  completed  to  the  letter  S. 

Progress  has  also  been  made  under  chap.  8  of  the  Resolves 
of  1880,  relating  to  the  preparation  of  a  list  of  all  persons 
who  served  in  any  capacity  in  the  United  States  Navy,  in 
the  late  war,  who  had  their  residence  in  Massachusetts  at 
the  time  of  their  service. 

Much  work  has  yet  to  be  done  to  put  the  records  on  file 
in  this  department,  into  shape  convenient  for  reference  and 
preservation. 

Claims. 

During  the  year  ending  Dec.  1,  1881,  191  claims  were  re- 
corded in  this  office,  and  transmitted  to  the  proper  depart- 
ments for  adjudication.  These  claims  are  classified,  and  their 
condition  shown,  in  the  following  table  :  —

The  dela}r  in  the  action  upon  claims  before  the  Pension 
Office,  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  caused  by  the  pressure  of 
accumulated  business,  still  continues',  but  in  a  lesser  degree, 
the  time  which  has  elapsed  since  the  close  of  the  war  neces- 
sitating much  evidence  and  correspondence,  in  many  of  the 
claims,  before  their  validity  can  be  determined. 

The  whole  number  of  claims  filed  through  this  agency, 
since  its  establishment  under  the  sanction  of  State  authority, 
is  11,204  ;  of  these,  8,744  have  received  favorable  and  1,710 
unfavorable  action.  Of  the  rejected  claims,  —  including  the 
present  year,  — 129  have  been  re-opened  and  prosecuted  to 
successful  issue  ;  leaving  the  actual  number  of  rejections 
1,581,  upon  all  classes  of  claims. 
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The  amount  collected  on  claims  from  Dec.  1,  1880,  to 
Dec.  1,  1881,  amounts  to  §202,158.77,  divided  as  follows  : 
amount  collected  on  settlements,  8188,264.82  ;  the  computed 
value  of  artificial  limbs  and  mechanical  appliances,  applied 
for  under  Act  of  June  17,  1870,  is  8925  ;  the  vouchers  pre- 
pared for  payment  of  quarterly  dues  on  pensions  represent  an 
aggregate  of  812,968.95.  Adding  the  amount  collected  to 
Dec.  1,  1880,  as  shown  by  the  last  report  to  be  1,398,040.92, 
and  the  total  amount  collected  to  date  is  $1,600,199.69. 

The  number  of  claims  allowed  during  the  year  is  256  ; 
rejected,  41 ;  previously  rejected  claims  re-opened  and  allowed 
during  the  year,  11. 

The  number  of  letters  written  during  the  year,  "of  which 
retained  copies  were  taken,  is  1,560;  conveying  information 
to  the  War  Department,  10. 

No  estimate  is  made  of  the  large  correspondence  with  this 
office  by  the  commissioners  of  pensions,  such  letters  being 
returned  with  the  evidence  called  for,  to  obviate  the  neces- 
sity for  letters  of  transmittal  ;  which  evidence,  being  suffi- 
cient reply,  results  in  a  saving  of  time  in  the  clerical  work. 

The  apparent  number  of  claims  remaining  unsettled  on  the 
books  of  the  office  is  869.

Camp-Ground. 

Some  necessary  grading  has  been  done,  under  the  appro- 
priation for  that  purpose. 

A  topographical  plan  of  the  camp-ground  has  been  made, 
from  surveys  made  during  the  summer,  and  stone  monuments 
set  to  mark  the  bounds  of  the  land  owned  by  the  Common- 
wealth. 

A  new  guard-house  has  been  built,  the  old  one  moved  and 
arranged  for  a  cook-house  for  brigade  headquarters,  and  the

old  cook-house  utilized  for  storage  purposes.  These  are  im- 
provements that  have  long  been  needed,  and  they  add  greatly 
to  the  convenience  of  the  several  departments  to  which  they 
relate. 

The  wells  at  the  camp-ground  have  been  a  source  of  com- 
plaint for  a  number  of  years  by  the  medical  officers  of  the 
two  brigades  ;  but  as  those  conversant  with  the  subject  state 
that  these  wells  are  concreted  below  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
in  the  manner  recommended  by  some  of  the  officers,  it  would 
seem  that  they  are  now  sufficiently  protected  from  contami- 
nation by  what  surface-water  can  percolate  through  the  soil 
during  the  short  term  of  the  encampments  ;  and,  as  the}*  are 
pumped  out  several  times  during  the  week  before  the  encamp- 
ments are  held,  contamination  from  the  previous  year  can 
harclty  be  said  to  be  noticed. 

The  attempt  to  improve  the  sod  on  the  field  has  been  par- 
tially successful ;  but  the  presence  of  grubs  has  destroyed  it 
in  many  places,  by  cutting  the  roots  of  the  grass.  The 
annual  use  of  the  field  prevents  a  thorough  seeding  down  of 
it,  and  only  such  benefit  as  can  be  derived  from  top-dressing 
the  soil  is  possible.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  grass 
are  annually  devoted  to  this  purpose. 

While  there  is  an  ample  supply  of  water  convenient  to  the 
buildings,  I  think  there  should  be  some  power  at  hand  to 
enable  the  force  at  the  arsenal  to  attack  a  fire  in  its  first 
stages,  and  to  supplement  the  protection  afforded  by  the 
chemical  extinguishers  already  provided. 

No  repairs  have  been  needed  on  the  Cambridge  arsenal, 
which  is  still  used  for  storage  purposes.  The  amount  re- 
ceived for  rents  and  storage  is  $138.67,  and  there  is  about 
$3*23.25  due  for  property  still  in  store. 

In  conclusion,  I  respectfully  invite  attention  to  the  reports 
of  the  Surgeon  General  and  the  Judge  Advocate  General ;

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REPORTS  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  INSPECTORS  GENERAL. 


PlTTSFIELD,  Oct.  20,  1881. 

To  Major  Gen.  A.  Hun  Berry,  Adjutant  General. 

Sir,  —  In  obedience  to  Special  Orders  No.  104  from  your  office, 
I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  my  inspection  of 
the  First  and  Second  Brigades  while  in  their  camps  at  Framing- 
ham  ;  the  second  from  the  6th  to  the  11th,  and  the  First  from  the 
20th  till  the  26th,  of  September.  1  have  the  honor  to  forward 
also  herewith  the  reports  of  Major  W.  H.  Lethbridge,  A.I.G.  of 
the  First  Brigade,  and  of  Major  H.  B.  Sargent,  Jan.,  A.I.G.  of 
the  Second. 

Assisted  by  Major  Sargent  and  Capt.  Abbott  Lawrence  of  Gen. 
Sutton's  staff,  a  minute  inspection  was  made  at  the  times  and 
under  the  circumstances  detailed  in  Major  Sargent's  report;  to 
which  I  wish  to  call  3*our  especial  attention,  not  alone  for  its  merit 
as  a  report,  but  since  it  gives,  in  my  judgment,  a  fair  account  of 
the  condition  and  efficienc}'  of  the  various  commands  as  we  found 
them.  The  inspections  in  the  First  Brigade  were  made  by  Major 
Lethbridge,  assisted  hy  Capts.  Townsend  and  Burnham  of  Gen. 
Moore's  staff.  From  the  table  presented  in  detail  a  correct  im- 
pression can  be  gained  of  the  actual  condition  and  excellence  of  the 
respective  organizations  as  compared  with  last  year.  In  this  bri- 
gade I  made  only  a  general  inspection,  leaving  the  details  wholly  to 
the  inspectors,  as  I  was  not  familiar  with  the  system  of  marking 
in  vogue.  The  inspections  were  thorough  without  being  intention- 
ally rigorous,  myself  or  assistant  having  examined  every  arm  and 
equipment,  all  the  quarters,  and  a  majority  of  the  books  and 
papers,  of  the  different  commands  ;  and  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me 
to  bear  willing  testimony  to  the  almost  uniformly  good  condition 
in  the  various  regiments  and  battalions. 

The  manner  in  which  the  compan}'  books  and  official  records 
at  regimental  and  brigade  headquarters  are  kept  cannot  be  im- 
proved. In  the  case  of  arms,  there  were  individual  instances  that 
were  not  in  good  order,  and  some  companies  better  than  others ; 
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but,  save  in  a  single  instance  and  a  broken  bayonet,  the  arms  and 
equipments  were  in  a  good  and  serviceable  condition.  The  same  is 
true  of  the  uniforms  and  all  the  material  furnished  03*  the  State.  The 
friction  primers  issued  to  the  batteries  of  the  Second  Brigade  were 
worthless,  and  parts  of  the  harness  latety  received  from  the  Ord- 
nance Department,  U.S.A.,  were  so  rotten  that  they  could  easily  be 
torn  apart  by  the  hand.  I  recommend  that  these  harnesses  be  over- 
hauled and  thoroughly  repaired  before  the  spring  drills.  My  espe- 
cial attention  was  called  to  the  condition  of  Company  E  of  the 
Fifth  Regiment.  I  found  it  in  command  of  the  First  Lieutenant, 
and  in  its  general  appearance  showing  more  or  less  neglect ;  still 
1  do  not  feel  like  emphasizing  its  deficiences,  and  believe  that  an 
appeal  to  the  pride  of  the  men  in  their  regiment  will  meet  with  a 
heart}'  response  in  a  much  better  condition  at  the  next  inspection. 

In  the  matter  of  the  arrangements  of  equipments  and  furniture 
in  the  tents,  we  found  great  diversity.  In  some  cases  the  bed- 
sacks  were  stowed  in  a  separate  tent,  some  had  the  guns  in  racks, 
and  some  in  stacks.  The  Regulations  prescribe  that  the  bed- 
sacks  be  stowed  during  the  day  in  a  separate  tent ;  but  it  does  not 
seem  necessaiy  or  agreeable  to  one's  sense  of  comfort  or  self- 
respect.  Surely  no  officers  would  be  willing  to  see  their  bedding 
piled  in  promiscuously  in  a  tent,  since  there  would  be  great  likeli- 
hood of  having  to  use  another's  bed-clothing;  and  I  do  not  think 
any  thing  should  be  required  of  the  men  which  the  officers  them- 
selves would  be  unwilling  to  do.  The  present  method  of  dispos- 
ing of  the  bedding  cannot  encourage  the  virtues  of  cleanliness 
and  self-respect. 

There  should  be  some  uniformity  in  the  gun-racks,  and  I  would 
recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  a  board  of  officers,  to 
adopt  a  suitable  gun-rack  to  be  furnished  by  the  State.  The  sim- 
plest, cheapest,  and  I  believe  the  best,  was  that  in  use  in  the  com- 
pan}*  lately  commanded  by  Major  Merriam  of  the  Second  Regiment. 
I  would  respectfull}T  recommend  also,  that  the  State  furnish  the 
tent  floors  :  there  can  be  no  good  reason  wh}T  the  men  should  sup- 
ply themselves  with  a  floor  any  more  than  with  a  tent.  Every 
thing  the  State  can  do  to  make  camp  pleasant  and  healthy  is  paid 
back  in  a  better  and  more  cheerful  attention  to  duty.  If  the  regu- 
lation (Par.  728)  prescribing  that  the  tent  walls  shall  be  brailed 
up  in  clear  weather  were  more  generally  observed,  it  would  add 
very  much  to  the  appearance  of  the  camp,  and  to  its  healthfulness. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  camps,  and  the  manner  in 
which  every  precaution  was  taken  for  the  health  of  the  troops  by 
the  soldierly  chief  of  the  Medical  Department,  prove  this  year  as 
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heretofore  that  this  department  of  the  Massachusetts  Militia  ma}1" 
well  be  regarded  as  the  standard  for  the  measurement  of  excel- 
lence of  all  the  others.  I  would  also  call  attention  to  the  zeal  and 
efficienc}'  of  the  Signal  Corps  ;  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  its  great 
usefulness,  and  it  should  be  encouraged  in  every  way.  The  police 
was  very  good  in  both  camps,  and  the  Provost  Marshal's  duties 
were  excellently  performed.  Guard  duty  was  better  this  year  than 
last;  but  it  can  be  better  still,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the 
system  in  vogue  in  the  Second  Corps  of  Cadets  be  adopted  by  the 
rest  of  the  Militia.  There  the  commanding  officer,  Lieut.  Col. 
Dalton,  gives  personal  instructions  to  his  men  in  the  armory,  posts 
them,  visits  them  with  patrol  and  grand  rounds,  and  teaches  them 
all  the  various  challenges  of  a  sentinel  on  post :  hence  the  guard 
duty  of  his  camp  is  performed  in  a  way  that  is  a  pleasure  for  a 
soldier  to  witness.  The  ceremom-  of  guard  mounting,  which  is 
somewhat  intricate  and  always  performed  under  the  eyes  of  criti- 
cism, ought  to  receive  more  attention,  since  all  mistakes  are  very 
noticeable,  and  the  entire  command  is  often  judged  by  the  manner 
in  which  this  one  ceremony  is  executed.  There  was  a  marked 
improvement  in  battalion  drills  over  those  at  the  spring  muster. 
The  guides  were  unusually  alert,  and  the  field  officers  posted  them 
properly  and  promptly  in  almost  every  instance.  The  soldierh' 
bearing  of  the  troops,  their  fine  appearance  while  drilling  and  on 
review,  and  general  military  bearing  throughout  the  encampments, 
must  have  been  gratifying  to  their  commanding  officers,  as  it  was  a 
source  of  pride  and  pleasure  to  eveiy  one  connected  with  the 
Militia. 

The  following  table  shows  the  per  cent  of  enlisted  men  of  each 
command  absent  on  the  third  daj'  from  encampment  for  the  last

1  Excused  for  Yorktown  Celebration. 
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There  can  be  but  one  conclusion  from  a  consideration  of  the 
above,  and  that  is  that  absenteeism  is  the  greatest  evil  now  in  the 
Militia,  and  one  that  the  authorities  must  take  hold  of  and  deal 
with  as  its  importance  demands. 

In  conclusion  it  is  my  judgment  that  the  present  system  by 
which  the  important  clut}7  of  inspection  is  made  is  not  the  best 
possible.  At  present,  inspectors  are"  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
and  retire  when  he  goes  out  of  office.  They  may  therefore  serve 
one,  two,  or  perhaps  three  years  ;  and  in  either  case,  no  matter 
what  may  have  been  their  experience  or  education,  they  have  only 
learned  how  to  perform  their  duties  when  they  are  discharged. 
Under  this  system  there  must  be  either  inefficiency  or  unwise 
experimenting  with  new  methods.  It  takes  time  and  experience 
to  learn  the  temper  of  the  Militia,  where  to  apply  pressure,  and 
when  to  ease  up,  all  of  which  cannot  be  attained  by  the  present 
method.  Beside,  the  present  crude  manner  of  making  inspections 
is  likely  to  soon  bring  this  most  important  of  all  staff  duties  into 
disrepute  with  both  officers  and  men,  and  what  should  be  a  benefit 
prove  -the  reverse.  I  am  convinced  that  the  present  transitoiy 
connection  of  the  inspectors  on  the  Governor's  staff  with  the 
Militia  is  more  likely,  through  trying  to  put  in  practrce  ill-advised 
theories,  to  do  evil  than  to  do  good.  It  would  be  better,  in  my 
judgment,  to  have  an  Inspector  General's  Department,  where  the 
officers  in  it  should  have  a  tenure  of  office  on  the  same  footing  as 
the  Adjutant  General's  Department.  It  would  soon  develop  an 
esprit  du  corps,  and  ought  to  find  itself  in  heart}-  accord  with  all 
the  best  interests  of  the  Militia. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  a  regret,  which  I  am  sure  is 
felt  by  all  who  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Col.  Frank,  that  the 
change  in  his  station  to  the  Pacific  Coast  makes  it  almost  impossi- 
ble for  us  to  expect  him  to  be  with  us  at  the  next  encampment. 
Personall}-  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  him  for 
many  suggestions  and  wise  counsel  on  matters  pertaining  to 
inspection  of  the  Militia.  I  wish  also  to  tender  1113-  thanks  for 
many  courtesies  to  Gens.  Sutton  and  Moore,  and  through  them  to 
the  gentlemen  of  their  respective  staffs.

Sir,  —  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  and  of 
Special  Orders  from  headquarters,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  report  as  the  result  of  my  inspection  of  the  commands 
composing  the  Second  Brigade,  M.V.M.,  during  their  recent  tour 
of  duty  in  camp  at  Framingham  from  Sept.  6  to  Sept.  10  inclu- 
sive :  — 

The  weather  during  the  week  was  generally  pleasant :  but  some 
of  the  days  and  nights  were  extremely  hot  and  oppressive  ;  the 
thermometer  at  noon  on  Wednesday,  Sept.  7,  standing  as  high  as 
102°  Fah.  in  the  shade.  On  several  occasions  a  due  regard  for  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  men  necessitated  their  being  excused 
from  certain  drills  and  tours  of  duty  which  otherwise  would  have 
been  performed. 

On  the  forenoon  of  Thursday  pra}*ers  were  offered  on  the  field 
for  the  President's  health,  and  in  these  religious  observances  the 
brigade  took  part.  On  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  the  same 
day  the  camp  was  honored  by  a  visit  from  Gen.  William  T.  Sher- 
man, whose  presence  did  not  fail  to  excite  much  pleasure  and 
interest.  The  troops  were  reviewed  by  him,  and  again  on  Friday 
b}r  His  Excellenc}'  Gov.  Long. 

The  work  done  during  the  tour  of  duty,  though  somewhat  in- 
terrupted, was  generally  well  done,  and  the  steady  improvement 
manifested  throughout  the  week  showed  that  the  encampment  was 
of  benefit  to  the  brigade.  Brevet  Lieut.  Col.  Royal  T.  Frank, 
First  Artillery,  U.S.A.,  detailed  by  Major  Gen.  Hancock  to  visit 
and  inspect  the  camp,  was  a  welcome  guest.  The  visit  of  this 
courteous  officer  and  gentleman  was  a  pleasure  and  benefit  to  all. 
It  is  sincerel}*  hoped  that  at  the  next  encampment  the  brigade 
may  have  the  advantage  to  be  derived  from  his  presence  and 
watchful  observation. 

The  camp  was  laid  out  much  as  in  former  years ;  the  absence  of 
one  of  the  commands,  however,  admitted  of  there  being  larger 
intervals  between  organizations,  and  wider  streets.  This  insured  a 
good  ventilation  of  quarters.  The  Ninth  Regiment  was  authorized 
to  perform  its  annual  tour  of  camp  dut}'  at  Yorktown,  Va.,  and 
therefore  was  not  with  the  brigade  this  3*ear.  This  and  other 
causes  made  the  numbers  present  in  camp  unusuall}'  small. 

The  discipline  of  the  various  commands  was  g;ood  ;  militaiy 
courtes}*  and  etiquette  excellent.  The  camp  was  remarkably  quiet 
at  night,  and  after  taps  not  a  sound  was  heard   down   the  line. 
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Guard  duty,  and  the  knowledge  of  duties  of  sentinels,  were  hotter 
understood  and  performed  than  for  years  past.  Anns  and  equip- 
ments were  observed  to  be  in   better  condition  than  at  former  in- 

spections.  The  new  knapsacks  looked  well,  litted  better  than  the 
old,  and  are  a  manifest  improvement.  There  is  still  a  tendency  to 
sag  down  on  to  the  eartridge-box,  and  eompress  the  sides  of  the 
inside  tin  box  together,  besides  making  it  difficult  to  get  at  and 
open  the  box.  The  true  remedy  for  this  defect  seems  to  be  not  to 
change  the  knapsack  or  its  method  of  adjustment,  but  to  dispense 
with  the  present  nearly  obsolete  cartridge-box  altogether,  and 
adopt  the  service  cartridge-belt  now  in  use  in  the  United  States 
Arm}',  and  which  can  be  worn  around  the  waist  or  over  the  shoul- 
der. This  belt  holds  moreover  sixty  rounds  or  more  of  cartridges, 
instead  of  twenty  rounds,  the  capacity  of  the  box  now  in  use.  I 
deem  this  matter  one  of  considerable  importance,  and  therefore 
respectfully  and  earnestly  recommend  that  when  the  cartridge- 
boxes  now  in  use  be  worn  out,  and  as  soon  as  practicable,  service 
cartridge-belts  of  an  improved  and  tried  model  be  issued  to  the 
troops. 

The  uniforms  and  leggings  have  now  seen  the  second  year  of 
service,  and  appeared  to  be  in  good  condition.  A  considerable 
number  of  the  tents  in  use  were  observed  to  be  badl}-  worn,  and 
some  of  them  in  quite  a  dirty  and  shabby  condition.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  these  be  replaced  by  new  ones  as  soon  as  practicable. 
The  police  of  the  camp  and  of  quarters  was  excellent,  and  the  dif- 
ferent organizations  are  entitled  to  great  credit  in  this  respect. 
Never  in  rny  experience  have  I  seen  a  camp  kept  so  clean,  and 
sanitary  arrangements  so  carefully  attended  to.  The  various  roll- 
calls  were  generally  well  observed,  and  carried  out  with  regularit}'. 
The  books  and  records  inspected  were  properly  and  neatly  kept, 
and  in  good  order.  The  condition  of  the  hospitals  was  good,  and 
a  praiseworthy  care  and  attention  bestowed  upon  patients.  The 
sinks  were  well  cared  for,  and  kept  in  good  condition. 

During  the  encampment  there  were  but  few  cases  of  sickness  of 
an  aggravated  nature,  the  chief  cause  of  sickness  arising  from  the 
intense  heat  which  at  times  prevailed.  In  the  various  movements 
and  evolutions  performed  upon  the  field,  a  good  knowledge  of  their 
duties  was  generally  shown  by  both  officers  and  men.  Attention 
is  again  called  to  the  need  of  more  study  and  instruction  in  the 
"School  of  the  Guides."  The  great  importance  of  their  thor- 
oughly understanding  and  promptly  executing  the  different  move- 
ments is  too  obvious  to  be  enlarged  upon  at  the  present  time. 
During   the    encampment   the    provost  duty   was   admirably   per- 
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formed,  and  the  provost  guard  is  entitled  to  much  credit  for  its 
promptness  and  general  efficiency. 

All  the  organizations  in  camp  were  inspected  in  detail  at  the 
times  previously  designated.  These  inspections  I  had  the  honor 
to  make  with  yourself,  accompanied  by  Col.  Frank.  The  detailed 
inspections  of  the  various  commands  took  place  as  follows  :  — 

The  Eighth  Regiment  of  Infantry  was  inspected  on  Wednesday, 
Sept.  7,  at  9.30  o'clock  a.m.  ;  Lieut.  Col.  Ayers,  during  the  tem- 
poral'}* absence  of  Col.  Peach,  being  in  command.  The  weather 
was  extremely  hot,  and  the  different  companies  as  soon  as  in- 
spected were  dismissed  to  their  quarters.  The  regiment  was 
promptly  formed  for  inspection,  and  turned  out  with  thirty-four 
officers  and  three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  men.  The  steadiness 
in  the  ranks  was  good,  the  regiment  in  this  respect  manifesting 
considerable  improvement  since  its  drill  at  Newburyport  last  June. 
The  personal  appearance  of  the  men,  and  the  care  and  attention 
bestowed  on  uniforms,  arms,  and  equipments,  were  generally  good. 
The  rifles  were  in  serviceable  condition,  and  better  cared  for  than 
in  the  past,  though  tliere  were  still  found  some  rust}-  pieces,  and 
instances  occurred  of  bayonets  being  unfixed  with  difficult}'. 

Though  the  new  uniforms  are  better  fitted  to  the  men  than  they 
were  last  year,  yet  quite  a  number  of  them  were  observed  to  bag 
about  the  bod}*,  and  need  to  be  fitted  to  the  wearers.  The  various 
orders  for  inspection  were  intelligently  given  and  promptly  obeyed. 
The  police  and  care  of  quarters  were  good.  Roll-calls  were  well  ob- 
served throughout  the  regiment.  Guard  duty  was  well  performed, 
and  the  guard  did  not  fail  to  turn  out  on  all  proper  occasions 
promptly,  and  in  good  shape.  The  knowledge  of  duties  on  the 
part  of  sentinels  was  generally  better  than  in  previous  years, 
though  several  instances  were  noted  where  in  saluting  they  neg- 
lected to  face  outwards.  The  regiment  manifested  a  steady  im- 
provement throughout  its  tour  of  duty,  and  every  drill  seemed 
better  than  the  preceding  one.  On  several  occasions  the  advance 
in  line  of  battle  was  executed  in  a  manner  worthy  of  all  praise. 
The  Colonel  appeared  to  have  the  earnest  and  zealous  support  of 
his  officers  and  men,  and  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  able  and 
intelligent  co-operation  of  his  field  and  staff  officers. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  of  Infantry  was  inspected  on  Friday,  Sept. 
9,  at  9.30  o'clock  a.m.  The  weather  was  clear  and  pleasant. 
The  regiment  was  promptly  on  time,  and  turned  out  with  twenty- 
six  officers  and  one  hundred  and  eighty  men.  The  appearance 
of  the  command,  and  the  steadiness  in  the  ranks,  were  good  ;  uni- 
forms and  equipments  were  in  good  order  and  well  cared  for.     It 
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was  noticed  that  some  of  the  men  did  not  throw  up  their  pieces 
properly  on  the  approach  of  the  inspecting  officer.  The  orders 
were  properly  given,  and,  as  a  rule,  promptly  and  intelligently 
obeyed.  The  rifles  were  in  serviceable  condition,  and  the  riding 
in  nearly  all  cases  clean  and  bright.  In  one  rifle  the  liring  pin 
was  so  firmly  rusted  that  it  could  not  be  moved,  and  with  a  car- 
tridge in  the  piece  an  attempt  to  close  the  latch  must  almost 
inevitably  have  caused  an  explosion.  This  matter  of  keeping  the 
firing  pins  in  good  order  is  deserving  of  careful  attention,  as  a 
serious  accident  might  result  from  its  neglect.  At  the  inspection 
of  quarters  the  men  were  properly  drawn  up  in  front  of  their  tents  ; 
but  on  the  approach  of  the  inspector  salutes  were  not  always 
given  as  prescribed  in  Par.  1588  of  the  Regulations.  The  inside 
of  the  tents  were  in  an  orderty  condition,  and  the  bedding  prop- 
erly stored  away.  The  books  and  records  inspected  were  remark- 
able for  their  correct  and  neat  appearance.  The  police,  and 
condition  of  kitchen,  sinks,  and  stables,  were  all  excellent.  Mili- 
tary courtesy  and  etiquette  much  better  than  last  year.  The 
observance  of  roll-calls  was  also  better  than  last  }-ear:  one  com- 
pany, however,  appeared  to  be  very  deficient  in  this  respect.  The 
regiment  appeared  in  camp  with  thin  ranks,  and  it  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  so  many  men  were  absent.  Good  work  was,  how- 
ever, done  at  the  different  drills,  and  many  battalion  movements 
well  executed.  On  the  morning  of  Saturday  there  was  an  excel- 
lent skirmish  drill  with  blank  cartridges,  —  the  entire  regiment 
being  deployed  as  skirmishers.  Col.  Trull  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  generally  improved'  condition  and  discipline  of  his  com- 
mand, taken  as  a  whole  over  last  year. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Light  Artillery  was  inspected  on  Thurs- 
da}*,  Sept.  8,  at  9.30  o'clock  a.m.  The  battalion  was  promptl}' 
on  hand,  and  there  was  no  dela}'  in  forming  for  inspection.  The 
general  result  of  the  inspection  was  satisfactor}-.  Guns,  carriages, 
harnesses,  equipments,  and  sabres  were  found  in  serviceable  con- 
dition. The  men  as  a  rule  were  quite  steady,  and  showed  a 
considerable  degree  of  familiarit}*  with  their  duties.  The  new 
harnesses  appeared  throughout  the  battalion  to  be  by  no  means 
uniforml}'  good,  some  of  them  presenting  a  worn  and  poor  appear- 
ance. The  police  of  quarters  was  good,  and  the  horses  and  stables 
well  kept  and  cared  lor.  In  the  different  evolutions  in  the  field, 
the  cannoneers  and  drivers  displayed  a  good  deal  of  promptness 
and  skill.  The  alignment  of  pieces  was  almost  uniformly  good. 
Particularly  noticeable  was  the  generally  improved  condition  of 
Battery  A  since  its  parade  for  drill  in  May  last.     The  brass  guns

were  spotlessly  bright,  and  the  command  showed  in  many  respects 
the  good  results  of  earnest  and  zealous  work  on  the  part  of  both 
officers  and  men.  In  both  batteries  there  is  something  still  want- 
ing on  the  score  of  military  courtesy  and  attention  to  salute.  The 
roll-calls  were  better  observed  than  last  year,  but  there  is  still 
room'  for  improvement  in  this  respect.  During  both  passnges  in 
review  a  certain  listlessness  was  observed  on  the  part  of  some  of 
the  officers  in  saluting  the  reviewing  officer,  detracting  somewhat 
from  an  otherwise  tine  passage. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Cavalry  was  inspected  on  Thursday, 
Sept.  8,  at  two  o'clock  p.m.  The  command  turned  out  with  small 
numbers.  The  appearance  and  steadiness  of  the  battalion  dur- 
ing inspection  were  good.  Uniforms,  sabres,  and  equipments 
were  in  good  condition.  It  was  noticed  that  on  the  approach  of 
the  inspecting  officer  many  of  the  men  did  not  execute  the  motion 
of  "  inspection  sabre"  in  accordance  with  Par.  1659  of  the  Regu- 
lations. Police  of  quarters,  and  the  condition  of  sinks,  kitchens, 
and  stables,  were  all  good.  The  books  and  records  inspected 
were  in  a  neat  and  orderly  condition,  and  well  kept.  In  the  mat- 
ter of  military  courtesy  and  of  roll-calls,  there  was  an  improvement 
over  last  3'ear :  it  was  noticed,  however,  that  one  of  the  buglers 
at  morning  roll-call  sounded  the  call  from  within  his  closed  tent. 
The  command  performed  escort  duty  on  two  occasions,  and  did  a 
good  amount  of  work  at  its  various  drills.  The  officers  and  men 
detailed  for  the  provost  guard  reflect  credit  on  the  battalion  by 
the  prompt,  efficient,  and  soldierly  manner  in  which  they  per- 
formed all  work  assigned  them. 

Brigade  guard  duty  was  performed  on  each  day  b}T  a  detail  from 
either  the  Eighth  or  Fifth  Regiment,  and  the  guard  in  its  general 
appearance  and  better  knowledge  of  duties  manifested  consider- 
able improvement  over  former  3-ears. 

As  a  whole,  the  camp  was  a  successful  one  ;  and  the  brigade, 
though  small  in  numbers,  derived  benefit  and  instruction  from  its 
tour  of  duty.

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RIFLE  COMPETITION.

General,  —  In  compliance  of  Special  Orders  No.  122,  A.G-.O., 
dated  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  October,  1881,  I  proceeded  to  South 
Framingham,  and  took  command  of  the  field  where  the  State  Rifle 
Range  is  located,  and  superintended  the  State  Rifle  Competition 
held  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  October.  One  regiment,  the  First, 
was  represented  by  Compan}'  D. 

The  competition  was  made  up  of  officers'  match  and  soldiers' 
match.  For  record  of  scores,  reference  is  had  to  report  of  Capt. 
Charles  J.  Foye,  Company  H,  Eighth  Regiment  Infantry,  statisti- 
cal officer. 

The  weather  was  warm  and  rain}7,  but  favorable  for  shooting. 
The  wind  was  very  light,  from  the  north-east  to  south-east.  Wall 
tents  were  pitched  at  the  firing  points,  under  cover  of  which  com- 
petitors were  permitted  to  shoot  so  as  to  be  sheltered  from  the 
rain.     Dinner  was  served  b}r  a  caterer  on  the  field. 

Complaint  was  made  in  regard  to  the  ammunition,  it  being 
stated  that  bullets  with  proper  elevation  of  the  piece  struck  on 
the  bottom  of  the  target,  the  shots  being  fired  by  well-known 
marksmen. 

Inasmuch  as  the  present  system  of  rifle  competition  does  not 
meet  with  success,  I  would  suggest  that  there  be  a  change  in  the 
orders  and  regulations  with  regard  to  it,  so  that  the  first  allow- 
ance of  ammunition  shall  be  expended  in  individual  practice,  at 
one  and  two  hundred  yards'  distance,  under  the  direction  of  a 
commissioned  officer,  each  man's  highest  score  to  be  recorded  ;  the 
second  allowance  of  ammunition  to  be  expended  by  a  company 
team  to  be  selected  from  those  men  that  have  made  the  best  aver- 
age shooting  in  the  expenditures  of  the  first  allowance  ;  and  that 
every  com  pan  j-  be  permitted  to  enter  a  team  in  a  State  competi- 
tion, provided  they  give  notice  of  their  intention  to  enter  a  team 
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before  the  fifteenth  clay  of  October  in  each  year,  the  match  to  be 
shot  under  the  direction  of  the  Adjutant  General. 

No  allowance  of  ammunition  to  companies  that  do  not  comply 
with  regulations  in  regard  to  the  sighting  and  position  drill.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON  GENERAL. 


Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Office  of  Sukgeon  General,  Boston,  Dec.  31,  1881 

To  His  Excellency  John  D.  Long, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief. 

Governor,  —  I  have  the  honor,  in  obedience  to  the  require- 
ments of  law,  to  present  to  Your  Excellency  the  annual  report  of 
this  office  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1881. 

A  monthly  abstract  of  such  duties  as  have  been  performed  b}r 
me  under  the  civil  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  has  been  duly  for^ 
warded  direct  to  Your  Excellency. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chap.  197,  laws  of  1866,  four  hundred 
and  twenty-two  (422)  soldiers  have  presented  themselves  for  sur- 
geon's certificates  for  disabilities  incurred  in  line  of  duty. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of 
State  aid  to  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors  and  their  families 
(chap.  252,  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1879),  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  (333)  soldiers  have  been  given  medical  opinions  for  presen- 
tation to  the  Commissioners  on  State  Aid  or  to  the  municipal 
authorities. 

The  whole  number  of  soldiers  examined  and  furnished  with 
medical  certificates  for  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  National  Homes  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers  is  eight}T-two 
(82). 

I  am  indebted  to  Gen.  William  S.  Tilton,  commanding  the  Na- 
tional Home  at  Togus,  Me.,  for  copies  of  general  and  special  orders 
issued  by  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  several  na- 
tional asj'lums  under  their  control. 

These  orders  are  of  great  value  to  the  State  authorities,  enabling 
them  to  understand  fully  the  history  of  such  soldiers  as  are  dis- 
charged able  to  support  themselves,  or  those  who,  forfeiting  their 
rights  to  further  care  and  support  by  other  circumstances,  seek 
assistance  from  the  Commonwealth. 

As  a  general  rule,  soldiers  granted  a  remission  of  license  fee  for 
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disabilities  incurred  in  line  of  dut}*  are  enabled,  if  of  good  habits, 
to  maintain  themselves  and  their  families  in  comparative  comfort. 

Some  are  not  so  fortunate,  by  reason  of  improvidence ;  whilst  a 
few,  in  m}'  judgment,  from  circumstances  I  need  not  refer  to,  seem 
to  have  but  slight  appreciation  of  the  consideration  rendered  them 
by  the  Commonwealth  or  from  help  outside  of  the  several  laws 
made  for  their  relief. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chap.  252,  Resolves  of  1879,  granting 
military  aid  to  soldiers  honorably  discharged,  the  duties  of  a  medi- 
cal officer  are  more  responsible  and  difficult,  as  it  is  often  hard  to 
define  the  limit,  so  far  as  the  disabilfty  is  concerned,  which  grants 
or  cuts  off  aid  to  the  applicant,  so  far  as  a  medical  opinion  is 
involved  in  the  many  cases  presenting  themselves. 

Many  disabilities  a  surgeon  of  ordinary  observation  and  expe- 
rience detects  at  a  glance,  enabling  him  to  certif}'  that  in  his  opin- 
ion the  applicant  is  no  longer  able  to  gain  his  livelihood  by  his 
occupation,  but  must  turn  to  such  pursuits  as  make  but  little  call 
upon  what  strength  is  left  to  him.  Of  these  are  the  man}-  cases 
of  cardiac  and  pulmonary  disease,  chronic  and  painful  diseases  of 
the  alimentaiy  canal,  epilepsy  resulting  from  sunstroke  or  from 
injuries  to  the  head,  abnormal  conditions  of  the  various  organs  of 
the  body  from  continuous  and  severe  forms  of  malarial  disease, 
and  injuries  to  the  body  from  gunshot  wounds  or  accidents. 

These  and  other  cases  of  a  similar  character,  where  the  physi- 
ognom}'  of  suffering  is  as  apparent  to  those  charged  with  the 
disbursement  of  relief  as  to  the  surgeon  pronouncing  on  the  disa- 
bilities, are  readily  disposed  of,  whilst  other  cases  call  for  more 
careful  deliberation. 

In  my  long  experience  in  these  matters  I  have  often  noticed 
how  the  courage  of  determined  men,  resolved  to  make  the  most  of 
what  is  left  to  them,  averse  to  public  or  private  charity,  is  indica- 
tive of  the  spirit  of  endurance  within. 

The  opposite  of  this  heroic  virtue  is  equall}-  apparent  in  those 
weaker  natures,  prone  to  lean  on  others,  avoiding  selfishly  the 
burdens  which  are  laid  on  all  alike. 

The  whole  number  of  soldiers  examined  during  the  year  1881, 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven  (837). 

Medical  Department. 

In  accordance  with  Par.  1781,  Regulations  Massachusetts  Vol- 
unteer Militia,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  several  encampments  of  the  Militia 
was  inspected  as  follows  :  — 
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Aug.  5,  1881.  —  Second  Corps  of  Cadets.  Magnolia.  Major 
David  Coggin,  Surgeon. 

Sept,  8,  1881.  — Second  Brigade.  Lieut.  Col.  C.  H.  Williams, 
Medical  Director. 

Sept.  22,  1881.  — First  Brigade.  Lieut.  Col.  H.  E.  Marion, 
Medical  Director. 

Oct.  19,  1881.  —First  Corps  of  Cadets.  Major  W.  L.  Richard- 
son, Surgeon. 

The  reports  of  the  above  medical  officers,  by  direction  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  have  been  appended  to  this  ;  and  the  atten- 
tion of  Your  Excellency  is  respectfully  called  to  the  suggestions 
and  recommendations  therein  contained. 

Second  Corps  of  Cadets. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  above  command  was  excellent. 
The  grounds  of  the  camp,  quarters  of  officers  and  men,  were  found 
in  perfect  order  ;  but  a  collection  of  litter  in  the  rear  of  the  cater- 
er's quarters,  and  apparently  within  the  lines,  somewhat  marred 
the  otherwise  commendable  sanitary  condition  of  this  organization. 

The  suggestions  and  recommendations  of  Surgeon  Coggin  merit 
special  attention,  and  his  forethought  and  unremitting  care  for  the 
health  and  comfort  of  his  command,  commendation. 

First  and  Second  Brigades. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  both  of  the  above  commands  has  been 
fully  commented  upon  by  Brevet  Lieut.  Col.  Frank,  Major  First 
United  States  Artillery,  the  officer  detailed  b}r  the  War  Department 
to  visit  and  inspect  them. 

His  report  is  so  gratifying  and  complete,  that  I  refrain  from 
further  comment.  I  cannot  forbear  saying,  however,  that  the 
general  hospital  attached  to  the  headquarters  of  the  First  Brigade 
surpassed,  in  every  detail,  any  thing  I  have  ever  witnessed  in  my 
official  experience,  whether  at  military  posts  or  in  civil  hospitals. 

The  Medical  Director  of  the  Second  Brigade,  with  short  prepara- 
tion for  the  performance  of  his  important  duties,  full}'  sustained 
the  high  character  he  had  won  as  Assistant  Surgeon  in  that  admir- 
able organization,  his  old  command,  the  school  of  the  true  soldier, 

The  reports  in  Appendix,  of  the  above  medical  officers,  are 
especiall}'  commended  to  Your  Excellenc}''s  attention.  Allusion 
is  made  to  the  importance  of  keeping  the  sources  of  the  water- 
supply  to  the  troops  absolutely  free  from  contamination  ;  and  the 
importance  of  placing  concrete  around  the  wells  is,  as  usual,  urged. 

The  danger  both   to  man  and   beast  from   inequalities  of  the 
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encampment  grounds,  commented  upon  by  the  Medical  Director  of 
the  First  Brigade,  and  alluded  to  in  the  reports  of  the  several 
Surgeons  of  this  organization,  was  apparent  on  the  occasion  of  my 
official  inspection.  In  this  and  ever}'  other  matter  pertaining  to 
the  health  and  safety  of  the  troops  and  the  good  of  the  service, 
the  suggestions  and  recommendations  of  the  medical  officers  should 
be  met  with  not  only  attention  from  the  authorities,  but  with  such 
a  response  as  their  value  demands. 

Absent,  under  leave,  from  unavoidable  circumstances,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  visit  of  Your  Excellency  with  staff,  heads  of 
departments,  and  other  invited  guests,  to  the  centennial  ceremonies 
at  Yorktown,  Va.,  the  duties  of  Surgeon  General  were  assumed 
and  ably  filled  by  Major  William  L.  Richardson,  Surgeon  First 
Corps  of  Cadets,  under  Special  Orders  No.  118,  A.G.O. 

The  full  and  interesting  report  of  his  official  duties  as  Acting 
Surgeon  General  are  placed  in  Appendix. 

The  Surgeon  of  the  Ninth  Regiment  of  InfantiT,  Second  Brigade, 
whose  annual  tour  of  duty  under  the  law  was  performed  at  York- 
town,  received  full  instructions  to  report  himself  to  the  Acting 
Surgeon  General  for  such  assistance  as  exigencies  required  ;  and, 
in  event  of  casualties  en  route,  to  place  such  as  were  disabled  by 
accident  or  severe  illness  in  hospitals  of  the  several  cities  through 
which  his  command  was  moved.  Fortunatel}'  no  untoward  event 
occurred  of  a  serious  character,  either  by  accident  or  disease,  and 
no  casualties  have  thus  far  been  reported  to  this  office. 

After  due  consultation  with  the  medical  officers  by  direction  of 
the  Commander-in-Chief,  additional  issues  of  quinine  and  opiates 
were  issued  to  the  organizations  doing  duty  at  Yorktown  ;  and  I 
am  glad  to  add  that  this  additional  expense  was  fully  covered 
under  the  annual  appropriation  for  medical  supplies. 

The  remarks  of  Surgeon  Richardson  on  the  prophylactic  use  of 
quinine  are  interesting  and  instructive. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  Adjutant  General's  office.  I  had  the 
gratification  of  perusing  a  communication  addressed  to  Surgeou 
Fleming,  Ninth  Infantry,  by  the  Adjutant  General  of  New  Jersey 
on  the  order  of  the  Governor,  acknowledging  the  valuable  and 
timely  assistance  rendered  the  troops  of  the  above  State  by  the 
above  medical  officer. 

The  maximum  strength  of  the  volunteer  force  of  the  Common- 
wealth is  above  four  thousand  (4,400),  the  sanitar}'  care  and 
responsibility  of  which  by  law  is  intrusted  to  the  medical  depart- 
ment. 

The  economy  manifested  in  the  use  of  medicines,  the  scrupulous 
care  shown  in  the  preservation  of  surgical  and  hospital  supplies, 
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indicate  that  the  health  of  the  troops  is  in  the  hands  of  educated, 
able,  and  conscientious  medical  officers,  alive  alike  to  the  responsi- 
bilities of  an  honorable  profession  and  the  good  of  the  public 
service. 

In  my  official  visits  to  the  headquarters  of  the  commanding  gen- 
erals of  the  brigades,  I  have  ever  been  the  recipient  of  gratifying 
courtesies  and  valuable  facilities,  both  from  Gens.  Sutton  and 
Moore. 

From  1113'  professional  brethren  associated  with  me  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  medical  department  of  the  Militia,  I  have  received 
respect  with  a  kind  forbearance  which  time  will  never  efface  from 
m}T  recollection, 

With  renewed  expressions  of  obligations  to  Your  Excellency  for 
the  continuous  interest  shown  b}r  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  every 
detail  of  my  department,

To  His  Excellency  John  1).   Long, 

Governor  and  Command er-in- Chief. 

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following  report  of  the 
inspection  of  the  Ninth  Regiment,  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Mili- 
tia, in  camp  at  Yorktown,  Va.,  made  by  me  in  accordance  with 
Par.  II.  of  Special  Orders  No.  18  issued  from  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral's office  under  date  of  Oct.  10,  1881. 

The  inspection  was  made  during  the  morning  of  Oct.  19.  The 
opportunity  of  landing  from  the  steamer  "  Empire  State  "  presented 
itself  so  suddenly,  the  sea  being  in  such  a  condition  as  to  render 
it  impracticable  to  detain  alongside  for  any  length  of  time  the 
steam  tender  which  conveyed  me  ashore,  that  it  was  impossible  to 
change  my  uniform,  and  therefore  the  inspection  was  made  in 
undress,  and  not  in  full  uniform.  The  reason  for  this  seeming 
neglect  was  explained  to  Surgeon  Fleming  immediately  on  m}' 
arrival  in  camp,  and  later  to  Col.  Strachan.  the  commanding  offi- 
cer of  the  regiment,  as  soon  as  he  returned  to  his  headquarters 
from  the  regimental  drill  with  which  he  was  occupied  on  my 
arrival  at  the  camp-ground. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  camp  was  excellent.  The  poli- 
cing of  the  camp-ground,  the  condition  of  the  quarters  of  both 
officers  and  men,  and  the  surroundings  of  the  cook-house,  were 
most  commendable.  It  was  to  be  regretted  that  the  sinks  for  the 
men  were  placed  at  too  great  a  distance  from  the  camp.  The 
natural  result  of  the  sinks  being  situated  more  than  an  eighth  of 
a  mile  distant  was  that  the  field  in  the  immediate  rear  of  the  camp 
was  in  a  condition  far  from  satisfactoiy. 

The  books  and  papers  relating  to  the  medical  department 
were  in  complete  order,  and  the  medical  supplies  were  ample. 
The  absence  of  any  hospital  tent,  or  other  suitable  accommo- 
dation for  those  who  might  need  such  shelter,  was  noticeable. 
Surgeon  Fleming  had  on  hand  a  large  supply  of  quinine, 
which  he  was  daily  distributing  as  a  prophylactic  against  any 
possible  danger  from  malaria.  The  lack  of  surgical  instru- 
ments at  the  medical  headquarters  might  have  been  followed 
b}'  unfortunate  results,  had  an}'  serious  casualty  happened  dur- 
ing the  absence  of  the  regiment  from  the  State. 

The  health  of  the  command  up  to  the  time  of  the  inspection 
had  been  excellent,  and  Surgeon  Fleming  was  untiring  in  his 
efforts   to  have  the  duties  devolving  upon   his    department   per- 
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formed  in  a  manner  which  would  reflect  credit  upon  the  medical 
staff  of  our  State  Militia.

Sir,  —  I  hereby  respectfully  submit  ray  report  of  the  encamp- 
ment of  the  Second  Corps  of  Cadets,  M.V.M.,  at  Magnolia,  from 
the  2d  to  the  6th  of  August  inclusive. 

Proceeding  by  rail  to  Magnolia  station,  on  the  morning  of  the 
1st,  the  corps  was  transported  by  barges  to  the  village,  thus  avoid- 
ing a  hot  march  along  a  stifling  and  dusty  road ;  and  in  a  few 
hours  the  tents  were  up,  and  the  regular  routine  of  camp-life  was 
begun.  It  is  probable  that  no  site  for  an  encampment  in  the 
Commonwealth  possesses  a  greater  number  of  advantages  as 
regards  drainage,  exposure,  and  picturesque  effects,  than  that  at 
Magnolia. 

During  the  late  tour  of  duty,  the  weather  was  fair,  with  the 
exception  of  the  2d,  when,  after  a  close  and  sultry  morning,  there 
was  a  smart  shower,  with  wind,  at  three  p.m. 

During  the  week  the  wind  was  from  nearly  all  points,  but 
mainly  from  the  south-west.  Fogs  prevailed  the  first  three  morn- 
ings.    The  temperature  varied  from  70°  to  85°  Fah.  in  the  shade. 

It  reached  the  latter  figure  during  the  review  b}T  Gov.  Long  and 
staff  on  the  afternoon  of  the  5th,  and  in  spite  of  the  south-west 
breeze  the  heat  was  so  intense  on  the  parade-ground  that  I  advised 
Lieut.  Col.  Dalton  to  recall  the  battalion  from  drill  soon  after  the 
close  of  the  review.  As  it  was,  a  private  fell  insensible  on  reach- 
ing his  tent,  being  apparentl}'  overcome  by  the  heat ;  but  he  soon 
revived.  The  average  number  of  calls  made  at  the  Surgeon's  office 
was  eight  daily.  One  patient,  suffering  from  sciatica,  experienced 
more  relief  (so  he  affirmed)  by  the  subcutaneous  injection  of  water 
than  h\  two  previous  injections  of  a  solution  of  morphine  :  naturally 
he  was  not  aware  of  the  change  in  treatment.  Fewer  men  were 
seen  in  quarters  than  in  any  of  the  last  five  3*ears.  There  were  two 
sinks  in  tents,  —  one  for  officers  in  the  rear  of  the  camp,  and  the 
other  in  the  woods  further  back  for  enlisted  men  ;  while  a  third,  of 
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the  Army  pattern,  was  provided  for  the  servants.  Most  of  the 
mess-tent  refuse  was  deposited  in  casks  and  carted  away  by  a  farmer 
every  da}T,  and  the  balance  was  thrown  in  a  trench  and  covered 
daily  with  dry  earth.  But  the  utter  disregard,  or  lack  of  concep- 
tion, by  the  servants,  of  the  military  idea  of  policing  a  camp,  is 
doubtless  a  fact  not  to  be  disputed,  nor  is  any  change  hardly  to  be 
hoped  for  during  a  short  term  of  service.  The  Second  Corps  of 
Cadets  does  its  own  catering;  and,  with  the  view  of  determining 
whether  its  selection  of  food  is  suitable,  I  kept  a  diet-table  of  the 
rations  furnished  at  the  late  encampment,  which  I  enclose.  It  will 
be  seen  that,  with  perhaps  one  or  two  trifling  exceptions,  the  diet 
is  unexceptionable,  and  it  is  eminentl}7  creditable  to  the  excellent 
judgment  of  the  Quartermaster.  All  the  officers  of  the  corps  now 
wear,  for  fatigue  caps,  white  canvas  helmets  ;  and  they  find  them 
always  comfortable,  even  when  exposed  to  the  sun.  It  seems 
desirable  that  some  head-covering  of  the  same  nature  should  be 
provided  for  all  the  Militia.  Ordinary  fatigue  caps  were  shown 
to  me,  while  in  camp,  the  leather  top-lining  of  which  rested  on 
the  hair,  and  was  covered  with  drops  of  perspiration.  There  was 
no  space  for  the  circulation  of  air,  and  no  openings  had  there  been 
an}T  space. 

The  men  complained  of  headache  on  wearing  them  on  drill,  and 
furthermore  the}-  asserted  that  their  hair  always  comes  out  alarm- 
ingly on  combing,  after  wearing  the  caps  a  few  days. 

In  the  absence,  on  leave,  of  Assistant  Surgeon  Clarke,  I  was 
ably  seconded  by  Hospital  Steward  Grosvenor.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  en- 
campment of  the  First  Brigade,  M.V.M.,  consisting  of  the  Sixth 
Regiment,  twelve  companies,  Major  George  E.  Pinkham,  Surgeon  ; 
Lieut.  N.  S.  Chamberlin,  Assistant  Surgeon;  total  strength,  in- 
cluding band,  673.  First  Regiment,  .twelve  companies,  Major  R. 
M.  Lawrence,  Surgeon  ;  Lieut.  S.  W.  Hayes,  Assistant  Surgeon  ; 
total  strength,  670,  including  band.  Second  Regiment,  eight  com- 
panies, Major  D.  Clark,  Surgeon  ;  Lieut.  O.  J.  Brown,  Assistant 
Surgeon;  total  strength,  466,  including  band.  Battery  B,  Light 
Artillery,  Lieut.  H.  S.  Knight.  Assistant  Surgeon,  104;  and 
Company  F,  Cavalry,  Lieut.  J.  B.  Heald,  Assistant  Surgeon, 
100.  Total  strength  of  brigade,  including  general  and  staff, 
2,031.  Of  this  number,  1,532  were  encamped  at  South  Framing- 
ham  Sept.  20-24  inclusive. 

The  time  selected  for  the  encampment  proved  to  be  very  fortu- 
nate, preceded  and  followed  as  it  was  by  extremely  warm  weather. 
By  reference  to  the  meteorological  observations  enclosed  here- 
with, it  will  be  seen  that  the  maximum  thermometer  was  but  twice 
above  72°  Fah. ;  viz.,  20th,  83°  Fah.,  and  23d,  86°  Fah.  The 
minimum  thermometer  ranged  between  42°  Fah.  and  86°  Fah. 
With  the  exception  of  a  very  heav\*  thunder-shower  on  the  evening 
of  the  23d,  no  rain  fell.  The  character  of  the  soil  is  such  that  the 
men  do  not  suffer  even  in  a  ver}*  heavy  shower ;  and  trenching 
about  the  tents,  especially  as  each  tent  has  a  raised  floor,  is  ren- 
dered quite  unnecessary* . 

In  1880  an  Assistant  Surgeon  was  detailed  to  go  into  camp 
with  the  camping  party.  The  professional  services  rendered,  as 
shown  by  his  official  report,  were  thought  sufficient  warrant  to  ask 
a  similar  detail  this  year.     No  detail  was  made. 

I  cannot  too  warmly  commend  the  alacrity  with  which  the  camp 
was  put  in  order,  and  every  thing  made  neat  and  tidy  ;  also  the 
thoroughness  with  which  policing  was  done  from  day  to  day. 

The  water  was  duly  examined  before  the  troops  arrived,  and 
pronounced  good. 

The  sites  of  the  cavalry  sheds,  presenting  deep  excavations, 
were  positively  dangerous  to  both  man  and  beast.  Nothing  short 
of  a  broken  leg,  or  the  loss  of  a  valuable  horse,  will  be  considered 
sufficient  reason  for  the  outla\'  of  a  small  amount  of  money. 

The  grub,  probably  the  larvae  of  one  of  the  family  of  beetles 
known  to  naturalists  as  Lamellicornis,  has  made  sad  havoc  with 
the  field,  destroying  entirely  the  turf  in  many  places.

The  cook-houses  were  exceptionally  neat  throughout  the  camp. 
It  can  hardly  be  expected,  with  the  cook-houses  constructed  as 
they  now  are,  to  keep  every  thing  in  perfect  condition.  Let  the 
cook-house  be  property  arranged  and  constructed,  then  there  will 
be  no  excuse  for  the  caterer.  I  would  respectfulty  suggest  that  a 
sufficient  number  of  cook-houses  be  built,  after  the  most  approved 
plan,  in  sections,  so  the}*  may  be  property  stored  when  not  in  use. 

I  would  call  attention  to  the  very  few  cases  of  sickness  in  camp. 
Out  of  1,532  onty  nine  were  excused  from  duty  during  the  whole 
week,  as  will  be  seen  03'  the  subjoined  consolidated  sick  report  of 
each  da}*.  Two  were  cared  for  at  the  Brigade  Hospital  for  a  short 
time. 

To  account  for  this  immunity  from  sickness  must  be  in  a  great 
measure  speculation.  The  weather,  without  great  variations  of 
temperature,  and  withal  cool,  so  that  the  men  accomplished  a 
great  amount  of  work  —  more,  perhaps,  than  at  any  previous 
encampment  of  the  brigade  —  without  exhaustion,  ma}'  be  con- 
sidered one  of  the  chief  factors.  Add  to  this  the  improved  dietary, 
the  avoidance  of  excessive  use  of  stimulants,  and  the  fact  that  the 
men,  being  sufficiently  tired,  sought  needed  rest  in  their  own 
quarters  instead  of  visiting  their  neighbors,  and  we  have  a  series 
of  influences  that  must  have  contributed  largely  to  this  result. 

The  stretcher  was  found  and  left  in  a  condition  unfit  for  use.  I 
would  suggest  that  one  such  as  is  now  used  in  the  Regular  Army  be 
procured. 

A  canvas  cover  was  placed  over  the  cage  for  the  meteorological 
instruments,  to  overcome,  so  far  as  possible,  direct  radiation. 

I  forbear  repeating  suggestions  made  from  year  to  year,  as  they 
are  already  on  record,  serving  only  as  lumber,  and  are  of  no  value, 
judging  from  action  taken  thereon. 

The  reports  of  the  Surgeons  and  Assistant  Surgeons  of  the  dif- 
ferent organizations  are  enclosed  herewith  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

I  desire  to  testify  to  the  courtesy  and  good  feeling  that  existed 
among  the  Surgeons  and  Assistant  Surgeons  of  the  line,  and,  fur- 
ther, to  the  respect  and  cordial  support  rendered  me  by  each  mem- 
ber of  the  medical  staff;  also  to  the  courtesy  and  consideration 
shown  me  by  Gen.  Moore  and  associate  members  of  his  staff.

General,  —  In  compliance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Volunteer  Militia,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  late  visit  of  the  First  Corps  of  Cadets  to  the 
Yorktown  Centennial  Celebration,  as  the  escort  of  His  Excellency 
the  Commander-in-Chief:  — 

I  desire  at  the  outset  to  acknowledge  the  material  assistance 
you  were  ever  ready  to  render  me,  and  the  valuable  advice  given 
me  while  making  the  necessary  preparations. 

Owing  to  the  size  of  the  party  which  accompanied  the  Governor, 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  take  with  us  one  of  the  new  medicine- 
chests  in  place  of  the  small  field  companion  which  has  heretofore 
been  used  at  our  annual  encampments.  A  complete  set  of  splints 
was  also  carried,  in  case  any  casualty  should  happen  requiring 
such  surgical  appliances.  These  were,  however,  not  needed,  and 
-are  now  stored  at  the  Armory  subject  to  orders  from  the  State 
Medical  Headquarters. 

A  small  cabin  on  the  main  deck  of  the  steamer  ''Empire 
State  "  was  assigned  to  the  use  of  the  medical  staff  as  a  hospital, 
in  case  any  emergency  should  arise  requiring  such  quarters.  In 
all  our  marches  (New  York,  Washington,  Worcester,  Boston), 
arrangements  were  made  to  have  a  carriage  follow  immediately 
behind  the  medical  officers  for  use  as  an  ambulance,  should  occa- 
sion require  the  need  of  such  a  method  of  transportation.  Owing 
to  the  extreme  heat  in  Washington,  three  carriages  were  provided, 
and,  as  the  result  showed,  the  precaution  was  not  unwisely  taken. 

Owing  to  the  malarial  influences  prevalent  at  this  season  of  the 
3Tear,  two  grains  of  the  sulphate  of  quinine  were  given  daily  at 
breakfast  to  all  who  desired  to  follow  the  advice  of  the  Surgeon 
as  given  in  General  Orders  No.  28.  On  the  second  day  of  our 
stay  at  Yorktown  the  medicine  was  repeated  at  dinner :  with 
scarcely  an  exception,  the  entire  party  availed  itself  of  these 
opportunities  of  taking  the  quinine,  as  a  prophylactic  against 
malaria.  Immediatel}'  after  guard  mounting  I  made  daily,  in 
company  with  the  Officer  of  the  Da}*,  a  sanitary  inspection  of  the 
steamer,  at  once  reporting  to  the  proper  authorities  any  thing 
which  needed  attention.  A  similar  visit  was  also  made  after  dinner 
of  each  day. 

The  health  of  the  Corps  was  unusually  good,  and,  Contrary  to 
my  expectation,  there  was  a  marked  absence  of  all  diarrhceal 
attacks,  such   as  I  have  been  accustomed  to  see  in  camp.     With

vciy  few  exceptions,  the  calls  for  medical  treatment  were  due 
to  the  exhaustion  and  fatigue  incident  to  the  long  marches  made 
by  men  unaccustomed  to  carrying  the  knapsacks,  the  weight  of 
which  was  necessarily  increased  b}'  the  overcoats  which  were 
strapped  thereon.  It  was,  however,  noticeable  that  the  sufferers 
from  such  fatigue  were,  for  the  most  part,  those  who  had  recently 
joined  the  corps.  I  have  to  report  that  no  serious  illness  or  casu- 
alt}'  of  any  kind  occurred  during  the  trip. 

As  the  result  of  the  fatigue  incident  to  our  march  through  New 
York,  on  our  way  to  Yorktown,  a  curious  and  well-marked  case 
of  listeria- was  developed,  which,  however,  soon  yielded  to  treat- 
ment, and  the  patient  was  able  the  following  da}'  to  return  to  duty. 
In  Washington  the  heat  was  intense,  and  accordingly  the  knap- 
sacks were  dispensed  with,  and  every  precaution  taken  to  protect 
the  men  as  much  as  possible  from  the  effects  of  an  exposure  to 
the  sun  which  an  unusually  long  march  rendered  to  a  certain 
degree  unavoidable.  During  this  march  ten  of  the  Corps  became 
disabled,  and  were  placed  in  the  carriages  before  alluded  to  ;  and 
I  was  also  able  to  provide  similar  accommodation  to  a  member 
of  the  Washington  Light  Infantry  who  was  in  a  like  manner 
temporarily  disabled. 

No  case  of  malaria  appeared  in  the  Corps.  One  member  of  the 
Governor's  part}',  however,  was  not  so  fortunate  ;  but  it  maj-  be 
a  matter  of  medical  interest  to  record  the  fact  that  he  had  neg- 
lected to  take  quinine  as  advised. 

During  the  last  da}T  of  our  tour  of  duty,  one  private  of  Company 
D,  who  had  but  recently  recovered  from  the  effects  of  a  carbuncle, 
became  disabled  from  over-fatigue,  and  was  sent  to  his  home  in  a 
carriage  on  our  arrival  in  Boston.  He  has  since  reported  for 
dut}\  One  of  the  band  was  prostrated  by  an  acute  febrile  attack 
which  incapacitated  him  from  duty  soon  after  our  arrival  on  board 
the  "  Empire  State."  A  few  days'  rest,  however,  was  sufficient  to 
enable  him  to  resume  his  work. 

With  the  exception  of  the  case  of  malaria  above  alluded  to,  my 
services  were  not  needed  by  any  of  the  party  which  accompanied 
the  Governor,  except  for  a  few  slight  ailments  always  incidental 
to  such  a  journey.  I  desire  to  mention  the  efficient  assistance 
rendered  me  by  Assistant  Surgeon  Charles  M.  Green,  and  also 
Hospital  Steward  Jaques,  who  has  proved  himself  a  most  valuable 
addition  to  the  medical  staff  of  the  Corps. 

The  following  is  the  consolidated  morning  report  for  the  week  :  —

General, — I  have  the  honor  to  forward  the  following  medical 
report  of  the  encampment  of  the  Second  Brigade,  M.V.M.,  at 
Framingham,  from  the  oth  to  the  10th  of  September,  1881. 

A  decrease  of  some  five  hundred  in  the  usual  number  present  in 
camp  was  caused  by  the  absence  of  the  Ninth  Regiment  Infantry, 
permission  having  been  granted  them  to  perform  their  required 
tour  of  camp  duty  at  Yorktown. 

In  spite  of  this  falling  off  in  the  attendance,  the  total  number  of 
sick  was  greater  than  last  }'ear,  on  account  of  the  excessive  heat. 

By  reference  to  the  consolidated  sick  report  (enclosure  No.  1) 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  Eighth  Regiment  reported  twenty-two 
men  sick  in  quarters  on  Thursdaj",  although  011I3*  three  had  been 
so  reported  the  da}r  before.  This  increase  was  caused  b}r  the 
annual  detailed  inspection  with  knapsacks,  lasting  some  two  hours 
with  the  thermometer  between  80°  and  90°  in  the  shade.  The 
afternoon  drills  of  the  brigade  were  omitted  on  this  and  the  follow- 
ing day  on  account  of  the  heat.  The  other  commands  suffered 
less  :  their  inspections  were  held  on  days  when  the  temperature 
was  lower,  and  as  the)-  all  had  fewer  companies  the  inspection 
was  finished  in  less  time. 

I  would  urge  a  return  to  the  former  custom  of  having  the  annual 
detailed  inspection  at  some  other  time  and  place  than  the  encamp- 
ment at  Framingham. 
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Since  the  regiments  are  brought  together  for  so  short  a  time 
each  year,  it  would  be  more  profitable  and  less  trying  to  the  men 
to  spend  all  the  available  time  in  exercises  pertaining  more  espe- 
cially to  a  camp  of  instruction  than  to  armory  drill ;  and  after  the 
broken  sleep  caused  by  guard  duty  and  the  sudden  change  from 
in-door  life  to  sleeping  under  canvas,  the  men  are  less  fitted  to 
pass  creditably  a  two-hours'  inspection,  during  most  of  which  they 
are  kept  at  attention,  than  the}'  would  be  when  taken  fresh  from 
their  ordinary  life. 

Of  the  five  cases  admitted  to  the  Brigade  Hospital,  four  were 
cases  of  prostration  from  heat :  one  was  unconscious  when  brought 
in,  two  were  slightly  delirious,  and  one  was  reported  to  have  had 
numerous  convulsions  at  his  quarters  during  the  previous  night. 
The}7  were  not  severe  cases,  and  all  were  discharged  well  before 
the  camp  broke  up  on  Saturday.  The  fifth  case  was  a  contused 
wound  of  the  face,  the  man  having  received  a  cut  reaching  from 
the  outer  canthus  of  the  right  eye  towards  the  temple  and  pene- 
trating to  the  bone :  it  was  caused  by  a  fall  from  his  horse  while 
on  duty  with  the  camping  party  on  Monday.  He  was  seen  by  me 
ten  minutes  after  the  accident,  and  on  Saturday  he  was  discharged 
from  the  hospital  convalescent.  In  this  connection  I  wish  to  in- 
dorse the  recommendation  of  Surgeon  Kittredge  of  the  Eighth 
Regiment,  who  was  also  on  the  ground. 

I  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  detailing  a  medical  officer 
for  duty  with  the  camping  part}'.  I  have  been  present  in  camp 
a  portion  of  the  first  day  for  the  last  three  years,  and  my  services 
have  always  been  required.  Next  to  the  heat,  the  diet  caused  more 
trouble  than  any  thing  else  ;  not  that  the  caterers  and  those  con- 
cerned did  not  carry  out  their  orders  well,  but  rather  because  the 
food  consisted  of  too  great  a  variety  of  dishes,  and  included  some 
things  which  had  much  better  have  been  omitted. 

I  inspected  all  the  sinks  and  kitchens  three  times  a  day,  and  in 
nearly  every  cook-house  was  to  be  found  that  curse  of  New  Eng- 
land, —  pie. 

I  quote  from  the  report  of  the  medical  officers  on  this  subject : 
"  A  caterer  is  provided,  who  provides  whatever  he  pleases,  —  pie, 
pastry,  and  any  thing  that  seems  good  to  him." 

"I  would  suggest  that  a  much  plainer  diet,  properly  cooked, 
would  in  many  cases  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  men."  "  One  of  my 
men  who  had  been  prostrated  by  the  heat  with  vomiting,  etc.,  three 
hours  after,  told  me  that  he  was  feeling  better,  —  he  had  just  eaten 
half  a  pie,  and  it  only  caused  slight  nausea."  "  Considering  the 
enormous  variety  of  food  furnished  the  troops,  I  wonder  at  the 
little  amount  of  sickness  there  is  in  camp.    I  believe  Regular  Army 
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rations  would    be   better  for  the    men  than  the    large  variety  of 
luxuries  usually  served  in  camp  at  our  annual  musters." 

This  is  the  unanimous  testimony  of  the  medical  officers,  and  my 
own  observation  would  confirm  it.  Inasmuch  as  the  State  has 
been  able  to  secure  the  services  of  such  competent  men  to  fill  the 
offices  in  its  Militia,  I  would  recommend  that  the  control  of  the 
food  provided  should  be  placed  in  their  hands,  and  that  at  least 
one  month  before  each  encampment  the  senior  medical  officer  of 
each  command  should  prepare  a  ration  table  for  breakfast,  dinner, 
and  supper,  which,  having  been  approved  by  the  Medical  Director 
of  the  brigade,  should  be  the  list  to  which  the  caterer  must  conform. 

In  this  wa}'  the  diet  can  be  simplified,  the  expense  to  the  com- 
pany treasury  lessened,  and  the  digestion  of  the  men  saved  from 
a  large  amount  of  unnecessaiy  work. 

Although  no  trouble  has  been  traced  directly  to  the  water  taken 
from  the  wells  on  the  ground,  yet  the  following  statement  made 
by  the  Surgeon  of  the  Eighth  Regiment  is  of  value  as  pointing  to 
a  precaution  which  might  be  used  to  advantage  in  other  companies. 
11 1  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  fact,  that,  of  Capt.  Stuart  F. 
McClearn's  Company  C  of  Marblehead,  not  a  man  applied  for  treat- 
ment or  medicine  during  the  whole  encampment ;  "  "he  informed 
me  that  his  men  had  drank  almost  none  of  the  water  from  the  wells, 
depending  upon  the  barrel  of  sweetened  water  which  was  on  draught 
in  one  of  the  company  tents.  This  was  frequently  replenished  ; 
the  ingredients  being  molasses,  ginger,  and  oatmeal,  in  the  old- 
fashioned  proportions. ' ' 

So  long  as  the  camp-ground  is  supplied  only  by  wells,  I  would 
suggest  that  every  precaution  be  taken  to  insure  their  continued 
purity,  and  that  for  this  reason  permanent  sinks  should  be  built 
with  water-tight  arrangements  of  some  kind,  which  could  be  emp- 
tied after  each  encampment. 

When  the  brigade  went  into  camp  it  was  found  that  several  of 
the  wooden  well-covers  were  so  decaved  that  a  man  was  in  danger 
of  breaking  through  while  pumping.  These  covers  were  soon  re- 
paired ;  but,  in  addition  to  the  stout  layer  of  planks,  there  should 
be  a  light  sheath  ng  of  matched  boards,  slanting  from  the  pumps 
down  to  the  outer  edge  of  the  well-covers,  in  order  to  shed  the 
water  which,  mixed  with  mud,  now  finds  its  way  through  the 
cracks  of  the  covers  into  the  well. 

The  difficulty  of  preventing  the  men  from  washing  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  wells  still  continues  ;  and  I  would  suggest  that  each 
organization  be  provided  with  a  number  of  tin  wash-basins,  which 
could  be  set  together  in  a  rough  stand  at  some  place  sufficiently 
distant  from  the  wells  to  protect  them. 
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It  would  add  much  to  the  efficiency  of  the  sanitary  department 
if  the  medical  officer  of  each  command  could  have  a  small  detail 
placed  in  his  charge  for  an  hour  every  morning,  in  order  to  carry 
out  such  arrangements  as  guarding  the  wells,  disinfecting  the 
sinks,  etc.  ;  for,  under  his  direction,  such  work  could  be  properly 
done  in  a  few  minutes,  whereas  at  present,  if  he  finds  an}' thing 
out  of  the  way,  he  is  only  able  to  remedy  it  by  the  slow  process  of 
an  application  through  his  headquarters. 

It  would  be  a  great  improvement  to  the  camp-ground  if  the  State 
would  obtain  control  of  the  pond  lying  to  the  north  of  the  grounds. 
This  could  then  be  fenced  in,  and  used  for  a  place  for  bathing,  and 
it  would  add  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  the  men. 

I  must  strongly  urge  the  purchase  of  a  light  covered  ambulance, 
which  can  be  drawn  by  hand,  for  use  in  the  camp-ground.  During 
our  last  encampment  four  cases  of  heat  prostration  were  brought  to 
the  hospital  on  an  open  stretcher,  with  the  temperature  about  90° 
in  the  shade.  It  took  nearly  ten  minutes  to  bring  some  of  the  cases 
across  the  field,  and  the  only  protection  from  the  sun  was  a  small 
umbrella  held  over  the  head  of  the  patient. 

Both  for  such  cases,  and  for  accidents  which  sometimes  occur, 
some  better  provisions  should  be  made  than  the  crude  stretcher 
which  at  present  needs  to  be  repaired. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  meteorological  observations  (enclosure 
No.  2),  made  at  this  camp  by  Hospital  Steward  W.  J.  Otis,  who 
proved  himself  to  be  a  most  excellent  officer  in  ever}'  duty. 

The  noteworthy  points  were  the  yellow  day  on  Tuesday,  when 
the  whole  sky  was  covered  with  a  uniform  haze,  probably  resulting 
from  the  forest  fires.  The  day  was  quite  dark,  and  the  air  was  so 
filled  with  the  yellow  tint  that  it  cut  off  the  yellow  rays  from  all 
objects,  causing  the  grass  to  appear  a  bluish  green,  and  giving  to 
an}'  lamp  or  candle  a  white  look  like  an  electric  lamp.  This  ap- 
pearance lasted  only  one  day,  and  was  followed  by  a  day  of  exces- 
sive heat. 

On  Tuesday  night  the  lowest  point  reached  by  the  thermometer 
was  61.5°  Fah.,  and  from  that  it  rose  to  102°  in  the  shade  at  two 
o'clock  on  Wednesday,  or  a  rise  of  40.5°  in  less  than  twelve  hours. 
It  speaks  well  for  the  men  that  no  serious  cases  of  sunstroke 
occurred  from  this  exposure  during  their  second  day  of  camp  duty. 
As  there  was  no  rain-gauge  provided,  no  record  was  made  of  a 
slight  shower  on  the  last  day  of  the  encampment.  This  deficiency 
should  be  supplied  before  another  year. 

A  new  cage  in  which  the  instruments  can  be  properly  exposed 
is  needed,  if  it  is  desired  to  have  the  observations  accurate.  The 
present  cage  is  made  of  only  one  thickness  of  slats,  and  these, 
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becoming  heated  by  the  sun,  radiate  a  large  amount  of  beat  directly 
on  to  the  thermometers.  There  is  also  no  protection  against  radia- 
tion from  below.  A  new  blank  form  arranged  to  correspond  with 
that  used  by  the  United  States  Signal  Service  is  also  needed  for 
record i no-  the  observations. 

During  the  last  three  years  of  my  service  in  the  Massachusetts 
Volunteer  Militia,  I  have  given  some  time  to  instructing  the  men 
in  the  use  of  the  signals  ordinarily  employed  in  the  United  States 
Army  for  sending  messages.  The  larger  amount  of  work  required 
in  my  present  position  will  not  allow  me  to  continue  this  voluntary 
duty. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  signal  officer  be  appointed  on  the 
non-commissioned  brigade  staff,  who  should  have  charge  of  a  per- 
manent detail  made  for  this  work. 

My  impression  is  that  much  better  work  can  be  accomplished 
by  thoroughly  training  a  small  number  of  men  in  signalling,  than 
by  undertaking  to  teach  a  large  number  of  men  the  elements  of 
signal  practice. 

A  small  detail  of  ten  could  be  made  from  the  companies  sta- 
tioned in  Boston,  so  that  each  organization  in  the  brigade  should 
be  represented  by  two  men.  Bi-monthly  practice  in  signalling 
should  be  required  of  them,  in  place  of  their  regular  drills.  In  this 
way  an  efficient  body  of  men  might  be  maintained  who  would  be 
read}'  in  any  emergency  to  transmit  messages  and  orders  correctly. 

The  manual  prepared  by  Capt.  F.  N.  Brown  will  be  of  great 
assistance  in  any  such  work. 

I  wish  especially  to  recommend  that  the  time  of  holding  the 
annual  encampment  be  changed  from  September  to  June. 

In  the  second  or  third  week  of  June  the  days  are  long,  the  tem- 
perature is  less  variable,  and  cooler  than  in  August  or  the  earl}- 
part  of  September  ;  and  the  men  are  less  hampered  by  business 
engagements,  the  rush  of  the  fall  business  not  being  then  begun. 

It  would  also  add  greatly  to  the  usefulness  of  the  camp  as  a 
place  for  instruction,  if  the  tour  of  dut}r  could  be  lengthened  to 
ten  da}'s. 

The  sudden  change  in  the  mode  of  life  from  a  close  room  or 
office,  with  sedentary  occupation,  to  living  in  the  open  air  and 
sleeping  under  canvas,  and  the  sudden  increase  in  the  amount  of 
exercise  by  the  amount  of  drill  required  of  the  men,  together  with 
the  change  of  diet  and  drinking-water,  is  amply  sufficient  to  account 
for  the  larger  part  of  the  gastro-intestinal  disturbance  which  is  the 
principal  form  of  sickness  at  any  Militia  camp. 

In  the  first  three  days  the  men  get  somewhat  accustomed  to  their 
new  mode  of  life,  and  just  as  things  are  beginning  to  run  smoothly

the  five  days  are  over ;  whereas,  if  the  men  were  to  have  a  solid 
week  of  work,  the  result  would  probably  more  than  justify  the  extra 
cost. 

I  enclose  a  list  of  instruments  (enclosure  No.  3),  required  to 
make  the  excellent  case  supplied  to  the  hospital  more  complete ; 
they  are  needed  for  eveiy-da}'  use,  and  at  present  must  be  supplied 
by  the  medical  officer. 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  commend  the  general  efficienc}'  of 
the  medical  staff;  and  I  wish  to  to  thank  them  for  the  courtes}' 
with  which  the}*  have  treated  me,  and  the  faithful  manner  in  which 
they  have  performed  their  duties.

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REPORTS  OP  COMMANDING  OFFICERS.

Sir,  —  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  General  Orders 
No.  10,  series  of  1880,  A.G.O.,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my 
report  of  the  annual  encampment  of  the  First  Brigade,  Sept.  20 
to  24. 

I  enclose  herewith  copies  of  reports  made  to  me  by  Major 
W.  H.  Lcthbridge,  Assistant  Inspector  General,  Capt.  Frank  N. 
Brown,  Engineer,  and  Capt.  L.  G.  Burnham,  Provost  Marshal ;  to 
which  reports  I  would  respectfully  refer  for  details  and  recom- 
mendations therein  contained. 

The  total  strength  of  the  brigade  was  on  the  23d  of  September 
2,030  officers  and  men;  the  number  present  in  camp  1,549,  or 
about  seventy-five  per  cent. 

I  am'  of  the  opinion  that  if  compan}*  commanders  would  give 
more  attention  to  enlisting  men  who  can  give  assurance  of  being 
able  to  perform  the  duties  required,  and  of  urging  upon  them  the 
importance  of  attending  the  encampments,  a  much  larger  attend- 
ance would  be  the  result,  as  is  shown  in  a  few  instances  where 
especial  attention  has  been  given  to  these  details. 

The  detail  made  for  signalling,  under  the  instruction  of  Capt. 
F.  N.  Brown,  became  quite  proficient  in  making  and  reading  both 
b}*  flag  and  torches. 

The  continuance  of  the  practice  of  firing  with  blank  cartridges 
proved  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  officers  and  men  ;  all  the  organi- 
zations showing  a  marked  improvement  in  steadiness  and  precis- 
ion in  firing. 

Rifle  practice  has  not  received  the  attention  desired  during  the 
past  3'ear,  and  in  m}r  opinion  the  regulations  governing  it  are  too 
severe  for  the  present  state  of  this  practice,  and  should  not  be 
enforced  until  better  established  in  the  companies.  I  would  also 
recommend  that  the  manner  of  expending  the  quota  of  ammuni- 
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tion  drawn  from  the  State  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  regimental 
commanders  for  the  coming  year,  and  that  the  restrictions  upon 
officers'  firing  be  suspended  for  the  same  length  of  time. 

I  would  recommend  that  instead  of  a  detailed  inspection  of 
State  property  in  camp,  such  property  be  inspected  in  the  several 
company  armories.  In  the  former  case  onl\-  a  portion  of  the  prop- 
erty can  be  inspected,  and  much  time  is  used  which  might  other- 
wise be  employed  to  better  advantage  ;  while  in  the  latter  case  all 
the  pioperty  can  be  inspected,  and  no  time  taken  out  of  the  tour 
of  duty. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  cartridge- 
belt  the  same  as  now  in  use  in  the  Army,  as  adding  greatly  to  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  troops. 

Major  Royal  T.  Frank,  First  Artillery,  U.S.A.,  detailed  by  the 
War  Department  to  inspect  the  camp,  arrived  on  Wednesday,  and 
remained  during  the  encampment.  The  command  is  much  in- 
debted for  man}*  valuable  suggestions,  and  his  report  will  be 
looked  for  with  interest. 

The  excellent  weather  which  prevailed  during  the  encampment 
gave  an  opportunit}'  for  performing  a  large  amount  of  work,  and 
it  was  taken  advantage  of  to  the  fullest  extent  by  all  the  organi- 
zations. 

In  closing  this  report  I  desire  to  bear  testimon}*  to  the  general 
good  feeling  which  prevailed  during  the  encampment,  and  to  the 
prompt  and  cheerful  manner  with  which  orders  were  carried  out 
bj'  the  officers  and  men  ;  also  to  the  hearty  support  given  me  in 
carrying  out  the  many  details  which  went  far  toward  making  this 
the  most  profitable  encampment  the  brigade  has  ever  held.

chap.  265,  Acts  of  1878,  I  respectfully  submit  the  accompanying 

report !  of  my  inspection  of  the  several  organizations  of  this  com-

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mand  during  its  encampment  from  the  20th  to  the  24th  inclusive 
of  September,  1881. 

I  was  assisted  by  Capts.  Burnham  and  Townsend  of  the  staff,  and 
accompanied  by  Col.  Morris  SchafT  of  the  Governor's  staff  and 
Brevet  Lieut.  Col.  R.  T.  Frank  of  the  Regular  Arm}'. 

The  encampment  was  an  improvement  in  most  respects  over 
that  of  last  year. 

The  attendance  was  not  what  it  should  be,  and  is  accounted  for 
in  several  companies  from  a  lack  of  interest  among  both  officers 
and  men.  An  occasional  disbandment  of  such  companies  would 
benefit  the  whole  Militia. 

Roll-calls  showed  a  decided  improvement ;  but  a  much  better 
result  could  be  obtained  if  the  Majors  were  required  to  superin- 
tend them  in  their  respective  battalions. 

Military  courtesy  and  policing  were  excellent,  and  the  cook- 
houses were  always  found  in  the  neatest  possible  condition. 

The  personal  appearance  in  man}*  companies  would  show  a 
higher  rating,  if  the  officers  would  give  more  attention  to  the 
dress  of  their  companies  before  appearing  for  parades. 

At  the  inspection  of  quarters,  but  one  organization  conformed 
to  Par.  676,  Art.  XL  of  the  Regulations.  Guard  duty  showed  no 
improvement :  new  men  who  had  never  been  in  camp  before,  or 
received  any  instructions  at  the  armory,  were  found  on  almost 
every  post. 

Some  better  protection  for  the  horses  of  the  battery  and  cavalry 
should  be  provided  before  another  encampment. 

That  a  more  thorough  knowledge  may  be  had  of  the  condition 
of  State  property,  I  would  suggest  the  detailed  inspection  be  made 
at  the  armory.  Few  companies  being  recruited  to  the  maximum, 
together  with  absentees  from  camp,  leaves  quite  a  per  cent  of  the 
property  uninspected  during  the  year. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  cartridge- 
belt  as  now  used  by  the  Regular  Army,  it  being  far  superior  to  that 
now  in  use  by  the  Militia.

Sir,  —  In  compliance  with  Par.  1,823,  Regulations,  I  submit 
the  following  report  of  the  duties  performed  by  this  department 
at  camp  at  Framingham  from  Sept.  19  to  25  inclusive  :  — 

The  Quartermasters  in  charge  of  camping  parties  reported  to 
me  Monday,  Sept.  19,  by  ten  o'clock  a.m.,  with  a  single  exception, 
who  did  not  report  until  sent  for. 

The  camp  was  laid  out  on  the  same  plan  as  last  year.  Stakes 
were  driven  giving  the  right  and  left  flanks  of  the  different  organi- 
zations,  also  the  right  and  left  centres. 

Stakes  were  driven  giving  the  width  of  the  line  officers'  street, 
headquarters  street,  and  cook-house  street.  Plans  were  given 
the  Quartermasters,  giving  diagrams  and  measurements  of  their 
respective  organizations. 

The  following  figures  show  the  space  in  feet  occupied  by  the 
different  organizations  :  — 

Sixth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  twelve  companies  ....  432

First  Regiment  of  Infantry,  twelve  companies    ....  432

Each  compan}T  was  allowed  a  depth  of  104  feet  from  the  front 
line,  and  faced  a  street  25  feet  wide.  Line  officers'  street  was  35 
feet  wide,  and  the  officers  were  supplied  with  double  tents,  which 
occupied  a  depth  of  22  feet.  Headquarters  street  was  76  feet 
wide. 

From  headquarters  street  to  cook-house  street  was  170  feet 
on  the  right  and  81  feet  on  the  left  of  the  brigade  line.  The  sinks 
were  150  feet  in  rear  of  the  cook-houses.  TJie  total  depth  of  the 
camp  was  557  feet  on  the  right  and  468  feet  on  the  left  of  the 
brigade  line. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  figures  that  the  cavalry  had  89  feet 
less  depth  than  the  infantry  on  the  right.  This  is  caused  by  the 
formation  of  the  ground.  The  line  could  not  be  earned  to  the  front, 
as  it  would  have  left  too  small  a  space  for  formations  and  drill. 
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Jn  the  rear  the  ground  declined  sharply  to  a  deep  gull}*,  which  is 
near  pump  No.  12,  as  drawn  on  the  plan  at  the  Adjutant  General's 
office. 

I  respectfull}*  make  the  following  suggestions  :  that  the  State 
purchase  one  engineer's  transit,  six  standard  steel  tape  measures 
each  one  hundred  feet  long,  and  fifty  iron  pins,  to  be  kept  at  the 
arsenal  and  issued  to  the  Engineers  whenever  needed.  A  small 
knoll  near  pump  No.  5,  Adjutant  General's  plan,  should  be  graded 
down  level  with  the  rest  of  the  field  ;  as  it  is  now,  it  is  waste 
space,  and  this  }ear  caused  inconvenient  crowding  of  the  mess- 
tents  of  the  Sixth  Regiment.  To  the  right  and  rear  of  pump  No. 
12,  the  ground  should  be  graded  to  a  level  with  the  rest  of  the 
field  ;  also,  where  stables  have  been  situated,  the  hollows  where 
the  stalls  were  should  be  filled  up.  I  most  earnestly  recommend 
properly  constructed  stables  for  the  cavalry  and  artillery  horses. 
These  horses  are  private  property,  and  are  used  to  being  well  cared 
for  in  private  stables  :  therefore  they  are  not  accustomed  to  expos- 
ure to  the  inclement  weather  likely  to  occur  while  in  camp.  The 
present  stables  do  not  give  sufficient  shelter  in  case  of  cold  or 
storm}*  weather,  thereby  causing  suffering  among  the  horses. 
These  stables,  as  they  are  built,  are  dangerous.  Instances  have 
occurred  where  the  partitions  of  the  stalls  had  to  be  pulled  clown 
to  release  horses  that  had  caught  their  legs  under  the  partitions. 
One  of  the  first  things  the  cavalrymen  do  is  to  get  some  boards 
and  rebuild  the  stall  partitions  at  their  own  expense.  I  recom- 
mend that  a  supply  of  tent-flies  be  purchased  for  use  at  brigade 
headquarters. 

In  compliance  with  orders  from  these  headquarters,  the  follow- 
ing details  reported  to  me  for  instruction  in  signalling:  one 
officer  from  each  of  the  three  Infantry  regiments,  one  enlisted  man 
from  each  of  the  thirt}*-two  Infantry  companies,  three  enlisted 
men  from  the  Cavalry,  and  one  enlisted  man  from  the  Artillerj*, 
—  making  a  total  of  three  officers  and  thirt}'-six  enlisted  men. 
Each  officer  and  man  received  a  copy  of  the  Manual  of  Field 
Signals,  and  each  officer  received  two  complete  signal  kits.  Five 
hours  Wednesday  and  three  hours  Thursday  were  devoted  to  wand- 
drill  ;  two  hours  Thursday  to  flag-drill,  and  one  hour  to  torch- 
drill  ;  and  four  hours  Friday  to  flag-drill.  Thursday  and  Friday 
eight  stations  were  occupied,  and  messages  were  sent  and  received. 
An  improvement  over  last  year  in  speed  and  accuracy  in  sending 
and  reading  messages  was  observable.  The  want  of  field-glasses 
was  severely  felt :  an  uncomfortable  straining  of  the  eyes  was 
necessaiy  to  read  some  of  the  signals.  Messrs.  Otto  B.  Cole  and 
F.  R.  Day  of  the  United  States  Signal  Corps  visited  us  Frida}*, 
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and  gave  us  valuable  suggestions  especially  in  regard  to  torch- 
signalling.  I  would  recommend  that  the  officers  detailed  for 
signal  duty  be  mounted  at  camp,  as  the}'  have  to  cover  a  good  deal 
of  ground  in  visiting  the  different  squads,  and  much  time  and 
fatigue  would  be  saved,  and  more  work  accomplished.  I  respect- 
full}'  renew  my  recommendations  of  last  3*ear's  report  that  lield- 
glasses  be  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  Signal  Corps.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  Pro- 
vost service  at  Camp,  at  Frami ogham,  Sept.  19  to  24  :  — 

During  the  delivery  of  Quartermasters'  supplies  to  the  camping 
parties  on  Monday,  Sept.  19,  a  careful  supervision  was  maintained 
to  prevent  the  removal  from  the  field  of  State  or  private  propert}', 
and  precautions  taken  to  prevent  fires  from  burning  straw  or  other 
loose  material. 

The  same  S3'stem  of  issuing  passes  to  teams  furnishing  supplies 
that  was  adopted  at  the  last  encampment  was  continued.  It  has 
prevented  unnecessary  driving  across  the  parade-ground  or  among 
the  tents,  and  peddling  from  wagons. 

During  a  part  of  the  time  the  brigade  was  in  camp,  a  firemen's 
muster  and  ball,  agricultural  fair,  and  circus  in  the  villages  of 
South  Framingham  and  Frami ngham  Centre,  presented  unusual 
attractions  to  entice  the  men  from  camp. 

Compan}'  commanders  were  cautioned  about  issuing  passes  on 
those  days,  and  those  given  were  closely  scrutinized  at  brigade 
headquarters. 

In  addition  to  cavalry  patrol  the  camp  was  surrounded  b}'  infan- 
try videttes  at  dark.  The  combined  effect  was  shown  in  the  few 
arrests  made. 

The  new  guard-house  combines  all  the  requisites  for  which  it 
was  constructed.  It  is  strong,  well  ventilated,  and  convenient. 
I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  lower  part  of  the  doors  to 
the  cells  be  provided  with  an  attachment  secured  03*  hinges  that 
can  be  lowered  on  cold  nights,  to  prevent  the  strong  current  of  air.

This  seems  necessary  for  the  health  of  the  men  who  are  confined  in 
rainy  weather. 

The  local  police  were  assisted  at  the  South  Framingham  Depot, 
and  on  the  the  road  to  camp,  in  regulating  teams  conveying  pas- 
sengers to  and  from  the  station.  No  racing  or  fast  driving  was 
allowed  on  the  road,  and  each  team  was  required  to  take  its  regular 
turn  in  receiving  and  unloading  passengers. 

The  town  authorities  have  expressed  themselves  as  well  pleased 
with  the  arrangements  made  to  preserve  order,  and  have  made  no 
complaint  of  the  officers  and  men  of  this  command.

Sir, — In  accordance  with  Par.  X.,  General  Orders  No.  5,  cur- 
rent series,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  duty  performed 
by  my  command  during  the  late  encampment  at  Framingham. 
The  following  abstract  from  the  morning  reports  of  Frida}-,  Sept.

Owing  to  the  absence  of  the  Ninth  Regiment  Infantry,  which 
had  received  permission  to  encamp  at  Yorktown,  the  aggregate  is 
smaller  than  that  of  former  years.  On  Wednesday,  Sept.  7,  the 
thermometer  stood  at  102°  in  the  shade,  and,  b}r  the  advice  of  the 
Medical  Director,  guards  were  withdrawn,  and  drills  omitted.  On 
Thursday  morning,  Sept.  8,  in  accordance  with  the  proclamation 
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of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the  brigade  was  drawn  up  in  a  hollow 
square,  and  religious  services  were  held,  conducted  b}T  Chaplain 
Ryder  of  the  Fifth  Infantry,  and  Sergt.  Major  Peabody  of  the  bri- 
gade non-commissioned  staff,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  being 
present.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  dajT,  the  camp  was  honored 
by  a  visit  from  Gen.  Sherman. 

The  General  witnessed  a  review  and  dress  parade,  and  after- 
ward rode  about  the  grounds,  being  everywhere  received  with 
enthusiasm,  and  manifesting  great  interest  in  the  details  of  the 
camp.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  new  tents  be  substi- 
tuted for  a  large  number  which  have  become  unserviceable,  that 
mess-tents  of  uniform  size  and  appearance  be  issued  to  the  va- 
rious organizations,  and  that  the  cartridge-boxes  now  in  use  be 
changed  for  cartridge-befrs;  also,  that  summer  helmets  of  the  Regu- 
lar Army  pattern  be  furnished  to  the  enlisted  men,  the  numerous 
cases  of  sunstroke  during  the  two  hot  days  of  the  encampment 
showing  that  some  protection  of  the  sort  is  a  necessity. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  the  detailed  inspections  be  made  at 
some  other  time  than  at  the  annual  encampments.  The  presence 
of  Major  and  Brevet  Lieut.  Col.  Royal  T.  Frank,  U.S.A.,  was  a 
very  welcome  incentive  to  thorough  work  on  the  part  of  all  officers 
and  men  of  the  command.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  the  plan  of  en- 
campment of  the  Second  Brigade  at  South  Framingham  this  j'ear. 

The  general  disposition  of  the  camp  was  the  same  as  in  former 
3'ears,  excepting  that,  as  the  Ninth  Regiment  is  to  perform  its  tour 
of  camp  dut}'  at  Yorktown  in  October,  the  brigade  consisted  of 
but  the  Eighth  and  Fifth  Regiments  of  Infantry,  and  First  Bat- 
talions of  Artillciy  and  Cavalry. 

The  absence  of  the  Ninth  Regiment  gave  more  room  for  the 
encamping  organizations,  and  consequently  the  intervals  between 
them  were  greater  and  the  streets  were  wider  than  last  year.  The 
Artillery  and  Cavalry  occupied  substantially  the  same  spaces  as 
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before,  but  profited  much  b}*  the  better  ground  given  them  by  the 
shortening  of  the  front  line. 

The  front  line  of  the  camp  was  1,800  feet  in  length,  and  was  run 
W.  35°  N.  from  a  starting-point  found  b}T  prolonging  the  line  of 
second,  third,  and  fourth  wells  (from  the  fence)  in  an  easterly 
direction  15  feet,  and  running  N.  35°  E.,  a  distance  of  311^  feet. 
This  gave  the  starting-point  154  feet  from  the  fence  b}T  the  South 
Framingham  road.  The  depth  of  the  camp  to  the  line  of  wells 
was  316  feet,  as  the  front  line  was  run  on  the  line  of  tent-poles, 
and  not  of  the  sides  of  tents.  The  rear  line  of  camp  gave  the  line 
for  the  fronts  of  the  cook-houses,  which  it  was  found  convenient, 
however,  to  place  20  feet  in  rear  of  this  line. 

Along  the  front  line  the  organizations  composing  the  brigade 
were  encamped  in  the  following  order  from  right  to  left :  —

In  the  Infantry  the  company  streets  were  20  feet  wide,  and  at 
right  angles  to  the  front  line.  The  men's  tents  were  placed  four 
on  a  side,  facing  on  the  compan}7  streets.  One  company  occupied 
each  street.  The  compan}7  officers'  tents  looked  down  these 
streets.  In  all  cases  the  distance  between  tents  placed  side  by 
side  was  four  feet,  and  between  those  back  to  back  was  two  feet. 
The  centre  or  Colonel's  street  was  forty  feet  wide.  The  com- 
pan}T  officers'  street  was  thirty  feet  wide,  and  the  field  and  staff 
street  was  fifty  feet  wide.  Plans  were  given  the  different  Quarter- 
masters of  the  organizations,  showing  the  positions  the  officers' 
and  men's  tents  were  to  occup}'.  As  in  former  years,  pegs  were 
driven  in  the  ground  to  mark  the  position  of  every  pole  of  men's 
tents  ;  and  also,  in  the  Infantry,  of  company  officers'  tents.  This 
facilitates  very  much  the  work  of  the  camping  parties,  as  well  as 
insuring  accurac}'  in  the  lines. 

On  the  right  and  left  flanks  of  each  Infantry  regiment,  and  also 
on  the  flanks  of  wings  where  necessaiT,  pegs  were  driven  at  the 
following  distances  from  the  front  line,  on  lines  at  right  angles  to 
it:  — 

73|  feet  gives  front  line  of  company  officers'  tents. 
96i  feet  gives  rear  line  of  company  officers'  tents. 
146|  feet  gives  front  line  of  field  and  staff  tents. 
21 1£  feet  gives  front  line  of  mess-tents. 
311^  feet  gives  rear  line  of  camp. 
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It  was  found  convenient,  however,  to  place  the  mess-tents  about 
ten  feet  in  rear  of  the  line  above  given. 

The  sinks  were  placed  about  250  feet  or  less,  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  ground,  in  rear  of  the  camp.  The  Infantry  oflicers' 
horses  were  quartered  in  one  stable  placed  to  the  rear  of  the  two 
regiments. 

The  Artillery  battalion  was  encamped  as  in  the  Inst  two  years. 
On  each  of  its  flanks  each  battery  had  eight  tents  facing  on  a  park 
110  feet  wide.  The  centre  street  was  40  feet  wide.  Stables  were 
in  the  rear. 

Each  Cavalry  company  had  also  eight  tents  on  each  flank,  facing 
on  a  company  street  G8  feet  wide.  The  centre  street  was  40  feet 
wide.     Stables  were  in  the  rear  and  on  the  left  flank. 

Brigade  headquarters  were  arranged  as  last  year,  in  the  north- 
east corner  of  the  field,  with  fourteen  double  tents  on  each  side  of 
a  park  70  feet  wide.  The  rear  tents  were  placed  50  feet  from  the 
fence  by  the  South  Framingham  road,  making  the  front  line  73 
feet  from  the  fence. 

Throughout  the  camp  the  tents  were  pitched  quickly  and  well, 
all  being  up  early  in  the  afternoon,  excepting  those  at  head- 
quarters. This  delay  was  due  to  the  absence  of  all  the  men  but 
one  who  had  been  detailed  for  the  work  from  the  Fifth  Raiment. 
The  Quartermasters  of  each  organization  showed  much  skill  and 
energy  in  their  arrangements,  and  in  the  control  of  their  respective 
camping  parties. 

The  da}'  before  going  into  camp  I  received  a  copy  of  the  survey 
of  the  State  Camp-Ground,  which  has  just  been  completed.  This 
will  prove  very  useful  in  the  future. 

I  ma}'  add  that  the  turf  on  the  ground  was  in  a  very  bad  condi- 
tion, owing  partly  to  the  lack  of  rain  this  summer  and  to  the  grub- 
worms,  and  partly,  I  believe,  to  the  poverty  of  the  soil. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  some  kind  of  equipment  should 
belong  to  the  Engineer  Department  of  the  State  Militia  at  least, 
in  the  way  of  one  or  two  steel  tapes  of  one  hundred  feet  in  length, 
and  of  a  transit  instrument,  both  of  which  must  be  used  in  laying 
out  the  lines  for  a  cainp  with  any  accuracy.

General,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  that  in  accordance 
with  Special  Orders  Xo.  117,  dated  A.  G.  O.,  Oct.  6,  and  General 
Orders  No.  28,  dated  the  following  day,  from  its  own  headquarters, 
the  First  Corps  of  Cadets  performed  a  tour  of  six  days*  duty  as 
escort  to  His  Exeellenc}'  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  staff  and 
guests  at  the  centennial  celebration  of  the  surrender  of  Lord  Corn- 
wallis  at  York  town,  Va.  A  copy  of  the  last-named  order,  and  the 
Quartermaster's  circular  to  which  it  refers,  are  appended  herewith, 
and  show  the  preparations  made,  and  the  methods  of  performance 
and  schedule  of  time  for  the  duty.  With  but  few  exceptions  the 
details  as  given  in  the  order  were  exactly  observed  ;  slight  delays 
having  occurred  in  reaching  New  York  City  on  the  17th  and  21st 
of  October,  owing  to  the  presence  of  local  trains  on  the  road  ahead 
of  our  own,  while  at  Yorktown  it  was  impossible,  for  lack  of  proper 
wharf  accommodations,  to  have  our  steam-tender,  the  tug  k'  Gip- 
sey,"  adhere  to  the  programme. 

Landings  and  embarkations  of  the  corps  and  our  part}'  were, 
however,  successfully  accomplished  when  desired. 

The  weather  was  good  throughout  the  tour.  Some  fog  was 
encountered  on  the  17th,  crossing  the  ferry  in  New  York.  The 
temperature  at  Washington  was  so  high  as  to  cause  some  suffering 
on  the  march,  and  made  it  prudent  to  relieve  the  men  of  their 
knapsacks.  At  Yorktown  a  little  rain  fell  early  in  the  morning  of 
the  20th,  before  the  corps  left  its  steamer. 

On  the  19th  the  corps  escorted  His  Excellenc}'  to  the  camp  of 
the  Ninth  Regiment,  M.V.M.,  and  witnessed  a  fine  review  of  that 
regiment,  followed  by  a  battalion  drill,  which  was  remarkabl}'  well 
done. 

On  the  following  day  at  the  review,  the  corps,  having  escorted 
His  Excellency  to  the  stand,  was  fortunate  enough  to  obtain  a 
place  in  the  column,  and  marched  in  review  before  the  President,  to 
whom  also  it  had  the  honor  of  paying  salutes  that  da}-  upon  his 
landing  and  embarkation  before  and  after  the  review. 

As  the  steamer  "Empire  State,"  carrying  our  part}',  weighed 
anchor  to  leave  Yorktown,  a  naval  review  was  in  progress.  It 
ended  just  as  we  cleared  the  fleet  of  war  vessels,  when,  as  the  sun 
was  setting,  we  had  the  good  fortune  to  witness  from  mid-river  the 
grandest  feature  of  the  celebration  in  effect,  —  its  crowning  act,  — 
the  salute  to  the  English  flag. 

The  health  of  the  party  throughout  the  trip  was  good.    The  report 
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of  Surgeon  Richardson  gives  details.  The  wisdom  of  His  Excel- 
lenc}'  the  Commander-in-Chief,  in  asking  the  commanders  of  bri- 
gades,  regiments,  and  separate  battalions,  M.V.M.,  including  the 
commander  of  the  Second  Corps  of  Cadets,  M.V.M.,  to  serve  upon 
his  staff  for  the  occasion,  presented  to  those  officers  not  only  the 
honor  of  serving  His  Excellency,  but  gave  them  an  opportunity  for 
enjoying  the  society  of  each  other  in  a  manner  which  cannot  but 
result  in  benefit  to  the  service.  The  presence  of  the  staff  and  its 
additional  members,  the  Executive  Council,  the  Heads  of  Executive 
Department  in  the  State  Government,  and  a  committee  from  the 
Legislature,  added  to  the  pleasure  which  the  corps  had  in  being 
allowed  the  honor  of  attending  His  Excellency  on  his  tour. 

In  passing  through  Worcester  upon  the  return,  a  halt  was  made 
in  a  suitable  position,  and  the  corps  was  inspected  according  to 
law  by  Adjutant  Gen.  Beny  and  Cols.  Hewins  and  Schaff.  The 
thanks  of  the  corps  are  due  to  Col.  Emmons  Clark,  Seventh  Regi- 
ment, N.G.S.N.Y.  ;  Col.  John  N.  Partridge,  Twenty-third  Regi- 
ment, N.G.S.N.Y.  ;  Col.  William  G.  Moore,  Washington  Light 
Infantry  Corps;  Lieut.  Col.  Leonard  C.  Lane,  commanding  Fifth 
Regiment,  M.V.M.  ;  and  Capt.  Winslow  S.  Lincoln,  Worcester 
Light  Infantry  (Company  A,  Second  Regiment,  M.V.M.)  ;  and  to 
the  organizations  commanded  by  these  officers,  —  for  the  escorts 
and  grateful  courtesies  extended  to  us  ;  also  to  Col.  Amos  Webster, 
Adjutant  General  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  who  joined  our,partv 
at  Washington  ;  and  to  Capt.  Phillips  of  the  steamer  lt  Empire 
State."

General  Orders,  No.  28. 

I.  In  accordance  with  Special  Orders  No.  117,  dated  A.  G  O.,  Oct.  6, 
1881,  the  Corps  will  leave  Boston  Oct.  17,  and  return  Oct.  22,.  in  the  per- 
formance of  escort  duty  to  His  Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief  and 
party  at  the  Yorktown  centennial  celebration. 

II.  This  duty  will  be  performed  in  lieu  of  the  usual  annual  encamp- 
ment, with  the  same  fines  for  non-attendance;  viz.,  four  dollars  per  man 
per  day. 

III.  In  addition  to  his  staff,  upon  which  he  has  invited  the  commanders 
of  brigades,  regiments,  and  the  separate  battalions,  M  V.M.,  to  serve  for 
this  occasion,  His  Excellency  will  be  accompanied  by  a  party  of  invited 
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guests,  consisting  of  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  Executive 
Council,  the  II ^ a  i s  of  Executive  Departments  in  the  State  Government, 
and  a  committee  from  the  Legislature. 

IV.  The  Corps  will  carry  knapsacks  packed  as  follows:  inside  will  be 
placed  the  undress  coat,  undress  cap,  brush  and  comb,  tooth-brush,  towel, 
and  soap;  coat-bag  in  pocket  under  outer  flap,  overcoat  rolled  on  top.  A 
shirt,  pair  of  stockings,  sponge,  handkerchiefs,  and  extra  gloves  may  be 
also  carried  in  the  knapsack,  but  no  other  articles. 

V.  The  limit  and  disposition  of  other  baggage  is  indicated  in  the 
accompanying  circular,  signed  by  the  Quartermaster. 

VI  Whenever  the  Corps  in  full  uniform  enters  railroad  cars  on  this 
trip,  all  members  will  take  off  the  white  coat,  enclose  it  in  the  coat-bag, 
and  hang  it  up  in  such  manner  as  to  keep  it  from  creasing,  and  preserve 
it  from  cinders  and  dust.  It  will  be  shaken,  not  brushed,  before  being 
put  in  the  bag  The  shako  will  be  wiped  clean  and  hung  up,  or,  if  that 
is  impracticable,  it  will  be  put  in  the  knapsack.  The  Quartermaster  will 
arrange  for  transportation  of  coat-bags,  undress  uniforms,  and  overcoats 
for  musicians. 

VII  The  usual  discipline  will  be  maintained  in  the  Corps  throughout 
the  trip;  but,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  duty  to  be  performed,  mem- 
bers will  be  given  all  possible  opportunity  for  enjoyment  off  duty. 

VII L  In  order  that  the  party  may  enjoy  undisturbed  rest  at  the 
proper  time,  all  members  will  remain  in  the  quarters  assigned  them,  and 
preserve  quiet  at  night,  whether  upon  cars,  steamer,  or  otherwise.  This 
regulation  will  be  rigidly  enforced  for  the  greatest  good  of  the  greatest 
number,  as  sound  rest  for  all  is  indispensable. 

IX.  On  Monday  morning,  Oct.  17,  the  Corps  will  assemble  at  the 
Armory  in  full  uniform,  with  knapsack,  at  seven  o'clock.  Companies 
will  fall  in  promptly  at  five  minutes  past  seven.  Battalion  line  will  be 
formed  immediately  afterward,  and  the  Corps  will  march  to  the  Albany 
station,  to  receive  His  Excellency  and  party  at  half-past  seven  o'clock. 
Cars  will  be  taken  at  quarter  before  eight  o'clock  for  New  York.  The 
Quartermaster  will  provide  lunch  at  New  Haven. 

X.  The  Twenty-third  Regiment,  N.G.8  N.Y.,  Col.  John  N.  Par- 
tridge, accompanied  by  His  Honor  Mayor  Grace,  will  receive  the  party  at 
Forty-second  Street  in  New  York,  at  quarter  before  four  o'clock  p.m., 
and  escort  it  to  Courtlandt  Street  Ferry;  crossing  which  to  Jersey  City, 
dinner  will  be  served  at  the  Winsor  House.  Sleeping-cars  will  be  taken 
for  Washington  at  half-past  ten  o'clock  p.m. 

XI.  Arriving  at  Washington  early  on  Tuesday  morning,  Oct.  18,  the 
party  will  proceed  to  the  National  Hotel,  where  facilities  for  bathing  will 
be  found,  and  where  breakfast  will  be  served.  At  half-past  ten  o'clock 
line  will  be  formed,  and  our  party  will  be  received  and  escorted  by  the 
Washington  Light  Infantry  Corps,  Col.  William  G.  Moore,  through 
Washington  to  Stevenson's  Wharf,  and  go  on  board  the  steamer  "  Em- 
pire State,"  which  will  have  proceeded  thence  with  baggage,  stores,  and 
catering  force. 

XII.  Proceeding  down  the  Potomac,  passing  Mount  Vernon  and  other 
places  of  historic  interest,  the  steamer  will  arrive,  by  way  of  Chesapeake 
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Bay  and  York  River,  off  Yorktown,  early  on  the  morning  of  Wednesday, 
Oct.  19. 

XIII.  Oct.  19,  the  anniversary  of  the  surrender  of  Lord  Cornwallis 
at  Yorktown,  is  the  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  Corps  under 
the  Colonial  Government  in  1741,  and  also  of  its  reorganization  under 
our  State  Government,  1786. 

XIV.  The  Corps  will  remain  at  Yorktown,  and  take  its  appropriate 
share  in  the  ceremonies  of  the  celebration  dining  Wednesday,  Oct.  19, 
and  Thursday,  Oct.  20. 

XV.  The  '•  Empire  State"  will  anchor  in  the  river  off  Yorktown.  at 
a  convenient  distance  from  the  shore,  with  which  there  will  be  frequent 
communication  by  means  of  a  steam-tender,  the  tug  "  Gipsey." 

XVI.  The  following  hours  of  service  and  roll-calls  will  be  established 
on  board  steamer,  and  maintained  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  our  duties 
ashore: —

XVII.  Owing  to  the  malarial  influences  prevalent  at  this  season,  the 
Surgeon  will  provide  a  sufficient  quantity  of  quinine  to  serve  at  surgeon's 
call,  and  at  such  other  times  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  to  every  person 
on  board  steamer,  which  medicine  every  such  person  is  hereby  recom- 
mended to  take. 

XVIII.  The  dining  cabin  of  the  steamer  will  accommodate  but  half 
the  Corps  at  once.  The  right  and  left  wings  will  alternate  in  precedence 
at  the  tables,  the  right  wing  sitting  down  first  at  the  first  meal  on  board. 
The  musicians  will  take  their  meals  at  the  same  time  as  the  left  wins:. 
The  companies  and  musicians  fall  in  and  march  to  meals  as  in  camp. 
Regulations  concerning  commissary  supplies  will  be  found  in  the  accom- 
panying circular  signed  by  the  Quartermaster. 

XIX.  The  steam-tender,  when  the  Corps  is  on  board  steamer,  will 
make  constant  trips  to  and  from  the  shore,  commencing  when  the  duty  of 
fatigue  is  ended,  and  ceasing  half  an  hour  before  the  hour  of  tattoo,  at 
which  time  every  member  of  the  Corps  is  to  be  on  board.  Xo  soldier  is 
to  leave  the  steamer  without  a  pass,  which  will  be  provided  and  obtained 
in  the  same  form  and  manner  as  in  camp.  Passes  must  be  shown  for 
passage  on  the  steam-tender,  and  will  be  required  to  be  shown  to  Regular 
Army  guards  on  shore. 

XX  A  guard  will  be  maintained  on  board  steamer,  but  this  will  be  so 
arranged  in  short  tours,  and  by  the  detailing  of  supernumeraries,  as  to 
give  every  member  of  the  command  at  least  one  opportunity  to  go  on 
shore  off  duty  while  at  Yorktown. 
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XXI.  The  company  quarters  for  roll-calls  on  board  steamer  will  be 
established  on  the  saloon  deck  as  follows:  Company  C,  forward  on 
starboard  side,  the  right  toward  the  bow;  Company  D,  forward  on  port 
side,  left  toward  the  bow;  Company  A,  aft  on  starboard  side,  left  toward 
the  stern;  Company  B,  on  port  side,  right  toward  the  stern.  The  musi- 
cians will  be  quartered  in  lower  cabin.  The  companies  will  sleep  in  the 
relative  positions  named  above,  upon  mattresses  laid  on  the  deck.  The 
Quartermaster  will  provide  these  mattresses,  also  pillows,  which  will  be 
issued  and  stowed  under  direction  of  the  Quartermaster  Sergeant  at  tattoo 
and  reveille  as  in  camp. 

XXII.  At  tattoo,  after  putting  their  bedding  in  position,  the  men 
will  go  to  the  baggage  racks  for  their  blankets.  At  reveille,  they  will 
put  their  blankets  with  their  baggage  after  stowing  the  bedding. 

XXI IT.  Xo  smoking  will  be  allowed  in  the  enclosed  portion  of  the 
saloon  deck,  in  the  dining-room,  musicians'  quarters,  or  any  portion  of 
the  vessel  below  the  main  deck.  Members  of  the  Corps  are  at  all  times 
to  observe  every  precaution  against  fire  on  board  steamer. 

XXIV.  In  case  of  an  alarm  from  fire  on  board,  the  companies  are  to 
fall  in,  without  arms,  in  their  respective  quarters,  preserve  silence,  and 
wait  for  orders. 

XXV.  The  Quartermaster  will  provide  musket  racks  for  use  on  board 
steamer. 

XXVI.  Knapsacks  and  baggage  on  board  steamer  will  habitually  be 
kept  in  the  baggage  racks  under  the  numbers  corresponding  to  the  bag- 
gage checks  received  by  members.  White  coats  when  not  in  use  will  be 
enclosed  in  the  coat-bags,  and  kept  with  the  baggage.  Undress  coats  and 
caps,  when  not  worn,  to  be  packed  in  the  knapsack;  shako  the  same. 

XXVII.  The  quarters  of  the  officers  of  the  Corps  will  be  in  the  cabin 
aft  on  the  main  deck,  which  space  will  be  respected  by  enlisted  men  the 
same  as  the  space  around  and  in  front  of  officers'  tents  in  camp 

XXVIII.  The  steamer  will  leave  Yorktown  at  five  o'clock  p.m.  on 
Thursday,  Oct.  20.  Members  who  have  passes  on  that  afternoon  must 
take  care  not  to  be  left  at  Yorktown.  The  last  trip  of  the  steam-tender 
from  the  shore  to  the  steamer  will  be  made  at  half-past  four  o'clock  p  m. 
The  steamer  will  proceed  to  Baltimore,  where  the  party  will  take  cars  for 
New  York  at  seven  o'clock  on  Friday  morning,  Oct  21.  Reveille  will 
be  beaten  at  half-past  five  o'clock.  Lunch  will  be  provided  on  the  route 
by  the  Quartermaster. 

XXIX.  On  arriving  in  New  York  the  party  will  be  received  near  the 
Courtlandt  Street  Ferry  at  quarter  past  three  o'clock  p.m.,  by  the 
Seventh  Regiment,  N.G.S.N.Y.,  Col.  Emmons  Clark,  and  escorted  to 
the  armory  of  that  regiment,  where  our  party  will  be  entertained  with  a 
collation,  after  which  there  will  be  an  opportunity  to  view  the  armory 
and  to  enjoy  social  intercourse  with  old  friends. 

XXX.  Leaving  the  Seventh  Regiment  Armory  at  quarter  before  ten 
o'clock  p.m.,  the  party  will  proceed  to  the  Forty-second  Street  station, 
and  take  sleeping  cars  at  twenty  minutes  past  ten  o'clock  for  Worcester. 

XXXI.  Arriving  at  Worcester  on  the  morning  of  Saturday,  Oct  22, 
and  proceeding  to  the  Bay  State  House  for  breakfast,  the  party  will 
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afterward  be  received  at  eleven  o'clock  a  m.  by  the  Worcester  Light 
Infantry,  Capt  Winslow  S.  Lincoln,  and  escorted  to  the  station,  where 
cars  will  be  taken  for  Boston  at  half-past  twelve  o'clock  p  m. 

XXXII.  On  arrival  in  Boston  at  two  o'clock  p.m.,  the  party  will  be 
received  and  escorted  by  the  Fifth  Regiment,  M.V.M.,  Lieut.  Col. 
Leonard  C.  Lane,  commanding.  The  Corps  will  render  its  parting  salute 
to  His  Excellency  and  party  at  the  State  House,  and  then  march  to  its 
Armory  for  dismissal,  which  will  occur  at  about  three  o'clock  p.m.

Quartermaster's  Circular. 

I.  The  following  regulations  concerning  baggage  and  supplies  for  the 
trip  of  the  Corps  to  Yorktown,  Oct.  17  to  22,  will  be  observed. 

II.  Each  officer  and  enlisted  man  will  be  allowed  a  small  valise  or 
hand-bag  for  the  transportation  of  articles  not  carried  in  the  knapsack. 
In  addition  to  such  necessary  articles  as  shirts,  stockings,  handkerchiefs, 
white  gloves,  underclothing,  shaving  materials,  and  an  extra  pair  of  shoes, 
those  members  who  have  a  rubber  blanket  and  an  extra  pair  of  trousers 
are  recommended  to  pack  them.  Each  member  will  also  take  a  woollen 
blanket,  which,  if  it  cannot  be  put  in  his  valise  or  bag,  will  be  closely 
folded,  enclosed  in  the  rubber  blanket,  if  there  is  one,  and  strapped  or 
corded  firmly  to  the  valise  or  bag. 

III.  No  member  will  make  up  his  baggage  into  more  than  one  pack- 
age; and  no  package  when  made  up  will  exceed  the  dimensions  of  twenty- 
four  inches  in  length,  and  nineteen  inches  each  way  on  the  end,  such 
being  the  space  available  for  the  baggage  and  knapsack  of  each  member 
in  the  rack- boxes  described  hereafter. 

IV.  The  Quartermaster  will  provide  printed  tags  bearing  the  name  of 
the  Corps,  the  member's  name  to  be  written  in  the  blank  space,  and  the 
tag  to  be  firmly  secured  by  each  member  to  his  own  baggage. 

V.  All  baggage  will  be  sent  by  the  owners,  on  or  before  Tuesday, 
Oct.  11,  to  No.  47  Hanover  Street,  Room  B,  up  one  flight,  for  transpor- 
tation to  the  steamer  "  Empire  State  "  at  Fall  River.  No  transportation 
for  baggage,  other  than  that  herein  indicated,  will  be  provided.  The 
room  will  be  open  daily  from  nine  o'clock  a.m.  to  nine  o'clock  p.m., 
commencing  Saturday,  Oct.  8.  No  baggage  will  be  received  after  nine 
o'clock  p.m.  on  the  11th  inst. 

VI.  Checks  will  be  given,  duplicates  being  attached  to  the  baggage. 
Each  member  will  retain  his  check  for  the  redemption  of  his  baggage  on 
its  return  to  Boston. 

VII.  In  the  lower  cabin  of  the  steamer  each  member  will  find  his 
baggage  in  rack-box  bearing  a  number  corresponding  to  his  check. 
Access  to  the  baggage  will  not  be  restricted;  but  baggage,  except  the 
blanket  at  night,  must  be  habitually  kept  in  the  rack-boxes. 
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VIII.  Conveniences  for  washing  will  be  found  on  board  steamer  ;  but 
each  member  must  provide  his  own  towels  and  soap. 

IX.  A  commissariat  will  be  established  on  board  the  steamer,  and  the 
same  regulations  will  be  enforced  as  in  camp.  Checks  will  be  provided 
in  various  sums,  to  be  sold  by  the  Quartermaster  as  may  be  desired  by 
the  members  of  the  Corps,  and  guests  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor. 
These  checks  will  be  taken  by  the  commissary  the  same  as  money,  and 
any  check  left  in  possession  of  purchasers,  after  the  trip,  will  be  re- 
deemed. No  supplies,  except  food  served  at  meals,  will  be  furnished 
free  of  cost.  The  Quartermaster  will  provide  a  card  with  schedule  of 
prices. 

X.  Any  member  of  the  party  desiring  meals  for  friends  will  obtain 
tickets  for  the  same  from  the  Quartermaster,  at  a  regular  price  to  be 
established  by  the  caterer:  these  tickets  to  be  paid  for  at  time  of  pur- 
chases. No  meals  will  be  served  to  any  person  outside  of  the  dining- 
room.

General,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  that,  in  obedience  to 
Special  Order  No.  71,  dated  Adjutant  General's  office,  July  7, 
1881,  my  command  encamped  at  Magnolia,  Mass.,  for  five  days, 
as  required  by  law,  from  Aug.  2  to  6  inclusive. 

The  site  of  the  encampment  was  the  same  on  which  this  Corps 
has  annually  encamped  for  nine  successive  years. 

The  custom,  inaugurated  last  year,  of  going  into  camp  on  Mon- 
day, was  followed  this  year.  Leaving  Salem  by  special  train  over 
the  Eastern  Railroad  at  nine  o'clock  a.m.,  we  arrived  upon  the 
field  without  any  delay,  and  by  noon  the  entire  encampment  was 
pitched.  No  routine  duties  were  performed  during  the  remainder 
of  the  da}'  until  dress  parade  at  six  o'clock  p.m. 

The  weather  was  exceptionally  fine  during  the  week ;  only  one 
shower,  and  that  of  short  duration,  occurring. 

This  interfered  somewhat  with  a  battalion  drill  which  was  in 
progress  at  the  time.  All  other  duties  were  full}*  performed. 
Guard  duty  was  kept  up  da}'  and  night,  and  was  very  satisfactory 
in  all  respects. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  reporting  this  as  the  most  successful 
tour  of  camp  duty  my  command  has  ever  held.  My  morning  re- 
ports show  between  80  and  90  men  in  camp  every  day.     Out  of 
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a  total  strength  of  105  enlisted  men,  all  bat  ten  were  present  in 
camp  (hiring  the  week  doing  duty. 

The  health  of  the  men  was  excellent,  and  the  duties  of  Surgeon 
Coggin  light  in  consequence,  as  his  report  to  the  Surgeon  General 
will  show. 

Individual  target  practice  was  performed  during  the  intervals 
between  the  horn's  of  regular  duty. 

On  Thursday  evening,  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  with  }-our- 
self  and  Col.  E.  H.  Haskell,  Assistant  Adjutant  General  of  his 
staff,  arrived,  and  passed  the  night  in  camp,  and  reviewed  the 
Corps  in  the  following  afternoon.  The  annual  inspection  took 
place  in  the  forenoon. 

Camp  was  broken  Saturda}T  noon,  and  the  Corps  arrived  in 
Salem  in  the  afternoon,  and  was  dismissed. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  attributing  a  large  share  of 

the  success  of  this  encampment  to  m}T  officers,  who  ably  seconded 

all  my  efforts,  and  faithfull}*,  promptly  executed  my  orders  and 

suggestions.

General,  —  In  complying  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor 
to  make  a  report  of  the  trip  to  Yorktown,  Va.,  by  this  command. 

In  accordance  with  Special  Order  No.  103,  A.  G.  O.,  dated  Aug. 
31,  1881,  granting  permission  to  this  regiment  to  hold  its  annual 
encampment  at  Yorktown,  Va.,  I  ordered  the  several  companies 
to  assemble  on  Boston  Common  at  one  o'clock  p.m.,  Saturday, 
Oct.  15,  in  full  uniform  and  hcav}'  marching  order.  Brown's 
Brigade  Band,  thirty  pieces,  accompanied  us  on  the  trip.  Quarter- 
master S.  S.  Rankin,  and  First  Lieut.  Joseph  II.  Essam,  Co.  G,  com- 
manding a  detachment  of  ten  enlisted  men,  preceded  the  regiment, 
leaving  Boston,  Oct.  10,  to  prepare  the  camp.  The  regiment 
was  inspected  before  its  departure  by  Adjutant  Gen.  Berry  and 
Major  Sargent,  A.I.G.,  of  the  Second  Brigade.  The  companies 
turned  out  with  unexpectedly  full  ranks,  the  total  strength  of  the 
command  being  33  officers  and  418  enlisted  men.  The  inspection 
was  necessarily  hurried,  as  the  regiment  was  to  take  the  train  at 
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three  o'clock.  After  the  inspection  the  regiment  was  closed  in 
mass,  and  I  said  a  few  words  reminding  the  officers  and  men  that 
they  were  to  remember  while  absent  that  they  were  not  only  gentle- 
men, but  soldiers  and  representatives  of  the  State.  Orders  to  march 
were  immediately  given,  and  the  regiment  passed  through  Beacon, 
Tremont,  Court,  Washington,  and  Summer  Streets,  to  the  station 
of  the  New  York  and  New  England  Railroad.  By  invitation, 
Gen.  Berry  and  Major  Sargent  accompanied  the  regiment  to  the 
station,  marching  with  the  Colonel.  The  streets  along  the  route 
were  cleared  from  curb  to  curb  by  the  police,  giving  an  opportu- 
nity of  seeing  the  command  at  its  best,  by  the  thousands  who 
packed  the  sidewalks,  the  regiment  receiving  a  perfect  ovation  all 
along  the  route.  On  reaching  the  depot  a  special  train  of  one  bag- 
gage and  nine  passenger  cars  was  read}',  —  each  company  having 
one  car;  the  field,  staff,  and  guests,  one.  The  guests  consisted 
of  the  following  gentlemen :  Mr.  Michael  Doherty,  Treasurer,  J. 
A.  Coffey,  Secretary,  of  the  Citizens'  Committee,  who  had  gen- 
erously contributed  and  aided  in  raising  a  fund  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  trip  ;  Col.  P.  T.  Hanley  ;  Major 
Dutton  ;  Quartermaster  D.  G.  McNamara  of  the  old  Ninth  Regi- 
ment Volunteers  ;  Col.  E.  J.  Jones,  Police  Commissioner ;  T.  J. 
Dace}',  Assistant  District  Attorney  ;  E.  L.  Linnehan  of  the  Twenty- 
eighth  Regiment  Massachusetts  Volunteers  ;  E.  B.  Rankin  of  "  The 
Boston  Herald;"  G.  H.  Patch  of  "The  Boston  Globe."  As 
soon  as  the  men  entered  the  cars  they  changed  their  full  dress  uni- 
form for  fatigue  as  ordered.  Capt.  Madigan,  Company  H,  was 
detailed  as  Officer  of  the  Da}-,  and  Lieut.  Boyle,  Company  A,  Offi- 
cer of  the  Guard.  The  word  was  given,  and  amid  the  "  good-by  " 
and  cheers  of  the  crowd  the  train  moved  slowly  out  of  the  depot. 
Allyn's  Point  was  reached  about  eight  p.m.  The  regiment 
marched  at  once  on  board  the  u  City  of  Lawrence,"  and  was  as- 
signed to  quarters  for  the  night.  The  "  City  of  Lawrence"  is  a 
freight-boat  with  small  accommodation  for  catering.  The  food 
was  excellent ;  but  only  about  a  hundred  could  be  seated  at  the 
tables,  and,  as  a  result,  some  of  the  men  were  supperless  until 
near  midnight.  About  one  o'clock  all  was  quiet,  and  nearly  all 
were  asleep,  save  a  few  who  were  rendered  wakeful  by  the  novelty 
to  them  of  a  new  situation.  The  men  were  up  early  to  gaze  upon 
the  picturesque  views  along  the  East  River.  To  prevent  the 
delay  at  supper,  I  ordered  breakfast  as  early  as  5.30  a.m.  Capt. 
L.  J.  Ford  of  Company  E,  Officer  of  the  Day,  kept  the  main 
cabin  clear  so  as  to  allow  the  waiters  a  better  opportunity  to  attend 
to  their  duties.  Every  thing  passed  off  satisfactorily,  and  no  com- 
plaints were   heard.     The   regiment   reached   Jersey  City  at  six 
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o'clock,  Sunday  morning.  Courtesies  were  here  exchanged  with 
His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Staff  of  Vermont,  and  the  bat- 
talion of  Militia  accompanying  them  en  route  to  Yorktown.  A 
special  train  was  in  readiness,  each  company  having  a  car ;  the 
field  staff  and  guests  having  a  Pullman  car  engaged  for  the  trip  at 
$240.  Left  at  nine  o'clock  a.m.,  via  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  and 
reached  West  Philadelphia  about  noon  without  stop.  Resumed  the 
journey  in  ten  minutes,  and  reached  Wilmington,  Del.,  at  one  p.m., 
where  lunch,  consisting  of  sandwiches,  etc.,  furnished  b}r  Lock  & 
Thompson,  was  brought  on  board  the  train.  After  a  sta}-  of  fifteen 
minutes,  again  moved  on,  and  reached  Baltimore  at  2.40  p.m.  Stay- 
ing here  about  fifteen  minutes,  our  band  rendered  several  fine  selec- 
tions, and  broke  the  monotony  of  the  journe}T.  After  cheers  from 
the  citizens  assembled  at  the  depot,  the  train  started  again  on  the 
last  section  of  the  journey  over  the  Baltimore  and  Potomac  Railroad. 
When  about  five  miles  from  Washington  a  valve-yoke  in  the  steam- 
chest  gave  out,  causing  an  hour's  dela}T.  Major  Colgan  and  Pri- 
vate Matthew  Ityan  of  Compan}'  G,  both  machinists,  assisted  the 
engineer  in  disconnecting  the  piston-rod,  and  preparing  the  ma- 
chine to  run  to  Washington,  using  only  one  cylinder.  Finally  an 
engine  was  sent  out  from  Washington,  and  the  train  was  got  in 
motion  at  5.30  p.m. 

Arrived  at  Washington  about  six  o'clock.  The  capital  had  been 
experiencing  two  or  three  da3*s  of  receptions,  before  the  Ninth  was 
landed  at  the  railroad-station  ;  but  the  excitement  evidently  had 
not  cooled  in  the  least,  and  the  colored  people  were  more  than 
ordinarily  demonstrative  when  they  learned  the  regiment  was  from 
Massachusetts.  "  Dese  am  Linkum  sojers  !  "  shouted  one  of  their 
number,  and  the  shout  was  repeated,  "  Linkum  sojers  am  come  !  " 
It  was  dusk  of  evening  when  the  men  left  the  train  ;  but  there  were 
at  least  five  thousand  persons  at  the  depot  who  cheered  as  the  com- 
panies fell  into  line.  The  Union  Veteran  Corps,  Capt.  S.  E.  Thom- 
pson, received  the  regiment  with  proper  honors.  The  Union  Veteran 
Corps  of  Washington  is  composed  of  men  who  served  either  in  the 
army  or  navy  during  the  late  war,  and  my  regiment  felt  very  much 
pleased  in  being  escorted  b}T  a  company  composed  of  such  soldiers. 
The  Veterans  appeared  with  full  ranks,  and  the  passage  up  Penn- 
sjivania  Avenue  was  through  solid  lines  of  spectators  who  cheered 
and  applauded  the  Ninth  continuously  from  the  depot  to  the  Con- 
tinental Hotel,  where  supper  was  prepared.  It  was  nine  o'clock 
before  all  were  served.  After  supper  the  regiment  formed  line  in 
front  of  the  hotel,  which  was  illuminated  by  colored  lights,  and 
b3r  request  drilled  in  the  manual  of  arms.  Every  movement  was 
applauded,  the  citizens  calling  out,  "  That  beats  them  all !  "    I  then 
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gave  the  command,  "  Companies  right  wheel/*  and.  escorted  by 
Capt.  Thomason's  command,  marched  in  column  of  companies 
through  Pennsylvania  Avenue  to  depot.  Colored  lights  were 
burned  all  along  the  route,  and  cheering  continued  until  the  men 
were  aboard  of  the  cars.  With  a  good-by,  the  regiment,  at  10.30 
p.m.,  started  for  Richmond,  Va.  We  had  a  most  disagreeable 
experience  between  Washington  and  York  town  :  the  train  was  de- 
layed at  various  points.  When  at  Hanover  Junction  the  train 
stopped,  and  an  officer  came  on  board  with  inquiry  for  the  com- 
manding officer.  At  once  introducing  myself,  he  wished  to  know 
if  I  had  received  a  telegram  from  Gen.  Fitz  Hugh  Lee.  I  replied 
I  had  not.  He  then  handed  me  the  copy  of  a  despatch  sent  to  me 
at  Washington,  which  I  give  in  full. 

Richmond,  Va  ,  Oct.  16,  1881. 
Commanding  Officer  of  Ninth  Massachusetts  Troops. 

There  will  be  a  parade  and  review  here  to-morrow,  17th,  of  all  troops 
present  by  Gov.  Holliday  and  the  governors  of  several  States.  Gen.  Lee, 
who  is  in  command,  requests  that  you  take  part  in  the  parade  at  ten 
o'clock  to-morrow  a.m. 

(Signed)  J.    P.    ROGERS,  of  the  Staff. 

I  said  I  was  very  sorry  I  could  not  comply  with  Gen.  Lee's 
request,  as  our  time  schedule  required  us  to  proceed  on  to  camp, 
and  we  had  made  no  arrangement  for  the  men  to  breakfast  in  Rich- 
mond ;  further,  that  I  had  sent  a  despatch  to  my  Quartermaster  to 
have  breakfast  ready  at  eight  a.m.  :  it  would  therefore  be  impos- 
sible to  parade  under  the  circumstances.  In  taking  leave  of  me 
he  expressed  sorrow  that  the  regiment  would  not  appear  in  the 
column,  as  there  were  great  expectations  concerning  the  Ninth,  so 
much  had  been  said  about  its  drill.  Had  I  known  the  regiment 
would  be  detained  so  long  in  Richmond,  I  certainly  would  have 
paraded.  Richmond  was  not  reached  till  Monday  morning  at 
6.30  o'clock,  at  which  time  the  regiment  was  expected  to  be  near 
or  at  Yorktown  and  find  breakfast  waiting.  The  men  were  delayed 
at  the  station  in  Richmond  nearly  four  hours.  After  waiting  over 
an  hour  to  see  the  agent  of  the  railroad,  I  learned  that  the  road  was 
not  completed  to  Yorktown.  I  inquired  why  he  had  sent  word  to 
the  agent  of  the  New  York  and  New  England  road,  that  it  was  com- 
pleted. He  answered,  he  expected  it  would  be  on  Saturday,  Oct. 
15,  the  day  the  regiment  left  Boston.  He  further  said,  "  I  will  for- 
ward the  regiment  by  ten  o'clock  ;  if  not,  will  send  them  over  the 
York  River  line,  and  b}r  boat  from  West  Point." 

Our  long  dclaj-  in  Richmond  caused  us  unnecessary  expense  in 
obtaining  something  to  eat,  which  we  proceeded  to  do  as  best  wa 
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could.  The  men  had  to  be  allowed  to  leave  the  cars,  and  provide 
for  themselves,  no  arrangement  being  made  for  breakfast  here,  as 
it  was  understood  we  were  to  be  in  Richmond  but  about  fifteen 
minutes.  Orders  were  then  given  for  the  men  to  report  at  the 
railroad-station  at  nine  o'clock,  —  one  hour  before  the  agent  said 
the  train  would  leave.  At  ten  A..M.  every  man  was  on  board  the 
train,  and  guards  placed  on  each  door  with  instructions  not  to 
allow  an}'  man  to  leave  the  car.  While  in  Richmond  several  of  the 
officers  and  men  visited  Libb}*  Prison,  and  other  places  of  interest. 
I  need  not  here  repeat  what  has  been  reported  concerning  the 
conduct  of  the  regiment ;  but  will  sa}r  that  1  did  not  see  a  single 
act  of  misconduct  by  any  member  of  the  regiment,  except  three 
men  riding  in  a  mule-team,  which  at  the  time  1  did  not  think  was 
very  wrong. 

At  10.20  four  companies  under  command  of  Major  Grady  left 
for  Yorktown,  the  regiment  being  divided  into  three  parts  ;  ours 
was  the  first  passenger  train  over  the  road,  and  the  superintendent 
was  afraid  to  trust  so  heav}*  a  train  as  would  be  required  for  the 
whole  command.  At  10.30,  four  more  companies,  with  Major  Col- 
gan  in  command,  left  the  station,  followed  at  10.45  by  the  field  staff, 
band,  and  guests.  Before  starting  the  agent  said  the  road  was  com- 
pleted ;  but  when  two-thirds  of  the  journe}r  was  finished,  the  train 
stopped  for  about  three  hours,  and  there  was  a  succession  of  stops 
from  that  time  until  we  arrived  at  Williamsburg  at  6.30  p.m.  There 
had  been  no  opportunit}7  to  get  any  thing  to  eat  since  morning,  and 
Williamsburg  was  foraged  b}'  the  men  in  such  a  way  as  to  remind 
the  natives  of  the  scenes  in  the  war  of  the  Rebellion.  Bargains 
were  struck  in  the  stores  and  dwellings,  and  such  food  as  could 
be  obtained  was  bought  and  paid  for. 

Chaplain  Egan  entered  the  Pullman  car  loaded  with  loaves  of 
bread,  canned  meats,  etc.  The  people  turned  out  en  masse  to  sec 
the  first  train  ever  in  Williamsburg.  Some  of  the  colored  people 
took  off  their  hats.  A  Kentucky  battalion  came  up  with  ours  at 
Williamsburg.  Our  band  enlivened  the  occasion  by  playing  a 
variety  of  airs,  including  "My  Maryland,"  "Star-spangled  Ban- 
ner," "Dixie,"  and  "Yankee  Doodle."  The  Kentucky  troops 
were  cheered  loudl}',  and  a  lot  of  plantation  negroes  amused  us  by 
singing  and  dancing.  After  a  delay  of  half  an  hour  the  train 
moved  awa}r  with  "  Good-b\',  Linkum  sojers."  When  within  three 
miles  of  camp,  the  train  stopped  ;  and  not  until  one  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  and  then  by  accident,  did  I  find  that  the  road  was  not 
farther  completed.  I  then  ordered  the  men  out  of  the  cars,  and 
marched  the  regiment  to  camp,  arriving  there  about  three  a.m. 
As  soon  as  possible,  Quartermaster  Rankin  and  the  caterer,  Mr. 
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Folsom,  had  coffee,  bread,  and  cold  meats  ready  for  a  hungry 
command,  as  most  of  the  men  had  nothing  to  eat  since  the}'  left 
Richmond.  I  gave  instructions  for  the  men  to  fill  their  bed-ticks 
with  straw,  and.  rest  a  few  hours  ;  but  all  were  so  eager  to  have 
their  quarters  put  in  shape,  that  at  nine  o'clock  a.m.  the  camp 
was  in  perfect  order,  and  every  thing  in  place.  During  the  fore- 
noon Gen.  Arnold  of  Gen.  Hancock's  staff  complimented  the 
regiment  for  having  its  camp  properlj*  pitched  and  so  well  policed, 
saying  he  knew  Massachusetts  troops  could  pitch  their  own  tents, 
and  keep  their  camp  well  policed.  Our  camp  was  fifth  from  the 
right.  On  our  right  was  the  Connecticut  regiment,  which  did  not 
arrive  in  camp  till  Thursda}',  Oct.  20.  The  Fifth  Marjdand  Regi- 
ment was  on  our  left.  As  soon  as  possible,  accompanied  b}"  my 
Adjutant,  I  reported  at  Gen.  Hancock's  headquarters.  Gen. 
Mitchell,  A.A.G.,  asked  the  number  of  officers  and  men;  when, 
upon  presenting  him  with  the  consolidated  morning  report  of  my 
regiment  in  proper  form,  he  said,  "This  is  the  onl}*  one  I  have 
received."  After  dinner  I  had  battalion  drill,  which  was  witnessed 
\>x  delegations  from  other  regiments.  The  manual,  loading,  and 
firing  were  loudly  applauded. 

I  herewith  attach  a  cop}'  of  instructions  for  the  hours  for  duty. 

GENERAL  HEADQUARTERS, 

In  Camp  at  Yokktowk-,  Va.,  Oct.  15,  1881. 
General  Orders,  No.  2. 

The  following  calls  will  be  sounded  at  these  headquarters,  to  be  re- 
peated at  each  brigade  and  battalion  headquarters,  to  establish  regularity 
and  uniformity  in  the  calls  throughout  the  entire  camp:  — 

Reveille  at  6  00  a.m.,  sick-call  at  6.30  a.m.;  police-call  at  7.00  a.m.; 
guard-mounting,  first  call  at  8.45  a.m.,  assembly  at  9.00  a.m.;  orderly 
call  at  11.45  a.m.;  dinner-call  at  12.00  m.  ;  police-call  at  1.00  p.m.;  re- 
treat at  5.25  p.m.;  first  call  for  retreat  10  minutes  before;  tattoo  at  8.30 
p.m.  ;  first  call  for  tattoo  8.15  p.m.  ;  taps  at  9.00  p.m.

You  will  observe  there  is  no  time  designated  for  battalion  drill ; 
but  during  the  regiment's  staj'  in  camp  I  ordered  battalion  drill  twice 
daily,  and  dress  parade.  All  the  camp  equipage  used  by  us  is  the 
properlj"  of  this  Commonwealth,  except  tent  floors,  and  was  shipped 
from  Boston  by  Baltimore  Steamship  Line  to  Norfolk,  Va.,  thence 
b}'  local  boat  to  Yorktown.  The  detail  under  Lieut.  Essam 
pitched  the  camp,  while  work  of  this  character  for  other  States 
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was  performed  by  the  Regulars.  The  ground  assigned  us  "was 
badly  located,  being  very  uneven  and  covered  with  tall  dry  grass 
and  weeds,  making  it  appear  untidj*,  though  thoroughly  policed 
each  day.  The  parade  ground  in  front  of  the  command  possessed 
the  same  general  features  as  that  occupied  by  the  tents,  in  addition 
to  its  insufficient  width  for  the  proper  formation  of  the  regiment. 
The  space  assigned  for  our  drill  was  covered  by  brush  stubble  from 
four  to  eight  inches  in  height,  rendering  it  exceedingly  difficult  to 
execute  battalion  movements.  We  were  compelled  to  seek  our 
neighbors'  grounds,  when  not  in  use  by  them.  Water  of  ample 
suppl}*  and  good  quality  was  brought  across  the  camp  in  surface 
iron  pipes  laid  from  a  neighboring  creek,  under  the  direction  of 
United  States  Arm}'  officers. 

The  caterer  took  with  him  twenty  servants,  and  provided  one 
mess  for  field,  staff,  and  guests,  and  one  for  the  band  and  com- 
panies. It  may  be  of  interest  to  record  that  our  contract  with  him 
was  at  the  rate  of  $800  per  day;  total  amount  paid  him,  $4,000. 
Our  transportation  account  for  the  regiment  was  $6,000,  and 
freight  $600. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon  the  regiment  was  reviewed  by  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts,  who  was  pleased  to 
highly  compliment  it.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremon}"  and 
drill  which  followed,  the  First  Corps  of  Cadets,  Lieut.  Col. 
Edmands  commanding,  who  escorted  the  Governor  from  the 
steamer  "Empire  State"  to  camp,  heartily  cheered  the  Ninth,  to 
which  the  Ninth  as  heartily  responded.  After  inspecting  the 
quarters,  Gov.  Long  invited  myself,  staff,  and  guests  to  visit  him 
on  board  the  "Empire  State"  in  the  evening.  I  had  the  honor, 
with  several  of  my  officers  and  guests,  to  accept  the  invitation, 
being  welcomed  by  the  Governor  and  his  staff,  and  received 
with  cheers  from  the  Cadets.  We  were  handsomely  entertained  ; 
and,  while  sixty  or  sevent}7  gentlemen  were  seated  around  the 
table,  Gov.  Long  arose,  and  in  a  feeling  manner  congratulated  the 
Ninth  on  the  great  success  attending  their  encampment.  He  said 
he  was  more  than  pleased  with  what  he  had  seen,  and  was  certain 
no  other  organization  could  equal  the  Ninth  in  the  neatness  of  its 
camp  :  certainly  none  were  equal  to  them  in  drill  and  discipline.  I 
responded  briefl}*,  thanking  the  Governor  for  his  kind  words,  and 
saying  if  the  regiment  received  only  the  commendation  of  its 
Commander-in-Chief,  it  would  feel  that  it  had  done  its  duty. 
Gov.  Long  then  proposed  the  health  of  Col.  Strachan  and  the 
Ninth  Massachusetts.  Soon  afterward  small  boats  were  taken  for 
the  shore,  and  the  field,  staff,  and  guests  reached  camp  about  eleven 
o'clock. 
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I  will  here  mention  that,  before  the  review  b}'  the  Governor, 
Private  Borroughs  of  the  New  Jersey  battalion  had  his  hand  blown 
off  by  the  premature  discharge  of  a  cannon.  Surgeon  Fleming 
and  Assistant  Surgeon  Noonan  of  the  Ninth  were  called  upon, 
and  rendered  prompt  assistance,  for  which  Surgeon  Fleming  has 
received  a  very  high  compliment  from  the  Governor  of  New  Jersey. 

General  Orders,  No.  9,  from  headquarters,  directed  all  the  troops 
for  review  next  day  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  Massa- 
chusetts troops  to  form  on  Avenue  B,  head  of  column  on  Rocham- 
beau  Avenue,  and  to  be  in  line  at  nine  o'clock.  The  regiment  was 
in  position  ten  minutes  before  the  hour  ;  officers  and  men  wearing 
standing  collars  and  white  gloves,  each  company  with  sixteen  files 
front.  At  the  appointed  time  the  troops  moved  to  pass  in  review. 
The  march  was  in  column  of  companies ;  and  the  movement  of  the 
head  of  column  was  begun  at  quarter  past  ten  o'clock,  fifteen  min- 
utes late.  A  camp  color  was  established  fifty  yards  from  the  review- 
ing officer,  and  at  that  point  each  command  was  directed  to  carry 
arms.  The  Regulars  were  on  the  right,  then  the  State  troops  fol- 
lowed in  order.  You  will  pardon  me  if  I  quote  from  "  The  Army 
and  Nav}r  Register,"  and  other  papers,  on  the  passage  in  review  of 
this  command:  "The  Massachusetts  Ninth,  a  regiment  of  which 
much  was  expected,  followed  the  Keystone  State.  The  uniform 
of  the  Ninth  is  not  a  very  handsome  one,  the  men  all  wearing  leg- 
gings ;  but  it  looks  serviceable.  Great  skill  in  the  manual  was 
indicated  by  the  manner  in  which  the  whole  regiment  came  to 
1  cany  arms'  in  one  movement,  instead  of  by  companies,  as  in  the 
case  of  other  regiments.  The  companies  marched  very  close,  and 
no  organization  on  the  field  looked  better  fitted  for  military  duty." 

"The  Ninth  Massachusetts  Regiment  followed  next  in  order, 
with  that  jaunt}'  gait  for  which  it  is  everywhere  noted  ;  distances, 
alignments,  set-up,  cadence,  and  manual  were  all  as  perfect  as 
could  be,  and  the  salutes  were  given  properly  and  at  the  proper 
distance.  The  regiment  appeared  to  some  disadvantage  by  being 
in  light  marching  order,  and  having  smaller  companies  than  other 
States  are  allowed.  The  men  looked  well,  and  were  loudly  ap- 
plauded. The  honors  of  marching  la}T  between  New  Jersey,  Mas- 
sachusetts, and  Connecticut.  On  the  whole,  the  Ninth  in  marching, 
manual,  and  every  thing  that  goes  to  make  up  soldiers,  excelled  ; 
the  only  point  against  them  was  the  smallness  of  their  companies, 
compared  with  the  New  Jerse}'  regiment."  After  passing  in 
review,  the  regiment  marched  direct  to  quarters. 

I  went  by  invitation  on  board  the  steamer  "St.  Johns,"  where 
Gen.  Hancock  held  a  levee;  paid  my  respects  to  the  General, 
returned,   and   took  command  at   battalion  drill  on   the   ground 
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whore  the  review  was  held  in  the  forenoon.  Certainly  several 
thousand  troops  witnessed  the  drill  and  firing  with  blank  car- 
tridge. The  applause  which  followed  was  overwhelming,  many 
calling  out  at  the  close,  **  If  3011  don't  get  the  prize,  you  have 
won  it,"  and  such  was  the  verdict  with  all  the  regiments  on 
the  field.  The  regiment  marched  to  quarters,  and  all  waited 
anxiously  to  get  the  order  to  appear  for  drill,  to  compete  for  the 
prize,  —  a  silver  vase  valued  at  one  thousand  dollars.  I  under- 
stood the  prize  was  to  be  awarded  to  the  best  drilled  battalion.  I 
had  made  arrangements  to  leave  camp  after  the  review  by  the 
President ;  but  officers  and  men  desired  me  to  allow  the  regiment 
to  remain  till  Friday,  Oct.  21,  and  wait  for  the  result  of  the  action 
of  the  judges.  I  acceded  to  their  wishes.  About  nine  o'clock, 
Thursday  evening,  taking  the  held,  staff,  and  invited  guests,  pre- 
ceded by  the  band,  I  visited  the  headquarters  of  Gen.  Fitz  Hugh 
Lee,  commanding  the  Virginia  forces.  When  we  reached  his  quar- 
ters we  were  warmly  applauded  by  the  Virginians,  who  were  in 
front  of  the  General's  tent.  Gen.  Lee,  referring  to  a  formal  visit 
which  he  would  make  to  the  camp  of  the  Ninth  on  Friday,  said, 
"  Colonel,  you  have  b}r  long  odds  the  best  drilled  regiment  on  the 
field.  I  don't  say  this  in  flatteiy.  I  ought  to  know  what  good 
drill  is  :  I  have  seen  something  of  it  at  West  Point.  Colonel,  if 
you  haven't  got  the  prize,  3011  have  won  it.  You  are  entitled  to 
it,  and  3*011  deserve  it."  I  mention  this  to  show  the  feeling  in 
favor  of  this  regiment.  After  the  band  had  played  several  selec- 
tions, Gen.  Lee  took  off  his  hat,  and  addressed  us  as  follows: 
"  Men  of  Massachusetts,  I  am  not  going  to  detain  you  at  this  late 
hour  with  a  speech,  but  I  thank  3-011  most  sincere^'  for  this  great 
compliment  which  you  have  paid  me.  Some  3-ears  ago,  on  an 
occasion  similar  to  this,  —  the  anniversaiy  of  your  Bunker  Hill,  — 
I  visited  your  State,  and  passed  up  your  beautiful  harbor  of  Bos- 
ton. I  remember  the  first  welcome  I  had  was  from  a  band  that 
played  '  Auld  Lang  Syne.'  I  at  once  felt  that  I  was  returning  to 
our  common  country,  and  as  a  good  citizen  I  determined  to  use 
all  efforts  to  build  it  up.  I  was  received  with  the  greatest  kind- 
ness and  hospitalit3T  in  your  city.  I  was  accompanying  the  Nor- 
folk Blues,  and  the3r  were  warmly  welcomed  and  entertained  ;  and, 
if  3'ou  ask  the  men  of  that  command  where  thc3*  had  the  best 
time  the3*  enjoyed  since  the  flag  went  down  at  Appomattox,  they 
will  say  they  had  it  in  the  Hub  of  the  United  States.  I  thank 
you  again  for  this  grand  compliment."  Cheers  were  given,  and 
the  band  played  '-Auld  Lang  Syne."  We  next  proceeded  to  the 
headquarters  of  the  Fifth  Maryland,  Col.  Brown,  and  serenaded 
him.  After  playing  several  selections,  and  closing  with  uMy  Mary- 
land," we  left  his  camp  amid  general  expressions  of  pleasure. 
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Friday  morning  I  learned  that  Gen.  Hancock  would  visit  our 
camp,  and  about  ten  a.m.  be  arrived  with  bis  staff.  The  regiment 
was  preparing  to  break  camp  ;  but,  before  Gen.  Hancock  reached 
the  headquarters  square,  every  officer  was  in  front  of  his  tent,  and 
saluted.  The  men,  hearing  of  the  arrival  of  the  General,  were  in 
line  in  front  of  their  tents  in  less  than  two  minutes,  read}'  to  salute. 
Gen.  Hancock  shook  hands  with  me  very  warmly,  and  invited  rny- 
self  and  staff  to  his  headquarters  ;  but  I  begged  to  be  excused, 
as  we  were  to  leave  camp  in  the  afternoon.  I  mentioned  the 
reports  that  were  sent  to  the  press  about  the  regiment.  The 
General  asked  who  had  made  such  reports.  I  replied,  I  read  the 
report  in  "The  New  York  Herald,"  that  he  had  directed  Col. 
Grubb,  the  Field  Officer  of  the  Day,  to  censure  the  regiment 
for  unbecoming  conduct  on  the  morning  of  its  arrival.  ''Nothing 
of  the  kind,"  replied  the  General :  "I  have  not  heard  a  word,  or  re- 
ceived am*  information,  of  any  misdemeanor  or  wrong  by  the  Ninth 
Regiment."  I  mentioned  this  to  Gen.  Hancock,  because  I  wished 
to  know  if  any  report  against  the  regiment  was  made,  and  he 
denied  it.  The  General  and  his  staff  then  rode  away.  About 
noon  the  judges  visited  the  camp,  and  said  they  were  instructed 
to  take  into  consideration  only  the  appearance  of  the  regiments, 
without  any  other  qualifications.  I  replied  that  I  should  like  an 
opportunity  to  drill  against  any  regiment  on  the  field.  They  said 
they  were  limited,  by  the  donors  of  the  vase,  to  merely  the  appear- 
ance. I  then  knew  the  Ninth  would  not  be  the  regiment  to  get 
the  prize,  as  the  New  Jersey  battalion  were  stronger  in  numbers, 
and  their  uniform  was  handsomer,  than  the  Ninth. 

After  dinner  the  regiment  was  in  line  to  leave  Yorktown  for 
home.  First  Lieut.  Essam  and  <ten  men  were  left  to  take  charge  of 
the  State  property,  and  forward  same  by  steamer  to  Boston.  The 
regiment  left  for  Washington  about  2  p.m.,  Friday,  Oct.  21.  Its 
march  through  camp  to  the  cars  was  a  perfect  ovation.  The  men 
were  delighted,  as  they  knew,  outside  of  the  Jersey  troops,  that  all 
others  acknowledged  the  superiority  of  the  Ninth.  While  leaving 
camp,  the  Regulars,  Virginians,  New  York  regiments,  and  others 
of  those  remaining  in  camp,  turned  out  and  cheered,  saying  as  we 
passed  them,  "Never  mind,  boys,  if  you  did  not  get  the  prize, 
you  won  it  fair.  Good-by."  The  march  to  the  cars  was  very 
hard,  on  account  of  the  soft,  dusty  ground.  The  train  moved  away 
from  Yorktown  about  3.30  p.m.,  and  made  very  few  stops  till  it 
arrived  in  Washington,  D.C.,  about  six  o'clock,  Saturday  morning, 
Oct.  22.  Reaching  here,  I  learned  for  the  firstt  ime  of  the  charges 
of  misconduct  in  Richmond  made  against  the  regiment.  My 
intention  was  to  remain  in  Washington  till  11  a.m.  ;  but  when  I 
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read  the  papers  I  was  determined  to  remain  all  day,  and  see  if 
the  regiment  would  do  or  attempt  to  do  in  Washington  what  was 
said  of  it  in  Richmond.  The  Union  Veteran  Corps  had  prepared  a 
lunch  near  the  depot,  and  it  was  very  welcome  to  the  men,  who 
had  eaten  nothing  since  leaving  Yorktown.  I  then,  to  avoid 
delay,  sent  the  Adjutant  to  make  arrangements  for  breakfast  at 
nine  o'clock,  which  he  did  in  three  different  hotels.  The  regiment 
was  divided  in  three  parts,  with  a  field  officer  in  command  of  each, 
and  ordered,  after  taking  breakfast,  to  be  in  line  at  11.30.  At 
that  hour  the  regiment  was  in  line.  After  a  few  movements  in 
the  manual,  I  gave  the  command  to  march,  and  we  passed  up 
Pennsylvania  Avenue  to  the  Arlington  Hotel,  where  the  French 
and  German  visitors  were  quartered.  Passing  the  Treasury  Build- 
ing, the  regiment  was  loudly  cheered.  It  was  shortly  after  re- 
viewed by  Gen.  Grant  at  the  residence  of  Gen.  Beal  on  Sixteenth 
Street.  The  march  past  was  very  good,  and  Gen.  Grant  said  he 
had  seen  nothing  like  it  for  years.  The  regiment  continued  its 
march  to  Vermont  Avenue,  in  front  of  the  Arlington.  The 
street  at  this  point  was  wide,  and  as  smooth  as  a  floor,  and 
throngs  crowded  the  sidewalks  and  steps  of  the  houses,  and  even- 
window  in  the  residences  was  filled  with  ladies.  Upon  the  steps 
of  the  hotel  were  Secretary  Blaine  and  members  of  the  foreign 
legations.  I  then  exercised  the  regiment  in  the  manual,  loading, 
firing,  skirmish  drill,  and  several  battalion  movements,  amid  great 
cheering  from  the  spectators.  While  the  men  were  at  rest,  the 
French  visitors  sent  a  request  that  I  would  have  a  dress  parade. 
I  gladty  acceded  to  their  wishes,  the  men  standing  very  steady 
during  the  ceremony.  After  a  short  rest,  the  regiment  marched 
to  the  depot  to  take  the  train  for  New  York.  During  our  stay  in 
Washington,  not  being  satisfied  with  the  award  of  the  prize  by 
the  judges,  and  hearing  that  the  New  Jerse}T  battalion  would 
arrive  before  the  Ninth  left,  I  sent  a  letter  to  Col.  Grubb  com- 
manding, asking  him  to  meet  the  Ninth  Regiment  in  a  friendly 
drill  in  the  city.  Col.  Grubb's  command  had  not  arrived  at  four 
o'clock  p.m.,  and  I  could  remain  no  longer.  Went  aboard  the 
train,  and  started  for  New  York  at  5.20  p.m.  A  delegation 
of  the  Union  Veteran  Corps  accompanied  us  as  far  as  Wilming- 
ton, Del.,  where  the  men  had  lunch,  waiting  ten  minutes.  Reached 
New  York  about  two  o'clock,  Sunday  morning,  Oct.  23.  Before 
the  baggage,  which  had  to  be  taken  from  Jersey  City  to  New  York, 
was  all  on  board  of  the  boat,  it  was  near  daylight.  The  men 
were  assigned  to  their  quarters  thoroughly  tired  out.  Mattresses 
were  spread  on  the  cabin-floor,  and  all  were  very  soon  asleep. 
The   food   served   on  the   boat  was   plentiful  and  excellent  in 
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quality.  We  had  a  delightful  view  of  the  Sound  by  daylight.  The 
men  enjoyed  themselves  in  various  ways.  The  band  gave  a  con- 
cert under  Mr.  Brown,  which  pleased  all.  Arriving  at  Allyn's 
Point  about  two  p.m.,  it  was  my  intention  to  remain  on  board  the 
boat  till  Monday  morning ;  but  a  despatch  was  placed  in  nvv  hands 
asking  us  to  come  on  to  Boston  as  soon  as  possible,  as  the  First 
Regiment  was  in  waiting  to  escort  us,  also  a  collation  was  ready 
in  Faneuil  Hall  given  by  the  Citj*.  I  called  the  Captains  in  con- 
ference, when  it  was  decided  to  leave  for  Boston  at  once.  The 
Captain  of  the  "  City  of  Lawrence  "  complimented  the  men  highly 
for  general  good  conduct  while  on  board,  saying  he  would  not 
believe  that  militia-men  could  be  so  well  under  discipline  if  he  had 
not  seen  it.  I  thanked  him  for  his  good  opinion  of  my  command. 
Three  cheers  for  the  captain,  steward,  and  all  the  officers  of  the 
steamer,  were  given  by  the  regiment  when  we  took  the  train,  and 
started  for  Boston  at  four  p.m.  Arrived  in  Boston  about  eight 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  where  there  was  an  immense  number  of 
men,  women,  and  children  to  see  the  regiment.  Upon  inarching 
into  the  street,  the  men  were  at  once  questioned  regarding  the  trip. 
With  great  effort  the  police  were  able  to  keep  the  crowd  back  so 
as  to  allow  the  regiment  to  pass  up  Summer  Street.  At  the  depot 
were  seven  companies  of  the  First  Regiment,  Major  Wellington 
commanding,  who  escorted  us  to  Faneuil  Hall,  the  Ninth  being 
greeted  with  cheers  along  the  whole  route.  The  crowd  was  so  great 
that  it  was  with  difficulty  the  regiment  could  gain  an  entrance  to 
the  "  Cradle  of  Liberty."  Arms  were  stacked  in  the  upper  hall, 
and  in  the  lower  hall  an  excellent  collation  was  served.  In  a  neat 
speech  Alderman  O'Brien  welcomed  the  regiment  on  its  return,  to 
which  I  replied  briefly.  After  the  collation  the  men  gave  three 
cheers  for  the  city  of  Boston,  three  more  for  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  and  three  cheers  more  for  the  First  Regiment. 
The  companies  were  then  dismissed  to  their  armories,  and  all  re- 
turned well  pleased  with  their  trip  to  the  South.

MISCELLANEOUS   REPORTS. 

Company*  D,  Fifth  Regiment  Infantry,  M.V.M., 
Boston,  March  10, 1881. 
Major  Gen.  A.  Hun  Berry,  Adjutant  General. 

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  make  report  of  the  excursion  of  my  company  to  "Washington, 
D.C.,  to  take  part  in  the  inaugural  exercises  of  President  James  A.  Garfield,  March  4,  1881. 
The  company,  numbering  one  hundred  and  ten,  including  staff  and  band,  left  Boston  via 
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Albany  Railroad  at  six  o'clock  P.M.,  March  2.  Arrived  in  New  York  next  morning  at  six 
o'clock,  proceeded  thence  by  elevated  railroad  to  Jersey  City  Ferry,  crowed,  and  break- 
fasted. At  half-past  nine  took  train  for  Washington,  arriving  there  at  half-past  eight  p.m., 
in  the  midst  of  a  severe  snowstorm,  the  snow  being  two  Inches  deep  in  the  streets.  Line 
was  formed,  and  under  escort  of  a  reception  committee  marched  to  our  quarters,  the  Wash- 
ington House.  Orders  were  Issued  to  be  ready  at  half-past  nine  A.M.,  next  day,  for  duty  as 
part  of  the  inaugural  procession.  At  ten  o'clock  on  the  4th  the  commander  reported  to  the 
Division  Chief  Marshal,  and  the  company  took  the  place  assigned  it. 

The  procession  did  not  move  for  an  hour  and  a  half,  and  during  this  time  the  men  were 
kept  In  motion  on  their  own  ground  to  keep  warm,  a  very  high  cold  wind  blowing  from  the 
north-west.  At  last  the  inaugural  was  finished,  the  escort  started,  and,  passing  the  White 
House,  saluted  the  President,  and  later  (Jen.  Sherman. 

The  company  received  all  along  the  line  of  march  hearty  applause  from  the  citizens.  On 
Saturday,  the  5th,  at  three  o'clock  p.m.,  the  company  was  presented  in  the  East  Room  of  the 
White  House  to  the  President,  who  made  a  very  complimentary  speech,  which  was  responded 
to  by  the  commander  of  this  company.  The  President  then  shook  hands  with  the  officers, 
6taff,  and  men,  when  the  command  immediately  returned  to  quarters.  We  left  at  eleven 
o'clock  P.M.  on  a  special  train,  which  also  conveyed  the  Ninth  Regiment,  X.G.S.X.Y. 
Arrived  in  New  York  next  morning,  and,  under  escort  of  the  Ninth  Regiment,  marched  to 
the  Armory  of  Company  H,  where  my  command  had  been  invited  to  quarter.  At  eleven 
P.M.,  on  Monday,  7th,  the  company  left  for  Boston  via  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad,  and, 
arriving  home  next  morning,  made  a  parade  through  several  streets  to  the  Armory. 

The  trip  was  thoroughly  enj  )yed,  and  I  express  a  pardonable  pride  in  the  company  as  to 
its  deportment  and  the  manner  in  which  its  duties  were  performed. 

The  military  and  civil  authorities  of  Washington  were  especially  courteous  to  us.

To  Major  Gen.  A.  Hun  Berry,  Adjutant  General  of  Massachusetts. 

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  in  obedience  to  Special  Orders  No.  5,  dated  Adjutant 
General's  Office,  Feb.  4,  18S1,  that  my  command,  agreeably  to  instructions,  assembled  at  the 
Armory  on  Tuesday,  March  1, 1881,  at  three  o'clock  p.m.,  to  attend  the  inauguration  of  James 
A.  Garfield  as  President  of  the  United  States,  at  Washington,  D.C.,  March  4,  1881.  At  3.30 
o'clock  the  First  Sergeant  gave  the  order  "  Fall  in,"  the  roll-call  showing  one  Captain,  one 
First  Lieutenant,  one  Second  Lieutenant,  five  Sergeants,  four  Corporals,  two  musicians,  and 
forty-four  privates  present.  Col.  Melvin  Beal  accompanied  the  company  as  its  guest.  At 
four  o'clock  p.m.  we  left  the  Armory  preceded  by  the  Beehive  Band,  marched  direct  to  the 
Northern  depot,  where  at  4.30  we  took  the  train,  Ha  the  Old  Colony  Railroad,  for  Fall  River, 
where  we  arrived  at  eight  o'clock  P.M.,  and  marched  direct  aboard  the  boat  "  Newport." 

Wednesday,  March  2,  arrived  in  New  York  at  eleven  o'clock  a.m.,  three  hours  late.  At 
1.30  o'clock  P.M.  left  Jersey  City,  and,  without  change  of  cars,  wo  passed  through  Philadel- 
phia at  6.20,  Baltimore  at  9.40,  arriving  In  Washington  at  10.40  p.m.,  where  we  were  met  by 
H.  H.  Parmentcr,  Esq.,  Committee  on  Reception  of  Inaugural  Ceremonies,  and  escorted  to 
the  Imperial  Hotel  by  the  National  Rifles  of  Washington,  D.C.,  with  a  band  from  the 
United  States  Barracks.  The  march  up  Pennsylvania  Avenue  was  attended  by  a  brilliant 
display  of  fireworks,  and  shouts  of  welcome  from  a  vast  throng  of  people. 

Thursday,  the  3d,  invitations  were  early  received  to  visit  the  national  buildings,  Ilaverly's 
Minstrel  Theatre,  and  the  Hon.  William  A.  Russell,  M.C.,  by  whom  we  were  entertained  in 
a  most  hospitable  manner  for  two  hours,  and  by  him  given  passes  to  the  gallery  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  (there  being  a  night  session).  The  courtesies  of  the  day  will  long  be 
remembered. 

Friday,  the  4th,  breakfast  at  nine  o'clock  a.m.,  and  at  10.30  o'clock  were  in  lino  on  lefi  of 
Third  Division,  marched  to  the  Capitol  grounds,  halted  until  after  the  President  was  sworn 
into  office,  when  the  line  of  march  was  taken  up  around  the  Capitol,  through  Pennsylvania 
Avenue  to  the  White  House,  where  the  column  was  reviewed  by  the  President  and  other 
dignitaries.  At  six  o'clock  we  took  the  train  from  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  depot,  homeward 
bound. 
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Saturday,  5th,  arrived  at  Jersey  City  at  4.30  a.m.  Spent  the  day  in  sight-seeing,  and  left 
Now  York  at  rive  o'clock  P.M.  Arriving  at  Fall  River  at  six  o'clock,  Sunday  morning,  we  took 
a  special  train  for  Lowell,  reaching  home  at  ten  o'clock  A.M.  The  success  and  pleasure  of 
our  trip  la  largely  due  to  the  following  named  gentlemen:  Messrs.  F.  S.  Berry  and  Peter 
LawaoD  of  Lowell;  Mr.  H.  EL  Parmenter,  one  of  the  Committee  at  Washington,  D.C.,  of  In- 
augural Ceremonies;  Capt.  J.  O.  P.  Burnside,  commanding  National  Rifles,  Washington, 
D.C. ;  and  to  our  genial  representative  from  this  district,  Hon.  William  A.  Russell.  In  behalf 
of  the  company  I  have  the  honor  to  command,  and  myself,  I  wish  to  thank  these  gentlemen 
for  the  many  courtesies  shown  us.

Sir,  —  In  obedience  to  Special  Orders  No.  15,  current  series,  granting  permission  to 
Company  A,  First  Battalion  Cavalry,  to  leave  the  State  and  pass  through  the  several  States 
and  Province  of  Ontario,  Dominion  of  Canada,  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  New  Orleans,  La., 
and  ordering  the  commander  to  make  a  report  of  the  journey,  I  would  respectfully  state 
that  the  command  left  Boston  Thursday,  Feb.  17,  1881,  at  six  o'clock  p.m.,  via  Boston  and 
Albany  Railroad,  with  three  officers  and  eighty-four  men,  including  staff. 

After  experiencing  a  series  of  delays  on  account  of  snow  and  accident  to  car,  we  reached 
Chicago  five  hours  late,  Feb.  19,  and  were  received  by  the  First  Regiment,  I.N.G.,  and 
escorted  to  the  Palmer  House,  where  a  substantial  dinner  was  provided  by  the  above  organ- 
ization; and,  after  three  hours  of  sight-seeing,  supper  was  kindly  furnished  by  Mr.  Potter 
Palmer,  proprietor  of  the  above-named  house. 

Left  Chicago  at  half-past  eight  p.m.,  same  date,  and  proceeded  without  further  delay  or 
accident. 

At  Hammond,  Feb.  21,  we  were  met  by  a  detail  from  the  Continental  Guards,  where 
breakfast  was  provided,  after  which  proceeded  to  New  Orleans,  arriving  at  11.35  same  day. 
Were  taken  under  escort  by  the  Continental  Guards  to  City  Hall,  where  we  were  presented 
to  the  Mayor,  who  extended  us  the  freedom  of  the  city  during  our  stay. 

A  national  salute  of  thirty-eight  guns  was  in  the  mean  time  being  fired  by  Battery  B, 
Louisiana  Field  Artillery,  Capt.  W.  H.  Beauham  commanding. 

After  a  short  march  to  the  Armory  of  the  Continental  Guards,  where  we  were  formally 
received  by  them,  whose  guests  we  were,  we  were  escorted  to  the  St.  Charles  Hotel,  where 
quarters  had  been  previously  engaged  for  us  during  our  stay. 

Feb.  22,  participated,  dismounted,  in  parade  of  Louisiana  State  Militia,  in  honor  of  Wash- 
ington's birthday,  being  escorted  by  the  Continental  Guards. 

Feb.  28,  acted  as  special  mounted  escort  to  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Carnival. 
Tbe  balance  of  our  stay  being  devoted  to  sight-seeing,  a  trip  to  the  jetties  (by  courtesy 
of  the  city  of  New  Orleans),  receptions  by  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia,  Array  of  Tennes- 
see, Continental  Guards,  and  others. 

On  Wednesday,  March  2,  at  half-past  two  p.m.,  left  New  Orleans  on  the  return  trip  under 
the  most  favorable  auspices,  and  so  continued  until  our  departure  from  Centralia,  111.,  March 
3,  at  8.45  p.m.,  where  a  most  unfortunate  accident  occurred,  resulting  in  the  death  of  Private 
William  Dailey  of  this  command,  whose  remains  were  left  in  charge  of  an  undertaker,  and  a 
detail  of  two  men  who  accompanied  the  remains  to  Boston  the  following  day. 

After  experiencing  still  further  delays  on  account  of  snow,  we  arrived  in  Boston  Sunday, 
March  6,  at  half-past  one  p.m.,  sixteen  hours  late,  and  were  received  by  one  hundred  and 
fifty  tine  members  of  our  organization  in  citizens'  dress,  and  escorted  to  the  Armory,  where 
dinner  was  in  waiting  for  us. 

I  am  pleased  to  state,  that  throughout  the  entire  journey  the  conduct  of  the  men  was 
highly  creditable  to  the  organization  and  the  State,  both  in  regard  to  soldierly  bearing  and 
gentlemanly  deportment,  there  being  no  disorderly  conduct  whatever,  and  nothing  occurring 
to  meet  the  slightest  disapproval  or  requiring  the  least  reprimand.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  a  report  of  the  excursion  of  my  command  to  Port- 
land, Me.,  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  days  of  the  present  month. 
Permission  was  granted  my  command  to  visit  the  Montgomery  Guards,  Company  E,  First 
Regiment  of  Infantry,  Maine  Volunteer  Militia,  by  Special  Orders  No.  5,  A.  O.  O.,  dated  May 
11,  1881.  I  also  received  permission  from  A.  G.  O.  of  Maine,  by  General  Orders  Xo.  17, 
dated  May  11,  to  enter  that  State  with  my  command  armed  and  equipped  as  a  military  body. 
The  Company  was  ordered  to  assemble  in  the  Armory  in  full  State  uniform,  light  marching 
orders,  at  12.30  p.m.  At  one  o'clock  the  company  left  the  Armory  under  my  command,  num- 
bering thirty-six  enlisted  men,  with  First  Lieut.  William  H.  Donovan  and  Second  Lieut. 
Eugene  A.  McCarthy.  We  were  accompanied  by  a  party  of  eight  ladies  and  twenty-three 
honorary  members  of  my  command.  At  1.15  the  company  and  invited  guests  entered  two 
special  cars  at  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  station  where  we  embarked  for  Portland. 
Upon  arrival  of  our  train  at  South  Lawrence  we  were  joined  by  Col.  William  M.  Strachan, 
Major  P.  J.  Grady,  and  Adjutant  David  McGuire,  of  the  Xinth  Regiment,  M.V.M.  We 
arrived  safely  in  Portland  at  five  o'clock,  where  the  Montgomery  Guards,  with  forty-three 
men  rank  and  file  under  command  of  Timothy  C.  Hartnett  were  drawn  up  in  line  to  receive 
us.  They  were  accompanied  by  Chandler's  full  military  band,  twenty-four  pieces.  Having 
exchanged  courtesies  with  the  Portland  Company,  Capt.  Hartnett  assumed  command  of  the 
battalion,  the  ladies  and  honorary  guests  of  our  party  being  placed  in  carriages.  Line  of 
march  was  through  the  principal  streets  of  the  city  to  the  United  States  Hotel,  where  we 
were  quartered  during  our  visit.  All  along  the  line  of  our  march  there  was  great  interest 
manifested  by  the  people.  Many  private  dwellings  were  decorated,  and  the  national  colors 
were  flying  from  all  the  public  buildings  in  the  city.  In  reference  to  the  marching  of  both 
companies,  you  will  permit  me  to  quote  from  one  of  the  leading  papers  of  the  city,  "  The 
Portland  Press,"  as  follows  :  — 

"  The  two  companies  marched  with  great  precision,  showing  admirable  drill;  the  march- 
ing  of  the  visitors  was  especially  commendable  from  the  steadiness  combined  with  grace. 
An  officer  of  the  United  States  Army  high  in  rank  said  as  the  battalion  passed  his  office, '  The 
infantry  have  a  freedom  of  movement,  an  absence  of  all  stiffness,  that  is  admirable.'  After 
a  brief  halt  at  the  hotel,  the  battalion  marched  to  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  station  to  re- 
ceive His  Excellency  Gov.  Plaisted,  who  was  accompanied  by  Adjutant  Gen.  Beal,  Inspector 
Gen.  Lynch,  Surgeon  Gen.  Hitchcock,  Cols.  Stoddard,  Strickland,  Partington,  and  Perkins, 
of  his  staff,  also  Col.  Edward  H.  Haskell  of  Gov.  Long's  staff.  Gov.  Plaisted  was  received 
with  proper  military  honors,  after  which  he  reviewed  the  battalion.  The  companies  were 
dismissed  until  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  when  they  re-assembled  preparatory  to  attend- 
ing the  concert  and  ball  at  City  Hall.  At  8.30  Gov.  Plaisted  and  staff,  Col.  Haskell  of  the 
staff  of  Gov.  Long,  Col.  Brown  and  staff  of  the  First  Maine  Regiment,  Col.  Strachan, 
Major  Grady,  and  Adjutant  McGuire  of  the  Xinth  Regiment,  M.Y.M.,  Adjutant  Best  and 
Lieut.  Roessell  of  the  First  United  States  Artillery,  Lieuts.  Clayton  and  Dunwood  of  the 
United  States  steamer  "Dallas,"  Mayor  Senter  and  members  of  the  City  Government, 
and  the  reception  committee,  marched  into  the  hall  followed  by  both  companies,  each  number- 
ing twenty-six  men,  under  command  of  Capt.  Hartnett.  Line  was  formed,  ranks  opened, 
and  a  salute  given  to  Col.  Brown,  First  Maine  Regiment,  who,  with  his  staff,  Col.  Strachan, 
Major  Grady,  and  Adjutant  McGuire,  reviewed  the  battalion.  After  the  review  my  command 
was  formed  in  line  in  front  of  the  stage,  whilst  the  Montgomery  Guards  took  the  floor  for  an 
exhibition  drill.  Both  companies  were  allowed  twenty  minutes  each  for  drill,  my  company 
following  Immediately  after  the  guards. 

Gov.  Plaisted  and  the  visiting  officers  expressed  themselves  as  greatly  pleased  with  the 
appearance,  soldierly  bearing,  and  proficiency  in  drill  of  both  companies.  At  the  close  of 
the  drill  an  order  of  fourteen  dances  was  enjoyed.  During  Intermission  my  command  was 
entertained  at  a  banquet  at  the  hotel,  at  which  were  present  Gov.  Plaisted  and  visiting  offi- 
cers, Mayor  Senter,  and  members  of  the  City  Government. 

Saturday  morning  at  10.30  the  members  of  my  command  and  invited  guests  were  taken 
in  carriages  to  all  the  points  of  interest  in  Portland  and  vicinity.  At  three  o'clock  p.m.  both 
companies  assembled  at  the  Armory,  and  my  command  was  then  escorted  to  the  railroad- 
station,  where  at  3.30  o'clock  we  embarked  for  home.  Arrived  safely  at  Lawrence  at  seven 
o'clock,  and  were  received  by  Company  M,  Eighth  Regiment,  Capt.  L.  X.  Duchesney,  who 
escorted  us  to  their  Armory,  and  served  an  excellent  collation  to  my  men.     Throughout' OUT 
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stay  in  Portland  we  wore  made  happy  by  the  kind  attention  of  the  citizens,  whilst  it  would 
be  impossible  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Montgomery 
Guards  for  their  kind  courtesy  and  generous  hospitality.  I  am  sure  my  command  has  bene- 
fited by  tbe  experiences  of  the  trip,  which  was  to  us  one  of  profit  as  well  as  pleasure.

Sir,  —I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  trip  of  my  command  to 
Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  upon  Memorial  Day,  May  30,  1881.  The  various  companies  reported  at 
headquarters,  No.  15  Pemberton  Square,  Boston,  in  accordance  with  Regimental  General 
Orders  No.  11,  current  series,  upon  Sunday  afternoon,  May  29,  at  2.30  o'clock;  the  consoli- 
dated report  showing  the  following  numerical  strength  :  —

My  staff  was  augmented  by  the  presence  of  Col.  Edw.  H.  Haskell,  Assistant  Adjutant 
General;  Capt.  Abbott  Lawrence,  jun.,  Aide-de-Camp  Second  Brigade;  and  Lieut.  William 
H.  Jones,  Quartermaster  First  Regiment  Infantry. 

Leaving  Boston  at  3.30  P.M.,  the  command  was  carried  by  special  train  on  the  Boston  and 
Providence  Railroad  to  Stonington,  Conn.,  where  the  steamer  "  Stouington  "  was  taken  for 
New  York. 

Arrived  at  Brooklyn  at  5.30  o'clock  Monday,  a.m.,  landing  the  regiment  at  Jewell's  "Wharf 
(adjoining  Fulton  Ferry),  where  a  committee  of  the  Thirteenth  Regiment,  N.G.S.N.Y.,  were 
in  waiting  to  receive  it. 

Line  of  march  was  immediately  taken  for  the  Armory  of  the  Thirteenth  Regiment,  where 
the  men  were  very  comfortably  quartered  on  the  large  floor  of  the  Armory,  cots  and  blankets 
furnished  by  the  State  of  New  York  being  arranged  in  form  of  company  streets.  The  offi. 
cers  and  guests  were  nicely  quartered  in  the  officers'  and  company  rooms.  Meals  were 
served  by  contrast  with  the  caterers  for  the  Seventh  Regiment,  and  were  of  good  quality 
and  quantity. 

At  nine  o'clock  regimental  line  was  formed  for  the  Decoration  Day  parade.  The  first 
part  of  the  march  was  gone  over  with  fairly,  and  without  any  considerable  loss  of  men;  but 
towards  noun  the  heat,  becoming  more  intense  (97°  in  shade,  125°  in  sun),  thinned  out  our 
ranks  considerably.  The  heat  seemed  to  be  intensified  by  the  asphalt  pavement  over  which 
a  part  of  the  route  of  mirch  lay,  which,  becoming  soft,  apparently  gave  forth  a  heat,  which, 
combined  with  that  of  the  sun,  had  almost  instantaneous  effect  in  disabling  the  men. 
Another  cause  of  loss  was  the  long  halts,  one  of  which,  three-fourths  of  an  hour  in  length, 
was  made  in  the  blazing  sun  at  aboul;  twelve  o'clock  noon,  on  a  street  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
city,  which  had  been  hardly  built  upon,  and  afforded  no  protection  at  all  from  the  sun. 
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So  many  men  becoming  disabled,  the  regiment  and  our  hosts,  the  Thirteenth  Brooklyn, 
were  allowed  to  return  to  quarters. 

This  loss  of  men  was  not  confined  to  the  Fifth  Regiment,  as  the  New  York  and  Brooklyn 
regiments  sustained  losses  equal  to,  if  not  greater  than,  ours. 

At  four  o'clock  p.m.  both  commands  proceeded  to  West  Brighton  Beach,  Coney  Island, 
where  a  hanquet  (at  the  Sea  beach  Palace)  was  tendered  by  the  Thirteenth  Regiment. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Wingatc,  in  the  absence  of  the  Surgeon,  performed  the  double  and 
arduous  duties  falling  to  him  with  marked  ability  and  skill.  At  two  o'clock  p.m.,  Tuesday, 
the  line  of  march,  under  escort  of  the  Thirteenth  Regiment,  was  by  City  Hall  (Brooklyn), 
where  a  marching  salute  was  paid  the  Mayor,  across  Wall-street  Ferry  to  New  York,  up 
Wall  Street  to  Broadway  (review  by  Mayor  Grace  at  City  Hall),  to  East  Twenty-third  Street, 
where  the  steamer  "  Massachusetts "  was  to  be  taken.  Within  fifteen  minutes  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  march  rain  began  to  fall,  and  continued  in  torrents  until  the  boat  was 
reached.  The  marching  of  the  regiment  was  excellent ;  and,  in  passing  in  review,  distances 
and  alignments  were  well-nigh  perfect,  and  rarely,  if  ever,  excelled. 

Embarkation  occurred  at  5.30  p.m.,  and  the  "Massachusetts"  arrived  at  Providence 
Wednesday  morning  at  six  o'clock.  A  special  train  conveyed  the  troops  to  Boston,  where 
we  arrived  at  8.30  o'clock,  Wednesday  morning,  June  1. 

I  enclose  the  report  of  Assistant  Surgeon  Wingate.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  concerning  the  visit  of  the  Fifth 
Regiment  Infantry,  M.V.M.,  to  New  York  on  May  29,  30,  31,  and  June  1,  1881  :  — 

I  left  Boston  with  the  regiment,  consisting  of  about  four  hundred  officers  and  men,  on 
the  afternoon  of  the  29th,  and  arrived  in  Brooklyn  about  five  o'clock  a.m.  on  the  30th,  with 
but  one  man  unfit  for  duty. 

About  six  o'clock  a.m.  we  arrived  at  the  spacious  Armory  of  the  Thirteenth  Regiment, 
N.Gr.S.N.Y.,  where  we  were  very  comfortably  quartered  during  our  stay. 

At  about  nine  o'clock  a.m.  the  regiment  formed  for  a  street  march  in  the  procession  of 
the  day.  The  first  part  of  the  route  was  passed  very  well;  but  at  about  eleven  o'clock  the 
sun  became  intensely  hot,  and  some  twenty  of  the  men  fell  out,  and  five  were  completely 
prostrated  and  were  carried  back  to  the  Armory  in  ambulances.  They  all  soon  recovered 
after  receiving  rest.  Soon  after  the  regiment  returned  to  the  Armory,  three  men  who  had 
been  through  the  whole  march  became  unconscious.  These  cases  were  a  little  peculiar. 
There  was  no  increase  in  temperature,  —  pulse  quick,  small,  and  thready,  —  pupils  normal; 
and  in  two  of  the  cases  there  soon  appeared  quite  severe  convulsive  movements  of  many  of 
the  muscles.  They  were  all  removed  to  a  cool,  quiet  room,  stripped  of  clothing,  ice  applied 
to  the  head,  tincture  of  belladonna  administered  until  the  pupils  and  pulse  responded;  and, 
when  convulsions  came  on,  chloral  hydrate,  bromide  of  potassium,  and  bicarbonate  of  soda 
were  freely  administered.  They  were  all  soon  convalescing.  Assistant  Surgeon  Terhune  of 
the  Thirteenth  Regiment  very  kindly  assisted  me  in  the  care  of  tbese  men.  The  evening  of 
this  day  was  spent  at  Coney  Island,  where  all  seemed  much  refreshed  after  the  hard  march 
of  the  day.  On  my  arrival  at  the  Armory  that  night,  one  man  reported  to  me  with  a  poi- 
soned wound  of  the  hand,  produced  by  an  accident ;  was  doing  well  on  our  home  trip  with  a 
carbolized  lotion  and  rest.  At  noon,  May  31,  all  but  four  or  five  men  reported  for  duty; 
some  of  these  were  ill  the  day  before,  and  were  not  able  to  undertake  the  march  before 
them.  They  were  detailed  to  accompany  the  baggage  to  the  boat.  About  three  o'clock 
p.m.  the  regiment  started  on  a  march  through  some  of  the  streets  of  Brooklyn  and  New 
York  City,  on  the  way  home.  About  half  of  this  march  was  in  the  midst  of  a  drenching  thun- 
der-storm.  Quite  a  number  of  the  men  fell  out,  and  were  taken  up  by  the  ambulances  which 
followed  the  regiment.  None  were  severely  sick.  On  boarding  the  boal  some  live  or  six 
men  reported  to  me.  Two  were  suffering  quite  severely  from  cramp  produced  by  getting 
wet,  etc.  They  were  soon  relieved  by  sulphate  of  morphia  and  sulphate  of  atrophia,  admin- 
istered subcutaneously.     The  others  were  suffering  from  slight  ailments. 
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On  arriving  in  Boston  June  1,  all  were  doing  well,  and  were  as  comfortable  as  could  well 
be  expected  after  being  subjected  to  such  severe  weather.

General, —  In  accordance  with  Special  Orders  No.  15,  A.  G.  O.,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  report  of  the  excursion  of  my  command  to  New  Orleans,  La.,  in  Feb- 
ruary last :  — 

Arrangements  were  completed  for  transportation  via  Boston  and  Albany,  New  York 
Central,  Great  Western  and  Michigan  Central,  Illinois  Central,  and  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  and 
New  Orleans  Railroad;  with  special  sleeping-cars  for  our  comfort,  and  meals  provided  on 
dining-cars  and  at  the  different  stations  on  the  route. 

The  company  left  Boston  Thursday,  17th,  at  six  o'clock  p.m.,  numbering  fifty-five  officers 
and  men,  and  arrived  in  Chicago  the  19th,  about  six  hours  behind  time.  We  were  received, 
and  entertained  with  a  banquet  at  the  Palmer  House,  by  the  First  Regiment,  I.N.G.,  Col. 
Edgar  D.  Swain  commanding. 

We  left  Chicago  at  eight  o'clock  p.m.,  the  19th;  and  at  Magnolia,  some  forty  miles  from 
New  Orleans,  on  the  morning  of  the  21st,  we  were  met  by  a  detachment  of  the  Continental 
Guards,  with  Capt.  William  Pierce  in  command.  After  partaking  of  a  bounteous  collation 
our  journey  was  resumed;  and  we  entered  the  Crescent  City  about  twelve  o'clock,  receiving 
a  salute  of  thirty-two  guns  from  Battery  B,  First  Louisiana  Field  Artillery,  Capt.  William  H. 
Beauham.  Under  escort  of  the  Continental  Guards  (our  hosts  during  our  stay  in  New 
Orleans)  we  proceeded  to  the  City  Hall,  receiving  a  warm  reception  from  the  dense  crowd 
assembled  in  the  streets.  Capt.  Pierce  introduced  the  visiting  troops,  and  His  Honor  Mayor* 
Shakspeare  welcomed  us  in  a  few  well-chosen  remarks,  closing  by  commending  us  to  the 
Continentals,  "a  company  of  citizen  soldiery  like  yourselves,  who  will,  I  know,  show  you 
that  great  courtesy  which  is  your  due."  Col.  W.  A.  Strong,  Secretary  of  State,  then  intro- 
duced Alderman  Lucius  Slade  of  Boston,  who  made  a  fitting  response,  and  presented  to  the 
ladies  of  New  Orleans  a  beautiful  bouquet  of  flowers  from  the  ladies  of  Boston,  which  was 
received  by  City  Attorney  Buck. 

Marching  to  the  Continentals'  Armory  on  Camp  Street,  we  were  welcomed  in  their  behalf 
by  Capt.  Pierce,  and  invited  to  partake  of  a  bountiful  collation,  after  which  we  were  es- 
corted to  the  St.  Charles  Hotel.  Previous  to  dismissing  the  company  we  were  presented 
with  a  set  of  resolutions  beautifully  engrossed  on  satin,  in  behalf  of  the  Louisiana  division, 
Army  of  the  Tennessee,  by  Capt.  John  Augustan,  Vice-President. 

In  the  evening  a  reception  was  tendered  us  at  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  by  the  Louisiana  division, 
Army  of  Northern  Virginia.  In  his  speech  of  welcome  President  John  B.  Richardson  said 
that  they  were  bonded  together  by  principles  of  benevolence,  charity,  and  good-will  to  all 
and  desired  to  be  among  the  first  to  tender  to  the  Boston  troops  a  soldier's  hand,  and  to 
drink  "out  of  the  same  canteen."  This  was  the  first  occasion  that  their  door6  were  thrown 
open  to  any  outside  of  their  order,  and  we  felt  highly  honored.  At  a  late  hour  we  departed, 
wearing  on  our  breasts  their  badge  as  a  souvenir  of  the  occasion.  Tuesday,  the  22d,  upon 
reporting  at  the  Continentals'  Armory,  we  were  presented  with  a  set  of  guidons,  made  of  blue 
silk  with  the  pelican  in  the  centre,  and  the  letters  C.  G.  worked  in  silver  thread.  William 
H.  Perry,  in  behalf  of  the  Boss  of  the  Phunny  Phorty  Phellows,  conferred  upon  the  company 
the  title  of  "  Mikados  of  the  Hub." 

The  City  Hall  was  then  visited,  and  the  ceremony  of  presenting  the  banner  from  the  city 
of  Boston  to  the  city  of  New  Orleans  performed,  after  which  we  participated  in  the  grand 
parade,  and  subsequently  by  invitation  of  the  First  Regiment  Louisiana  Field  Artillery  joined 
them  in  their  annual  dinner. 

In  the  evening  we  attended  the  Continental  Guards'  Annual  Ball  at  Exposition  Hall.  It 
was  a  grand  affair,  and  brought  together  the  iltte  of  the  Crescent  City. 

Wednesday,  23d,  was  passed  in  visiting  the  several  places  of  interest,  and  the  French 
Opera  House,  where  "  Aida"  was  given  for  our  especial  benefit  in  the  evening. 

Thursday,  24th,  we  called  upon  His  Excellency  Gov.  Wiltz  at  the  State  [louse,  who  re- 
ceived us  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  and  bid  us  a  cordial  welcome,  referring  to  the  good-will 
existing  between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and  spoke  of  the  kindness 
of  the  Bostonians  when  the  Crescent  City  was  in  distress,  and  the  assistance  rendered  during 
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the  overflow  of  1874  and  the  epidemic  of  1878.  Tn  the  evening  we  witnessed  the  first  of  the 
many  processions  of  the  carnival  season,  the  Parade  of  the  Knights  Momus,  and  attended 
the  ball  of  KiiiL?  Momus  at  the  French  Opera  House. 

Friday,  25th,  at  eight  o'clock  a.m.,  we  reported  on  board  the  steamer  "  John  W.  Cameron," 
for  the  purpose  of  visiting  the  jetties,  under  the  auspices  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans.  The 
day  was  beautiful,  and  the  sail  down  the  river  very  fine.  A  landing  was  made  at  Scarsdale, 
and  a  short  time  spent  in  looking  over  the  estate  of  Hon.  II.  l\  Kernochan. 

Arriving  at  the  jetties  about  two  o'clock,  and  passing  beyond  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
we  returned  to  Eadsport,  where  another  opportunity  was  given  us  to  inspect,  and  secure 
trophies.  On  the  return  trip  a  splendid  banquet  was  served  in  the  cabin,  where  speeches 
were  in  order  and  assisted  in  passing  the  late  hours,  for  we  did  not  arrive  at  the  landing  till 
midnight. 

Saturday,  26th,  in  the  forenoon,  the  company  visited  Greenwood  Cemetery,  and  decorated 
the  soldiers'  monument  erected  by  the  Ladies'  Benevolent  Association.  "The  Xew  Orleans 
Picayune," In  commenting  on  this  incident,  said,  "This  act  on  the  part  of  the  Cadets  was 
entirely  unexpected,  even  by  their  hosts  the  Continental  Guards,  the  matter  having  been 
kept  a  profound  secret.  It  was  a  ceremony  conceived  in  the  spirit  of  amity,  and  performed 
with  imposing  dignity.  The  grave  of  Dr.  John  M.  Cullen,  formerly  Surgeon  of  the  Conti- 
nentals, was  similarly  decorated." 

In  the  evening  we  accompanied  the  Continentals  to  the  Spanish  Fort.  This  beautiful 
summer  resort,  situated  on  the  lake  border,  had  been  selected  as  the  most  suitable  place  for 
the  banqueting  of  their  Boston  friends;  and  right  well  did  they  show  us  their  true  Southern 
hospitality  on  this  occasion. 

Sunday,  27th,  was  spent  in  visiting  friends,  and  accepting  previous  invitations  to  private 
dinner-parties.  Monday,  28th,  found  the  company  on  board  the  steamer  "  Ed  Richardson," 
bound  down  the  river  to  receive  His  Majesty  "  Rex  "  and  suite.  This  was  done  in  a  short 
time,  and  as  the  steamer  started  for  the  city  the  roar  of  artillery  and  the  screams  from  the 
bevy  of  tugs  announced  the  arrival  of  the  King.  The  United  States  steamers  manned  yards, 
and  others  showed  their  allegiance  by  a  profuse  display  of  bunting.  After  landing,  the  pro- 
cession, consisting  of  the  First  and  Second  Brigade  National  Guards  of  Louisiana,  and  visit- 
ing military,  with  the  National  Lancers  (mounted)  as  special  escort,  and  the  Cadets  as  guard 
of  honor  to  His  Majesty,  moved  through  some  of  the  principal  streets  to  the  City  Hall,  where 
His  Honor  the  Mayor  presented"  Rex  "  with  the  keys  of  the  metropolis,  thence  to  the  Grand 
Opera  House,  where  the  good  King  received  his  loyal  subjects. 

The  officers  of  the  National  Guard  entertained  their  friends  in  the  evening  at  the  Me- 
chanics' Institute. 

Tuesday,  March  1,  was  a  great  day,  and  the  Crescent  City  presented  a  remarkable  ap- 
pearance. Every  available  point  of  observation  was  occupied,  and  fully  two  hundred  thou- 
sand people  assembled  along  the  route  selected  for  the  Rex  pageant,  the  Independent  Order 
of  Moons,  and  the  Phunny  Phorty  Phellows.  The  "  Boss  "  of  the  latter  organization  halted 
in  front  of  the  Continentals' Armory,  and  presented  us  with  a  beautiful  Rex  flag  of  silk, 
fringed  with  gold  lace  and  inscribed  with  insignias  of  their  order. 

In  the  evening  another  pageant  appeared,  —  The  "  Mystic  Krew  of  Comus,"  —  and,  after 
parading  the  streets,  repaired  to  the  French  Opera  House  where  King  Comus  received. 
Rex  held  forth  at  the  Carnival  Palace,  the  Phunny  Phorty  Phellows  at  the  Old  Drury,  and 
others  at  Academy  of  Music,  Odd  Fellows'  Hall,  and  Greenwold  Hall;  all  of  which  were 
visited,  it  being  our  last  night  in  the  Crescent  City. 

Wednesday,  the  2d  of  March,  we  left  quarters  in  heavy  marching  order.  Proceeding  to 
the  Continentals'  Armory,  we  were  presented  with  beautiful  floral  tributes  by  the  ladies, 
after  which  we  were  escorted  to  the  cars  by  the  Continentals,  and  took  our  departure  amid 
enthusiastic  cheers  and  hearty  wishes  of  our  friends  for  our  safe  journey;  Battery  B  again 
saluting  us  as  we  passed  the  city  limits. 

We  returned  by  the  same  route,  changing  cars  at  Chicago,  and  obtained  our  meals  at  the 
same  relative  station.  Very  little  of  importance  transpired,  with  the  exception  of  the  sad 
accident  at  Centralia,  causing  the  death  of  Private  William  Dailey  of  the  Lancers. 

We  were  to  reach  home  Saturday  evening,  the  5th;  but  the  severe  storms  prevented  our 
arrival  in  Boston  until  Sunday  noon,  the  6th  March.  We  were  met  at  the  depot  by  anxious 
friends,  and,  at  once  boarding  horse-cars,  we  were  soon  at  the  armory,  and  the  company  dis- 
missed. 

A  grand  reception  which  had  been  arranged  for  us  on  our  arrival  took  place  at  the  armory 
Monday  evening,  attended  by  some  two  hundred  of  our  past  and  civil  members.  Thus  ended 
one  of  the  grandest  of  the  many  excursions  of  Company  A,  which,  aside  from  being  one  of 
pleasure,  we  trust  has  been  productive  of  much  good  and  in  bringing  about  a  much  better 
feeling  between  the  two  sections  of  the  country. 
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The  hospitality,  generosity,  and  courtesies  we  received  from  the  Continental  Guards  and 
the  people  of  New  Orleans  will  ever  remain  impressed  in  the  hearts  of  all  who  participated.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  journey  of  this  company  to 
Cleveland,  O.,  to  participate  in  the  obsequies  of  our  lamented  President,  James  A.  Garfield, 
Sept.  26,  1881 :  — 

The  company  met  at  the  Armory  at  half-past  four  p.m.  on  Saturday,  24th  of  September, 
in  full  State  uniform  and  heavy  marching  order,  formed  line  at  5.4o,  forty-nine  men  and 
three  officers  present,  and  marched  to  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad.  Taking  the  six 
o'clock  train,  we  arrived  at  Cleveland  at  half-past  eight  o'clock,  Sunday  evening,  after  a  pleas- 
ant and  quiet  ride  of  one  night  and  day.  A  detachment  of  the  Cleveland  Grays  received  and 
escorted  us  to  the  White  Sewing-Machine  Company's  rooms,  which  the  company  had  kindly 
placed  at  our  disposal  as  headquarters  while  in  the  city.  Without  delay  I  reported  to  the 
Mayor  of  the  city,  and  the  Chief  Marshal,  for  orders,  informing  them  that  we  had  come  to 
represent  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  They  both  expressed  gratification  for  our  presence, 
and  said  the  company  deserved  great  credit  for  coming  such  a  distance,  as  no  other  com- 
pany had  travelled  so  far.  Printed  orders  were  then  placed  in  my  hands  to  report  next 
morning  at  nine  o'clock;  the  right  of  the  line  being  assigned  to  my  company,  an  honor  whieh 
I  did  not  expect,  but  which,  as  I  informed  all  the  officials,  was  very  much  appreciated  not 
only  by  my  command,  but  by  Gov.  Long,  and  all  citizens  of  Massachusetts. 

At  the  hour  appointed  on  the  26th,  I  reported  to  the  Chief  of  the  First  Division. 

The  Silver  Gray  Band,  assigned  to  my  command  for  the  day,  deserves  special  commenda- 
tion. 

The  procession  started  at  ten  o'clock  for  the  cemetery  six  miles  distant,  and,  though  a 
very  warm  day,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  not  one  of  my  men  left  the  ranks  during  the 
march.  Arriving  at  the  end  of  the  route  it'began  to  rain  very  hard;  but,  as  the  catafalque 
was  in  the  seventh  division,  I  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  place  my  men  under  cover  until 
its  arrival  two  hours  later. 

Soon  after  the  mourners  had  passed  our  front  on  their  return  from  the  cemetery,  we 
started  at  once  for  our  quarters,  and  during  this  march  the  applause  from  military  and  citi- 
zens who  lined  the  avenue  the  whole  distance  was  well-nigh  continuous. 

Reached  our  quarters  at  eight  o'clock  p.m.,  tired  and  hungry,  having  had  nothing  to  eat 
since  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning;  but  every  officer  and  man  was  proud  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  company  had  performed  the  day's  duty. 

During  the  evening  I  visited  the  City  Hall  to  pay  my  respects  to  the  Mayor,  also  to  thank 
him  and  other  officials  for  courtesies  received. 

Monday  morning  at  eight  o'clock  we  took  the  cars  en  route  for  home,  and,  after  another 
pleasant  and  quiet  ride  of  one  day  and  night,  arrived  in  Boston  at  nine  o'clock,  Wednesday, 
marching  at  once  to  the  Armory,  and  was  then  dismissed. 

In  closing  this  report,  allow  me  to  say  that  Massachusetts  was  complimented  for  being 
represented  on  this  sad  occasion,  and  that  my  command  in  its  deportment  fully  realized  its 
representative  character.

Sir,  —  In  accordance  with  Special  Orders  No.  127,  A.  G.  O.,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  following  report  of  the  visit  of  my  company  to  Auburn,  Me. :  The  company  assembled 
at  the  Armory  on  the  morning  of  Nov.  24,  in  full  company  uniform,  with  knapsacks  and  over- 
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coats  strapped  on  top;  three  officers,  one  musician,  and  thirty-six  privates  reporting  for 
duty,  —  a  total  of  forty-nine.  Accompanied  by  the  National  Brass  Band  of  Lynn,  we  marched 
to  depot,  and  took  the  7.57  o'clock  train.  We  had  with  us  guests,  Major  Francia  A.  Osgood, 
Quartermaster  Kitz  \V.  Perkins,  Capt.  Stuart  F.  MeClearn,  Company  C,  Lieut.  J.  Frank 
Pool,  Company  I,  and  Lieut.  Charles  II.  Marsden  of  Company  K,  all  of  the  Eighth  Regiment; 
Hon.  Henry  B.  Lovoring,  Mayor  of  Lynn,  past  officers  and  friends  of  the  company,  and 
five  ladies,  —  a  total  of  ninety-four.  Arriving  at  Auburn,  Me.,  at  two  o'clock  P.M.,  we  were 
received  at  the  depot  by  the  Auburn  Light  Infantry,  Company  C,  First  Maine  Regiment, 
Capt.  Frank  P.  Merrill  commanding,  accompanied  by  Glover's  Brass  Band  of  Auburn. 
After  the  usual  ceremonies  we  were  escorted  to  the  De  Witt  House,  Lewiston.  At  7.30  o'clock 
p.m.  a  promenade  concert  was  given,  the  bands  alternating,  after  which  both  companies  gave 
exhibition  drills,  Company  D  first  doing  the  setting  up  drill  with  the  full  company;  then 
Company  C,  with  twenty-five  men  and  guides,  executed  the  manual  of  arms  and  several 
company  movements;  after  which  Company  D,  with  thirty-two  men  with  guides  and  file 
closers,  executed  the  manual  of  arms,  including  loading  and  firing,  company  movements, 
doing  nearly  all  the  changes  laid  down  in  the  school  of  the  company.  Dancing  commenced 
at  about  ten  o'clock.  During  the  next  forenoon  the  visiting  officers  and  ladies  were  taken 
in  carriages,  and  shown  the  principal  points  of  interest  in  the  two  cities;  and  at  10.45  o'clock 
line  was  formed,  and  we  were  escorted  by  Company  C  to  the  Auburn  depot,  where  the  train 
was  taken  for  Lynn  at  11.15.  On  our  arrival  we  were  met  by  the  Wooldredge  Cadets,  Com- 
pany I,  Eighth  M.V.M.,  and  escorted  to  its  Armory,  where  a  collation  had  been  provided  for 
us  by  the  members  of  that  company.  The  trip  was  a  very  pleasant  one,  and  nothing  was 
left  undone  by  the  officers  and  members  of  Company  C,  the  officers  of  the  First  Maine  Regi- 
ment, or  the  citizens  of  Auburn  and  Lewiston,  that  could  in  any  way  conduce  to  onr  comfort 
and  pleasure.

General  Orders,  No.  1. 

I.  The  attention  of  all  officers  intrusted  with  military  property 
is  particularly  called  to  Art.  XI.,  sects.  70-83,  Militia  Law. 

The  December  property  returns  show  excessive  losses  in  many 
organizations,  and  officers  are  hereby  notified  that  hereafter  certifi- 
cates must  cover  fully,  and  by  satisfactory  reasons,  any  losses  or 
expenditures.  Particular  care  must  be  taken  regarding  the  loss 
or  exchange  of  guns,  and  Captains  will  verify  them  by  frequent 
checking  of  the  United  States  numbers,  and  immediately  report  to 
this  office  any  changes  which  may  occur. 

Officers  receipting  for  property  will  be  held  to  a  strict  responsi- 
bility for  all  articles  for  which  they  sign,  and  they  must  not 
receipt  for  any  thing  not  actually  received,  or  for  which  they  are 
not  prepared  to  account,  and  accept  the  responsibility.  Property 
must  be  kept  in  the  armories,  as  required  by  sects.  75  and  76  of 
the  Militia  Law.  Such  excuses  for  loss  as,  "  in  possession  of  men 
discharged"  or  "left  the  State,"  or  "lost  and  cannot  be  found," 
will  not  be  accepted. 

Officers  will  not  bear  on  their  returns  property  not  actually  on 
hand,  as  such  a  course  allows  losses  to  accumulate,  and  the  returns 
will  not,  as  the}T  should,  show  the  exact  condition  of  the  equipment 
of  organizations. 

Regimental  commanders  will  at  once  see  that  all  arms  and  equip- 
ments are  marked  as  required  by  Art.  VIII.,  Regulations  M.V.M. 

The  names  of  men  will  not  be  marked  on  uniforms  or  knapsacks  ; 
but  the  articles  will  be  numbered  and  marked  with  the  company 
letter. 

II.  General  Orders  No.  2,  A.  G.  O.,  series  of  1880,  is  hereby 
modified  as  follows  :  — 

a.  It  will  not  be  required  that  a  majority  of  the  company  shall 
be  present  at  each  of  the  armory  drills  (Par.  I.),  or  at  each  occa- 
sion of  company  practice  (Par.  II.)  ;  but  the  majority  of  the  men 
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must  have  had  the  required  six  hours  of  armory  practice,  or  have 
participated  in  company  practice,  before  the  company  will  be  con- 
sidered as  qualified  to  draw  the  prescribed  amounts  of  ammunition. 

b.  The  year  for  rifle  practice  is  considered  as  beginning  Nov.  1  ; 
and  armory  practice  in  November  and  December,  1880,  can  be 
counted  and  returned  as  applying  to  the  current  year. 

c.  In  issuing  ammunition,  there  will  be  deducted  from  the  allow- 
ance for  the  current  }'ear  the  quantity  which  the  company  had  on 
hand  Dec.  1,  1880,  as  shown  b}T  the  property  returns  of  that  date. 

d.  Mileage  will  be  allowed  for  two  tours  of  company  practice  to 
and  from  any  approved  range  where  the  distance  does  not  exceed 
that  to  and  from  the  State  Camp-Ground.  Application  for  the  use 
of  such  approved  ranges  must  be  made  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  Par.  2,293,  Regulations  M.V.M.,  stating  the  date  on  which 
practice  is  to  take  place.

Charge  I.  —  "  Conduct  prejudicial  to  good  order  and  military 
discipline." 

Specification  I. —  "In  this:  that  William  J.  Cambridge,  Com- 
pany A,  First  Regiment  Infantry,  M.V.M. ,  did  knowingly  and  wil- 
fully misappropriate  and  appl}'  to  his  own  use  the  sum  of  twenty- 
one  dollars,  the  said  twenty-one  dollars  being  a  part  of  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars  received  by  him  from  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  be  used  in  paying  the  rent  of  the  Armory  of  Compan}' 
A,  First  Regiment  Infantry,  the  whole  of  which  sum,  viz.,  one 
hundred  and  thirt}--one  dollars,  should  have  been  given  to  First 
Lieut.  John  B.  McKay,  in  accordance  with  a  unanimous  vote  of 
the  company." 

-  Specification  II. — "  In  this  :  that  the  said  Capt.  William  J.  Cam- 
bridge did  knowingly  and  wilfully  misappropriate  and  apply  to  his 
own  use  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars  and  four- 
teen cents,  being  a  part  of  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  ninet}*- 
three  dollars  and  fourteen  cents,  received  by  him  from  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  for  duty  performed  by  a  detachment  from  the  said 
Company  A  at  South  Framingham,  Saturday,  Sept.  11,  1880  ;  and 
by  the  company,  Monday,  Tuesda}^,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and 
Saturday,  Sept.  13,  14,  15,  16,  and  18  ;  and  by  the  company  at 
Boston,  Friday,  Sept.  17,  1880." 

Charge  II.  —  "  Absence  from  drill,  and  neglect  of  duty." 

Specification  I.  —  "  In  this  :  that  Capt.  William  J.  Cambridge, 
Company  A,  First  Regiment  Infantry,  not  being  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  necessity,  has  not  since  on  or  about  the  eigh- 
teenth day  of  September,  1880,  attended  but  one  of  the  regular 
drills  of  the  compan}-." 

Specification  II.  —  "  In  this  :  that  Capt.  William  J.  Cambridge, 
Company  A,  First  Regiment  Infantry,  has  not,  since  Nov.  18, 
1880,  attended  to  his  duties  as  commanding  officer  of  Company

To  which  charges  and  specifications  no  plea  was  entered,  the 
accused  failing  to  appear,  though  duly  summoned,  as  shown  by 
the  records  of  the  Court. 

The  Judge  Advocate  "advised  the  Court  that  the  second  speci- 
fication of  the  second  charge  is  insufficient,  being  vague  and  gen- 
eral, and  not  sufficient^  specific;"  and  thereupon  the  same  was 
quashed  and  dismissed. 
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Finding. 

The  Court  then  proceeded  to  take  testimony  in  the  case,  and, 
having  maturely  considered  the  evidence  adduced,  finds  the  ac- 
cused, Capt.  William  J.  Cambridge,  Company  A,  First  Regiment 
Infantry,  M.V.M.,  as  follows  :  —

To  the  Second  Specification,  "Guilt}'  —  of  knowingly  and  wil- 
fully misappropriating  and  applying  to  his  own  use  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents,  as 
charged  in  said  specification." 

To  the  Charge,  "  Guilty." 

Charge  II. 

To  the  First  Specification,  "  Guilt}'." 
To  the  Charge,  "  Guilty." 

Sentence. 

And  the  Court  does  therefore  sentence  him,  Capt.  William  J. 
Cambridge,  Company  A,  First  Regiment  Infantiy,  M.V.M.,  To  be 
dishonorably  discharged,  and  disqualified  from  again  holding  office 
in  the  Militia. 

II.  The  proceedings  of  the  Court  having  by  the  Judge  Advo- 
cate General  been  declared  to  "  appear  to  be  substantially  correct, 
and  the  findings  in  accordance  with  law,"  were  submitted  by  the 
Adjutant  General  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Commander- 
in-Chief,  whose  orders  thereon  are  as  follows  :  —

I.  The  Annual  Encampments  of  the  First  and  Second  Brigades, 
Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia,  for  the  year  1881,  will  be  held 
as  follows,  and  the  troops  composing  the  several  organizations  of 
same  will  go  into  camp  for  five  days  at  the  State  Camp-Ground, 
as  herein  directed  :  — 

Second  Brigade,  Brig.  Gen.  Eben  Sutton,  Sept.  6. 
First  Brigade,  Brig.  Gen.  Hobart  Moore,  Sept.  20. 

II.  Brigade  commanders  are  hereb}T  ordered  to  assume  control 
of  the  State  Camp-Grounds  (excepting  the  Arsenal  and  buildings 
immediately  adjoining),  on  the  day  prior  to  the  encampment  of 
their  respective  commands ;  and  all  officers  and  soldiers  are 
directed  to  conform  to  the  regulations  which  shall  be  made  by 
brigade  commanders  in  pursuance  of  this  order. 

III.  In  addition  to  the  camping  parties  provided  for  in  Pars. 
664,  665,  and  666,  Regulations  M.V.M.,  the  following  details  will 
be  made :  — 

a.  The  Brigade  Engineer,  to  whom  will  be  ordered  to  report 
the  soldiers  designated  in  Par.  665,  Regulations  M.V.M.  This 
officer  will  have  general  charge  of  all  camping  parties. 

b.  The  Brigade  Quartermaster,  for  duty  under  Par.  1,777,  Regu- 
lations M.V.M. 

c.  The  Brigade  Provost  Marshal,  to  whom  will  be  ordered  to 
report,  one  Sergeant,  three  Corporals,  and  nine  privates  of  cavalry. 
This  officer  will  be  instructed  to  use  the  force  at  his  disposal  to 
preserve  order  on  the  grounds,  and  to  protect  the  public  buildings, 
including  those  excepted  in  Par.  III.,  and  other  State  property, 
during  the  day  and  night. 

d.  The  Brigade  Quartermaster  Sergeant,  Brigade  Provost  Ser- 
geant, and  one  Brigade  Sergeant  Clerk,  for  such  service  at  brigade 
headquarters  as  their  peculiar  duties  ma}T  require. 

IV.  The  Judge  Advocate  of  each  brigade  is  hereby  ordered, 
during  the  encampments,  to  exercise  jurisdiction  under  sect.  108, 
chap.  265,  Acts  of  1878. 
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V.  The  officers  to  whom  details  are  ordered  to  report  will 
verify  the  same,  and  on  the  first  da}'  of  the  encampment  certify 
the  names  of  those  present  to  their  Paymaster,  who  will  at  once 
see  that  the}'  are  reported  on  the  proper  muster  rolls  in  the  column 
of  '•  Extra  day." 

VI.  No  camping  or  other  parties  will  be  allowed  on  the  ground 
on  Sun  da}'. 

VII.  Attention  is  directed  to  Pars.  2,009  to  2,017,  Regulations 
M.V.M.,  and  further,  in  the  case  of  mounted  officers  and  enlisted 
men,  to  sects.  29,  128,  and  129,  chap.  265,  Acts  of  1878  (Militia 
Law). 

VIII.  Muster  pay-rolls,  with  other  returns  required  by  law, 
must  be  promptly  rendered,  to  facilitate  the  payment  of  troops. 

IX.  Stables  for  cavalry  and  artillery  will  be  provided  by  the 
State,  and  there  will  be  allowed  to  each  infantry  regiment  the  sum 
of  $1.25  per  horse  for  stables.  The  actual  cost  of  transporting 
horses  of  field  and  staff  officers  to  and  from  camp  will  be  allowed 
on  receipt  of  proper  vouchers  approved  by  regimental  com- 
manders. 

X.  Brigade  commanders,  after  the  tour  of  encampment,  will 
make  a  written  report  to  this  office  of  the  duty  performed  by  their 
commands,  with  such  observations  and  suggestions  as  they  may 
deem  for  the  good  of  the  service.

I.  For  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned,  the  fol- 
lowing changes  in  the  Militia  Law  are  hereby  published :  — 

[Chap.  277,  Acts  of  1881.    Extract.] 

Sect.  2.  Section  fifty-five  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  — 

"Sect.  55.  Every  person  enlisting  in  the  Volunteer  Militia  shall  be 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  Commonwealth  for  a  term  of  three  years; 
provided,  however,  that  any  soldier  who  may  have  received  an  honorable 
discharge  from  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia,  by  reason  of  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  service,  may  be  re-enlisted  and  mustered  in  for 
a  term  of  one,  two,  or  three  years,  as  he  may  elect.  All  terms  of  service 
shall  commence  at  noon  on  the  date  of  enlistment,  provided  said  enlisted 
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man  shall  be  mustered  within  thirty  days  after  his  enlistment;  otherwise, 
at  noon  on  the  date  of  muster-in." 

Sect.  3.  Section  one  hundred  and  four  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
sixty-five  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  — 

"  Sect.  104.  Each  regiment,  separate  battalion,  corps  of  cadets,  and 
unattached  company  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  shall  parade  for  drill  one 
day  in  the  months  of  May  or  June,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  com- 
mander-in-chief may  designate. 

"The  inspector  general,  his  assistants,  or  such  other  officers  as  the 
commander-in-chief  shall  indicate,  shall  attend  such  drills,  and  report 
upon  the  proficiency  of  the  troops,  such  reports  to  be  made  to  the  com- 
mander-in-chief, in  writing,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  such 
drill." 

Sect.  4.  Section  one  hundred  and  seven  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
sixty-five  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :  — 

"  Sect.  107.  At  each  encampment  the  troops  shall  be  reviewed,  and 
shall  be  thoroughly  exercised  in  the  routine  of  camp  duty,  and  shall  be 
inspected  by  the  inspector  general,  his  assistants,  or  such  officers  as  may 
be  detailed  at  the  request  of  the  inspector  general  to  act  as  assistants. 
Each  inspecting  officer  shall  report  to  the  inspector  general,  in  duplicate, 
in  regard  to  numbers,  discipline,  drill,  condition  of  public  property  in 
possession,  and  any  other  matter  affecting  the  character  and  efficiency  of 
the  organization,  —  one  copy  to  be  retained  by  him,  the  other  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  commander-in-chief  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of 
the  inspection." 

Sect.  5.  Section  one  hundred  forty-two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
sixty-five  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows,  to  wit:  — 

"Sect.  142.     Any  enlisted  man  may  be  tried  by  court  martial: 

"  For  disobedience  of  orders,  or  an  act  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  or  to  the  provisions  of  the  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
Militia,  or  to  the  by-laws  of  the  organization  to  which  he  belongs; 

"  For  disrespect  to  his  superiors; 

"  For  mutiny  or  desertion; 

"  For  neglect  of  duty ; 

"  Or  for  drunkenness  on  duty. 

"  A  soldier  absenting  himself  for  the  space  of  three  months  from  all 
meetings,  drills,  and  parades  of  his  company,  without  leave  or  proper 
excuse,  shall  be  considered  a  deserter." 

Sect.  6.  So  much  of  sections  fourteen  and  twenty-eight  of  chapter 
two  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  the  Acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight,  and  all  other  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act,  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  7.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

[Approved  May  13,  1881.] 

II.  In  mustering  in  recruits  or  re-enlisted  men  under  the  pro- 
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visions  of  the  foregoing  amendment,  the  column  u  Mustered  into 
service,"  "  When,"  will  be  filled  up  with  the  date  of  the  enlistment 
from  which  the  term  of  service  is  to  date  ;  the  dates  of  the  certifi- 
cates at  the  foot  of  the  roll  will  be  the  actual  date  of  muster,  which 
must  be  within  thirt}T  days  of  the  date  of  enlistment. 

III.  The  following  resolve  is  also  published  for  the  information 
of  all  concerned  :  — 

[Chapter  61,  Resolves  of  1881.] 

Resolved,  That  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  be  allowed 
and  paid,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  His  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor, for  a  proper  representation  of  the  Commonwealth  at  the  centennial 
celebration  of  the  surrender  of  the  British  army  under  Cornwallis,  to  the 
American  army  under  Washington,  to  be  held  at  Yorktown,  Va.,  in 
October  next.  And  the  Governor  may  authorize  an  encampment  at  some 
time  during  the  present  year  of  any  brigade,  regiment,  battalion,  company, 
or  corps  of  cadets,  without  the  limits  of  the  State;  and  any  brigade,  regi- 
ment, company,  battalion,  or  corps  of  cadets,  which  at  such  encampment 
shall  fulfil  the  requirements  of  law  with  reference  to  encampments,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Governor,  or  of  such  officer  as  may  be  designated 
by  him  to  report  thereon,  shall  be  relieved  from  the  requirements  of  law 
with  reference  to  encampments  within  this  State  during  the  present  year, 
and  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  such  brigade,  regiment,  battalion, 
company,  or  corps  of  cadets,  shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances 
for  service  in  such  encampment  as  they  would  be  entitled  to  receive  if 
the  encampment  were  had  upon  the  State  grounds  in  the  town  of  Fram- 
ingham. 

[Approved  May  12,  1881.']

I.  The  following  report  of  the  spring  drills  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Volunteer  Militia  for  the  present  }-ear  is  published  for  the 
information  of  all  concerned  :  —

His  Excellency  John  D.  Long, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief. 

Sir,  — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  results  of  the  drills  of  the  vari- 
ous commands  of  the  Massachusetts   Volunteer  Militia,  under  General 
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Orders  No.  3,  and  chap.  277  of  the  Acts  of  1881,  as  shown  by  the 
reports  of  the  inspecting  officers. 

Orders  having  been  issued  for  the  assembling  of  the  commands  under 
chap.  205  of  the  Acts  of  1878,  before  the  passage  of  the  law  of  this  year, 
no  change  was  made  in  the  order;  but  inspecting  officers  were  detailed  to 
be  present  at  the  hour  specified  to  observe  the  proficiency  of  each  organi- 
zation, as  under  the  latter  law  detailed  inspections  are  provided  for 
only  at  camp. 

The  weather  on  the  days  of  the  drills  varied  from  a  cold  north-easterly 
rain-storm  to  the  heat  of  midsummer.  The  places  at  which  the  differ- 
ent drills  took  place  were  also  unlike,  the  ground  being  sometimes  heavy 
and  irregular,  making  evolutions  very  difficult,  and  at  other  times  firm 
and  level. 

In  two  instances  drills  took  place  at  times  other  than  those  originally 
designated,  possibly  affecting  the  numbers  present. 

Under  such  dissimilar  conditions,  to  institute  a  fair  comparison  be- 
tween the  different  organizations  is  not  easy,  and  stringent  criticism 
might  be  unjust. 

Some  of  the  commands  did  not  assemble  until  afternoon;  but  in  these 
cases  the  inspecting  officers  remained  until  the  close  of  the  drill,  in  order 
that  all  might  be  observed  after  having  had  some  practice  in  battalion 
movements,  as  with  one  or  two  exceptions  they  had  not  met  for  battalion 
drill  since  the  encampment  of  last  year. 

There  are  several  points  that  need  attention,  that  the  drills  shall  be 
more  correct  in  their  general  principles,  and  that  discipline  shall  not  fall 
below  the  present  standard. 

Much  stress  is  laid  by  tactics  upon  the  principles  of  wheeling,  both  on 
the  march  and  from  the  halt;  and  it  should  be  the  aim  of  all  officers  to 
bear  in  mind  that  the  comparatively  contracted  armories  of  companies 
are  fruitful  places  of  error  in  this  direction,  and  one  of  the  first  duties 
to  acquire  by  non-commissioned  officers  is  that  of  properly  conducting 
the  flanks  of  a  company.  Second  in  importance  in  tactics  is  placed  the 
duties  of  guides  in  all  movements.  The  reputation  of  a  command  is 
largely  in  their  hands:  they  are  the  eyes  and  framework  of  the  regiment, 
and,  if  out  of  place,  break  the  symmetry  and  lead  it  into  confusion. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  various  organizations  showed  a  good  degree  of 
proficiency,  and  in  almost  every  instance  displayed  a  commendable  zeal 
and  endeavor  to  do  well. 

First  Brigade. 

The  First  Regiment,  Col.  Wales  commanding,  paraded  on  Boston 
Common,  May  23;  39  officers  and  536  men  being  present  for  duty.  The 
forenoon  was  devoted  to  drill,  and  the  short  exercises  of  the  afternoon 
showed  that  the  morning  was  spent  to  good  advantage.  Battalion  move- 
ments were  creditably  performed,  but  were  few  in  number;  and  the 
guides,  through  lack  of  instruction  or  appreciation  of  the  importance  of 
these  duties,  were  not  as  prompt  and  thorough  as  they  might  have  been. 
More  attention  is  needed  to  the  principles  of  wheeling  on  the  march  by 
the  different  companies;  for  not  only  while  the  regiment  was  passing  in 
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review,  but  in  all  changes  of  direction  when  in  column  of  companies, 
there  was  an  apparent  lack  of  knowledge  in  this  particular.  The  review 
preceding  the  drill  was  on  the  whole  well  executed,  but  the  unfortunate 
placing  of  the  camp  colors  caused  some  of  the  companies  to  lose  dis- 
tance. 

After  the  drill  the  regiment  was  exercised  in  firing  with  blank  car- 
tridges, which  was  very  good;  and  then  made  a  march  through  the 
streets  of  the  city. 

The  drill  of  the  Second  Regiment,  Col.  Bridges,  wThich  took  place  on 
Hampden  Park,  Springfield,  on  the  21st  of  June,  29  officers  and  328 
men  present,  was  under  rather  adverse  circumstances,  owing  to  the  resig- 
nation of  both  its  Majors,  and  an  unfortunate  accident  to  the  Lieuten- 
ant Colonel  in  mounting  his  horse,  which  deprived  the  regiment  of  his 
valuable  assistance  and  knowledge;  besides  which  a  number  of  the  line 
officers  were  in  command  of  companies  for  the  first  time,  and  in  one  case 
the  difficulties  of  a  division  were  added  to  those  of  a  company. 

The  drill,  however,  was  fair,  and  showed  improvement  toward  its  close, 
although  the  apparent  lack  of  knowledge  of  tactics  on  the  part  of  some 
officers  seemed  inexcusable,  as  meetings  for  instruction  are  held  in  this 
regiment. 

The  guides  were  not  prompt  in  their  duties,  and  the  Colonel  had  no 
help  to  place  them. 

The  soldierly  bearing  of  the  command  was  excellent,  and  the  firing 
was  well  done.  The  military  courtesy  of  the  men  when  off  duty  was 
also  noticeable. 

The  Sixth  Regiment,  Col.  Beal  commanding,  paraded  for  drill  at 
South  Framingham,  June  11,  with  44  officers  and  437  men  present. 
The  command  assembled  under  very  dispiriting  circumstances,  owing  to 
a  rain  of  unusual  severity  on  the  previous  day,  which  had  hardly  ceased 
when  the  regiment  assembled,  and  which  may  have  accounted  for  the 
small  number  present;  one  company,  A  of  Wakefield,  being  the  only 
exception,  having  61  officers  and  men  present.  The  few  movements 
were  executed  upon  the  gravel  road  immediately  surrounding  the  Ar- 
senal buildings,  and  were  preceded  by  a  review  by  the  Hon.  H.  M. 
Plaisted,  Governor  of  Maine,  during  which  the  men  were  steady  and 
attentive.  The  passage  as  a  whole  was  good.  The  movements  were  gen- 
erally prompt,  and  gave  evidence  that  officers  understood  their  duties; 
but  there  was  a  great  deal  of  inattention,  talking  in  the  ranks,  in  some 
cases  addressing  bystanders,  and  other  un soldierly  conduct. 

Battery  B,  Light  Artillery,  Capt.  Allen  commanding,  paraded  for 
drill  in  Worcester,  June  3;  5  officers  and  55  men  were  present.  The 
day  being  one  of  the  most  inclement  of  those  appointed  for  the  drills,  a 
drizzling  rain  and  a  cold  wind  prevailing  throughout  the  entire  tour  of 
duty.  Notwithstanding  these  uncomfortable  circumstances,  the  drill  was 
excellent,  and  the  men  were  under  good  discipline.  This  command 
stands  alone  in  its  arm  of  the  service:  there  was  nothing  to  criticise. 
The  firing  was  well  done,  and  the  evolutions  of  the  battery  promptly 
and  thoroughly  performed.  In  conclusion,  it  may  justly  be  said  that  the 
proficiency  attained  by  this   battery  is  an   illustration   of  what  can  be

accomplished  through  a  competent  commander  and  a  soldierly  spirit 
among  the  men.  The  customary  salute  was  fired  on  the  arrival  of  the 
Adjutant  General.  # 

The  drill  of  Company  F,  cavalry,  at  We^tford,  was  postponed  from 
the  10th  of  June,  on  account  of  a  very  severe  rain-storm,  to  the  13th, 
when  it  paraded  with  3  officers  and  72  men.  This  drill  showed  the 
superiority  of  this  company  in  its  arm  of  the  service,  and  it  only  needs  a 
little  attention  to  the  set-up  of  the  men,  and  to  the  uneasiness  in  the 
ranks,  to  bring  it  to  a  still  higher  standard. 

Second  Brigade. 

The  Fifth  Regiment,  Col.  Trull  commanding,  paraded  for  drill  on 
Boston  Common,  May  18,  28  officers  and  275  men  present.  The  day  on 
which  this  regiment  paraded  was  a  most  dispiriting  one.  A  fine  chilly 
rain  prevailed  nearly  the  entire  afternoon;  but  all  seemed  to  do  their 
utmost  to  make  the  drill  a  success,  and  much  hard  work  was  done.  The 
review  which  preceded  the  drill  was  generally  well  executed.  Poor  dis- 
tances and  an  improper  salute  marred  an  otherwise  fine  ceremony. 

The  drill  was  fairly  performed.  The  guides  and  some  of  the  officers 
appeared  ignorant  of  their  duties;  but  the  errors  noticed  were  mostly  by 
those  officers  who  had  been  but  a  short  time  in  commission.  The  field 
officers  did  not  give  the  Colonel  the  needed  assistance,  and  a  number  of 
errors  can  be  attributed  to  this  cause. 

More  attention  is  needed  to  the  principles  of  wheeling  and  turning 
upon  the  march,  as  seven  of  the  eight  companies  failed  to  wheel  correctly 
in  changing  direction. 

The  command  appeared  to  as  good  advantage  as  might  be  expected 
under  the  circumstances,  and  deserves  credit  for  the  number  of  move- 
ments performed  and  the  discipline  maintained  throughout  the  afternoon. 

The  Eighth  Regiment,  Col.  Peach,  paraded  with  43  officers  and  480 
men  at  Newburyport  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  June.  The  weather  was 
delightful,  a  strong  westerly  breeze  tempering  the  heat  of  the  sun,  and 
allowing  much  work  to  be  done  without  excessive  fatigue. 

A  drill  of  about  an  hour's  duration  was  had  in  the  forenoon,  which 
greatly  benefited  the  regiment;  for  a  steady  improvement  was  shown  in 
the  drill  of  the  afternoon,  which  must  be  classed  as  the  best  the  regiment 
ever  had. 

Guides  in  some  instances  showed  a  lack  of  proficiency;  but  generally 
they  were  well  posted,  the  field  officers  rendering  efficient  service.  The 
formations  of  line  were  excellent,  and  could  not  be  surpassed.  Wheelings 
were  generally  good ;  the  principles  of  the  wheel  and  the  turn  being  well 
understood,  and  in  strict  accordance  with  tactics. 

The  regiment  as  a  whole  consists  of  a  fine  body  of  men,  evidently 
possessing  a  good  knowledge  of  their  duties.  There  was,  however,  con- 
siderable straggling,  a  number  of  men  being  observed  strolling  about  in 
town  and  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  parade  ground.  There  was  also 
siderable  uneasiness  in  the  ranks.  With  these  exceptions,  the  drill  was 
satisfactory,  and  is  likely  to  produce  good  results. 
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The  Ninth  Regiment,  Col.  Strachan,  with  30  officers  and  306  men 
present  for  duty,  paraded  in  the  afternoon  of  the  23d  of  June  on  Boston 
Common.  ♦ 

The  drill  commenced  with  a  review,  at  which  the  proper  salutes  were 
not  given  by  colors  or  field  music,  or  correct  distances  kept  by  the  com- 
panies. 

Companies  were  not  equalized.  The  Colonel  derived  but  little  assistance 
from  his  field  officers,  and  the  improvement  during  the  drill  must  be 
attributed  to  his  unaided  efforts. 

In  many  movements  considerable  knowledge  of  duties  was  shown  by 
officers  and  men,  and  the  different  changes  generally  were  executed  with 
but  little  delay.  A  number  of  mistakes  were,  however,  made,  and  these 
in  some  of  the  most  simple  movements,  and  by  officers  who  had  been  a 
number  of  years  in  the  Militia. 

More  time  and  study  is  needed  in  the  duties  of  guides.  There  was 
not  a  correct  alignment  during  the  drill ;  while  the  principles  of  wheeling 
on  the  march  were  also  neglected. 

Lack  of  discipline  was  very  apparent  throughout  the  command.  At  the 
order,  "In  place,  rest,"  about  half  the  regiment  broke  ranks  and  scat- 
tered about  the  field,  remaining  until  after  the  command  "Attention" 
had  been  given. 

After  cartridges  had  been  distributed,  many  of  the  men  amused  them- 
selves by  firing  their  pieces  during  the  temporary  respite  from  duty,  and 
in  some  instances  while  marching  through  the  city  streets. 

The  First  Battalion  Cavalry,  Major  Follett  commanding,  paraded  on 
Boston  Common,  May  30,  at  eleven  o'clock  a.m.  ;  13  officers  and  125  men 
present. 

There  was  a  noticeable  lack  of  promptness  in  many  of  the  movements, 
and  considerable  inattention  and  uneasiness  in  the  ranks. 

The  drill,  on  the  wrhole,  was  good,  although  green  horses  and  inexpe- 
rienced riders  marred  many  of  the  movements.  Considerable  proficiency 
was  shown  by  officers  and  men. 

Battery  A,  First  Battalion  Light  Artillery,  Capt.  Smith  commanding, 
paraded  on  Boston  Common,  May  30.  Four  officers  and  62  men  were 
present.  The  drill  was  short,  and  not  up  to  a  high  standard,  and  the 
general  result  was  very  unsatisfactory. 

Horses  were  much  better  than  usual,  and  were  quite  intelligent;  but 
the  drivers  in  many  cases  appeared  to  be  totally  unacquainted  with  their 
duties.  The  non-commissioned  officers  also  appeared  ignorant  of  their 
duties,  and  gave  wrong  directions  to  the  men. 

In  consequence  of  the  continued  failure  to  show  proper  proficiency,  I 
respectfully  recommend  that  the  battery  be  disbanded  unless  it  shows  a 
marked  improvement  at  camp. 

Battery  C,  First  Battalion  Light  Artillery,  Capt.  Boyd  commanding, 
paraded  with  2  officers  and  56  men  on  the  25th  of  May,  and  marched 
about  five  miles  to  Lynnfield  Centre,  where  a  large  field  gave  facilities 
for  a  more  extended  drill.  A  drill  of  about  an  hour  duration  was  had  in 
the  forenoon,  and  the  customary  salute  to  the  Adjutant  General  was  fired 
on  his  arrival. 
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The  afternoon  was  cloudy,  and  a  cool  east  wind  made  it  very  favorable 
for  drill. 

Both  officers  and  men  showed  that  the  time  in  the  Armory  and  in  the 
field  had  been  profitably  spent.  They  appeared  to  be  well  informed  in 
their  duties,  and  only  needed  a  little  more  practice. 

The  horses  being  better  than  usual,  steadier  and  more  intelligent,  and 
the  drivers  being  patient,  prevented  the  disagreeable  features  of  a  first 
day  with  green  horses. 

The  First  Corps  of  Cadets,  Lieut.  Col.  Edmands  commanding,  paraded 
on  Boston  Common,  June  85  13  officers  and  105  men  being  present  for 
duty.  The  mistakes  in  the  drill  were  very  few,  and  not  of  a  serious 
character. 

The  principles  of  wheeling  were  carefully  attended  to,  the  guides 
thoroughly  instructed  and  promptly  posted.  The  whole  command  is  in  a 
high  state  of  efficiency,  and  I  have  no  criticism  to  make  that  will  add  to 
its  excellence. 

The  Second  Corps  of  Cadets,  Lieut.  Col.  Dalton  commanding,  paraded 
in  Salem  on  June  6;  13  officers  and  86  men  being  present. 

The  presence  of  many  recruits  was  noticeable  throughout  the  drill, 
which  lowered  the  standard  of  this  command  very  materially. 

The  commander  is  well  aware  of  the  deficiencies  of  this  drill,  which, 
while  they  are  not  glaring,  need  careful  attention;  and  I  look  for  a  great 
improvement  at  the  annual  encampment. 

The  officers  detailed  to  be  present  at  the  drills,  in  closing  their  reports, 
remark  that  they  "feel  satisfied  that  in  some  respects,  and  under  an 
honest  and  full-hearted  compliance  with  its  spirit,  the  law  of  the  present 
year  is  an  improvement  on  the  old.  In  other  respects,  and  in  view  of  an 
easy-going  tendency  to  avoid  the  full  tour  of  duty  contemplated  by  the 
law,  the  wisdom  of  the  changes  seems  doubtful.  Time,  and  the  result  of 
the  inspections,  and  the  behavior  of  the  troops  in  camp  will  afford  a 
better  opportunity  for  judgment." 

With  only  the  experience  of  one  tour  of  duty  since  the  amendment  of 
the  law,  it  is  thought  best  to  refrain  at  present  from  entering  into  details 
as  to  the  effect  of  the  changes.

Attention  is  culled  to  the  criticisms  in  the  foregoing  report, 
and  especial  study  and  practice  in  the  duties  of  guides  is  enjoined.

I.  The  Court  of  Inquiry,  of  which  Major  G.  F.  Frost,  Fifth 

Regiment  Infantry,  is  President,  instituted  by  Special  Orders  No. 

88,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  Boston,  Aug.  3,  1881,  to  inquire 

into  certain  charges  against  Capt.  P.  H.   Cronin  ^  Co.  B,  Ninth 

Regiment  Infantry,  has  reported  the  following  :  — 

Statement  of  Facts. 

That  Capt.  P.  H.  Cronin  was  the  duly  elected  treasurer  of  his 
companj- ;  and  that  in  his  capacity  of  treasurer  he  kept  no  suffi- 
ciently complete  and  accurate  account  of  the  finances  of  the  com- 
pany ;  that  his  s}'stem  of  keeping  accounts  was  loose  and  careless, 
and  that  one  item  of  six  dollars  received  from  the  city  of  Boston 
for  gas  does  not  appear  to  be  accounted  for ;  that  other  items  are 
accounted  for  at  indefinite  and  irregular  times.  That  they  are  not 
convinced  of  Capt.  Cronin's  criminal  intent  in  this  regard,  but  are 
convinced  of  his  imperfect  and  irregular  methods  of  keeping 
accounts. 

That  in  making  out  his  assignment  rolls  they  find  no  criminal 
intent  to  defraud  the  State  or  the  compan}*,  but  that  he  has  neg- 
lected to  use  proper  care  in  procuring  the  signatures  of  men  there- 
to, and  has  exercised  too  much  authority  in  signing  their  names. 

That  he  made  a  report  of  the  number  of  officers  and  men  who 
paraded  for  duty  on  Sept.  17,  1880,  which  was  not  true  ;  but  it  is 
possible  that  the  Captain  may  have  based  his  report  on  returns  re- 
ceived \>y  him  from  his  Sergeants  ;  but  that  he  was  guilty  of  not 
closely  inspecting  the  returns,  and  of  not  satisfying  himself  of  their 
correctness  before  signing  the  report. 

That  he  has  applied  for  and  procured  the  discharge  of  enlisted 
men  upon  reasons  definitely  assigned,  and  that  such  reasons  were 
not  always  in  accordance  with  the  facts.  The}*  are  not  convinced 
of  criminal  intent  in  this  regard  ;  but  the  Captain  undoubtedl}'  acted 
on  too  slight  information  in  applying  for  the  discharge  of  certain 
men,  and  is  guilty  of  neglect  of  duty  in  not  making  more  thorough 
and  definite  inquiry  into  the  facts  of  each  case. 

That  some  aiming  and  position  drills  were  held  by  the  companj*, 
but  they  were  not  up  to  the  prescribed  standard  and  rules. 

That  there  was  a  great  difference  in  the  number  of  men  in  at- 
tendance upon  such  drills,  as  shown  by  the  roll-call  book  and  the 
return  made  by  Capt.  Cronin  to  the  State  ;  but  that  men  came  in 
to  the  drill  after  the  roll  had  been  called,  and  no  record  of  these 
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men  was  kept,  and  it  is  impossible  to  tell  whether  or  not  the  num- 
ber was  present  which  appears  upon  the  return.  That  the  Captain 
is  guilty  of  not  exercising  proper  S3'stem  and  care  in  ascertaining 
the  number  of  men  present  at  such  drills. 

That  a  target  shoot  was  held  by  the  compan}'  at  Framingham 
on  Aug.  4,  1880  ;  that  no  roll  was  called,  but  the  report  of  men 
present  was  made  up  from  the  marker's  returns,  and  that  the  re- 
port was  not  a  true  certificate  of  the  number  of  men  present ;  that 
the  names  of  certain  men  who  were  not  present  appear  on  the 
return.  That  the  mistake  may  have  been  with  the  markers  ;  but 
the  Captain  failed  to  verify  and  make  sure  of  the  number  of  men 
present  before  making  his  certificate. 

That  the  company  was  inspected  on  June  20,  1880.  That  the 
assignment  roll  and  pay-roll  for  duty  performed  at  such  inspection 
shows  one  Jerome  Crowley  as  present ;  but  in  fact  said  Crowley 
was  absent,  and  the  certificate  and  returns  made  by  the  Captain 
were  not  true.  It  is  possible  that  the  Captain  made  a  mistake  as 
to  this,  and  it  does  not  appear  certain  that  he  reported  the  name 
with  a  view  to  defraud  the  State  ;  but  he  was  guilty  of  a  gross  piece 
of  carelessness  at  least,  for  which  he  is  responsible. 

That  Capt.  Cronin  made  out  and  returned  a  certain  pay-roll  and 
assignment  roll  for  duty  performed  at  South  Framingham  from 
Aug.  31,  1880,  to  Sept.  4,  1880,  on  which  was  placed  the  name 
of  one  John  Haley  as  present  for  dut}',  but  that  the  said  John 
Haley  was  not  actually  present.  This  ma}-  have  been  a  mistake 
on  the  part  of  Capt.  Cronin;  but  it  is  another  piece  of  gross  care- 
lessness on  his  part. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  facts,  and  mature  deliberation,  the 
Court  express  the  following 

Opinion. 

That  in  the  most  important  matters  which  come  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  Captain,  —  to  wit,  in  the  management  of  the  compan}r's 
funds  which  fell  to  him  as  treasurer,  and  in  making  out  returns, 
certificates,  and  reports,  often  under  oath,  —  Capt.  Cronin  has 
shown  the  grossest  neglect  of  his  duty.  They  are  not  convinced 
of  his  criminal  intent,  but  believe  that  he  should  have  exercised 
more  care  and  system  in  the  management  of  the  company's  funds, 
and  have  been  more  accurate  and  certain  as  to  the  facts  mentioned 
in  his  returns. 

Being  of  this  opinion,  the  Court  make  the 

Rkcommendation. 

That  Patrick  II.  Cronin,  Company  B,  Ninth  Regiment  Infantry, 
M.V.M.,  be   reprimanded   in  General  Orders  from  the  Adjutant 
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General's  Office,  and  that  the  said  Orders  be  published  by  the 
Regimental  Commander  of  the  Ninth  Regiment  in  presence  of  the 
said  regiment  at  dress  parade. 

II.  The  proceedings  of  the  Court  have  been  submitted  by  the 
Adjutant  General  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, whose  orders  thereon  are  as  follows  :  —

III.  No  duties  of  an  officer  are  more  important,  or  more  closely 
concern  his  honor,  than  those  connected  with  the  finances  of  his 
command.  When  he  so  far  forgets  his  duty  as  to  submit  returns, 
which,  both  by  his  honor  and  his  oath  as  an  officer,  he  certifies  to 
be  true,  yet  which  if  he  had  exercised  ordinary  care  he  must  have 
known  to  be  false,  he  deserves  the  severest  reprimand. 

Such  a  reprimand  is  hereby  given  in  the  language  of  the  opinion 
of  the  Court  of  Inquiry,  that  "  Capt.  Cronin  has  shown  the  gross- 
est neglect  of  his  duty."  It  is  softened  only  b}T  the  remark  that 
the  Court  is  "not  convinced  of  his  criminal  intent,"  which  cer- 
tainty implies  that  the  Court  is  upon  that  point  in  doubt  of  his 
innocence. 

IV.  Col.  Strachan,  commanding  Ninth  Regiment  Infantry,  will 
cause  this  Order  to  be  read  to  his  command  at  the  first  dress 
parade  after  its  receipt. 

Y.  The  Court  of  Inquiry,  of  which  Major  G.  F.  Frost,  Fifth 
Regiment  Infantry,  is  President,  is  hereb}-  dissolved.

U.  S.  Artillery,  is  published  for  the  information  of  all  con- 
cerned :  —

Sir,  —  In  obedience  to  Special  Orders  No.  138,  current  series,  from 
the  Headquarters  Department  of  the  East,  and  instructions  contained  in 
indorsement  from  the  headquarters  of  the  Army,  of  Aug.  8,  1881,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  inspection  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Militia,  made  at  South  Framingham,  Mass. ;  that  of  the  Second 
Brigade,  Sept.  6  to  10,  and  of  the  First  Brigade,  Sept.  20  to  24,  1881. 

I  reached  Boston  on  my  first  visit,  Sept.  4,  where,  as  I  had  been 
previously  informed,  quarters  were  provided  for  me  at  the  Hotel  Ven- 
dome  while  I  remained  in  that  city.  On  the  5th  I  went  in  company 
with  Col.  Kingsbury,  of  the  Governor's  staff,  to  pay  my  respects  to  His 
Excellency  Gov.  John  D.  Long,  Governor  of  the  State,  by  whom  I  was 
cordially  received,  and  who  expressed  his  satisfaction  at  the  recent  prac- 
tice of  the  War  Department  of  detailing  an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army 
to  visit  the  camp  of  the  Militia,  and  his  appreciation  of  the  advantages 
already  derived  from  such  inspections. 

Gen.  A.  Hun  Berry,  Adjutant  General  of  the  State,  accompanied  me 
to  the  camp  of  both  brigades,  and  presented  me  to  the  Brigadier  Generals 
commanding,  Brig.  Gen.  Eben  Sutton,  Second  Brigade,  and  Brig.  Gen. 
llobart  Moore,  First  Brigade,  who  extended  a  cordial  welcome,  and 
made  every  provision  for  my  comfort  and  convenience  during  my  stay 
in  camp.  I  was  provided  with  a  mount,  and  every  facility  afforded  me 
for  observing  the  drills,  discipline,  and  ceremonies  of  the  camp. 

The  following  tables  show  the  organizations  of  the  two  brigades, 
and  the  strength,  present  and  absent,  during  one  of  the  days  of  each 
encampment,  which  may  be  taken  as  an  average  of  the  attendance  :  —

The  camps  were  pitched  by  camping  parties,  consisting  of  a  non- 
commissioned officer  and  four  men  from  each  company,  previous  to  the 
arrival  of  the  brigades.  The  ground  upon  which  these  camps  were  estab- 
lished is  State  property,  and  an  arsenal  is  established  thereon  for  the 
storage  of  tents  and  all  the  equipage  required  for  camp  use.  The  loca- 
tion is  a  healthful  one,  and  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  State  by  rail. 
The  ground  has  good  natural  drainage,  is  of  sufficient  extent  to  afford 
ample  room  for  drills,  parades,  and  brigade  movements.  Water  of  good 
quality  is  obtained  from  wells.  The  camps  were  neatly  pitched;  and, 
though  there  was  a  slight  difference  in  the  arrangement  of  the  tents  in 
the  two  brigades,  the  military  principles  applicable  to  the  subject  were 
all  observed,  with  only  such  departure  from  prescribed  forms  as  the  neces- 
sities of  the  case  required. 

The  camp  was  thoroughly  policed  every  day,  and  no  accumulation 
of  rubbish,  refuse,  or  scattered  litter  could  anywhere  be  seen.  Sinks 
were  screened  with  canvas,  and  the  excavated  earth  thrown  in  twice 
daily.  The  wells  were  also  guarded  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  the 
water,  and  every  sanitary  measure  adopted  to  secure  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  soldiers. 

The  routine  of  camp  duty  was  fixed  in  orders  from  Brigade  Head- 
quarters, and  was  punctually  observed  throughout  the  camp.  Drills 
consisted  of  battalion,  battalion  skirmish,  and  brigade  drills,  except  in 
the  Second  Brigade,  in  which,  in  consequence  of  the  excessive  heat  (which 
precluded  all  drills  during  the  greater  part  of  two  days),  no  brigade  drills 
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were  had.  In  the  artillery  and  cavalry,  platoon ,  battery,  and  battalion 
drills  occupied  their  attention.  The  time  was  well  employed  in  these 
various  drills,  and  a  very  marked  improvement  was  observable  towards 
the  close  of  the  few  days  allowed  them.  Nearly  all  the  commanding 
officers,  and  many  of  the  field  and  company  officers,  are  old  soldiers  of 
experience,  and  the  result  of  this  is  made  apparent  in  discipline  and  drill 
of  their  commands.  Considering  the  fact  that  nearly  one-third  of  every 
organization  consists  of  new  recruits  who  have  never  been  in  the  ranks 
before,  I  consider  the  results  obtained  quite  satisfactory.  The  drills  of 
the  artillery  and  cavalry,  taking  into  account  the  peculiar  and  almost 
unsurmountable  difficulties  under  which  they  labor,  far  exceeded  my 
expectations.  Before  the  close  of  the  camp  they  were  able  to  execute 
most  of  the  movements  at  the  trot  and  gallop  with  considerable  pre- 
cision. The  salute,  however,  which  was  fired  in  the  Second  Brigade  in 
honor  of  the  arrival  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  was  very  irregular. 
Such  intermittent  firing  greatly  impairs  the  effect  of  a  salute. 

These  two  brigades  are  uniformed  alike  throughout,  which  gives  to 
the  whole  force  a  fine  military  appearance.  It  is  similar  to  that  of  the 
regular  service  in  color  and  trimming.  The  dress  coat  is  double-breasted 
instead  of  single,  and  leather  leggings  are  worn.  The  clothing  was  all 
in  good  order.  The  knapsacks  and  cartridge-boxes  are  manufactured  by 
the  State,  are  new,  but  not  of  the  regulation  pattern.  I  think  they  are 
well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  Militia,  but  would  not  be  found  conven- 
ient or  durable  for  field  service.  No  haversacks  or  canteens  are  provided. 
As  these  would  be  a  first  necessity  upon  being  called  into  service,  it  is 
recommended  that  they  be  at  once  supplied.  The  arms,  which  are  the 
same  as  those  in  use  in  the  regular  service,  are  generally  kept  in  order 
by  armorers.  This  may  do  in  the  armory  :  but  in  camp  every  soldier  has 
to  take  care  of  his  own  arms;  and  it  is  of  the  first  importance  that  he 
should  not  only  know  how  to  do  it,  but  should  appreciate  the  importance 
of  doing  it  well.  It  was  noticed  that  many  of  the  chambers  of  the  pieces, 
in  some  of  the  companies,  were  considerably  rusted.  Careful  attention 
should  be  given  to  the  correction  of  this,  especially  when  in  camp,  or 
such  pieces  will  soon  become  unserviceable.  Some  awkwardness  was 
shown  by  many  in  throwing  up  the  pieces  for  inspection,  and  many 
seemed  to  have  been  but  imperfectly  drilled  in  the  "setting  up"  drill. 
This  could  be  corrected  by  encouraging  the  men  to  practise  these  move- 
ments by  themselves. 

The  gun-carriages  and  harness  of  the  artillery,  and  the  equipments 
of  the  cavalry,  were  all  new  and  in  good  condition.  The  artillery  har- 
ness, though  new,  appeared  to  have  been  a  long  time  on  hand,  and  will 
not  probably  prove  very  serviceable. 

The  horses  of  the  artillery  were  hired,  and  some  were  well  adapted 
to  the  service,  and  some  were  not.  Battery  B,  of  Worcester,  is  entitled 
to  special  commendation  for  its  efficiency,  and  the  zeal  and  ability  of  its 
commander. 

The  horses  of  the  cavalry  in  both  brigades  belonged  in  most  cases  to 
their  riders.  They  were  well  adapted  to  cavalry  service,  and  were  ridden 
fairly  well.     They  were  employed  on  escort  and  on  provost  duty  through- 
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out  both  encampments:  they  discharged  these  duties  remarkably  well, 
and  are  entitled  to  great  praise.  The  stables  both  of  the  cavalry  and 
artillery  are  temporary  structures,  put  up  and  removed  at  each  encamp- 
ment. I  would  recommend  permanent  stables  be  established  by  the 
State  as  being  more  sightly,  better  adapted  to  the  service,  and  more 
economical  in  the  end.  I  would  also  recommend  the  establishment  of 
permanent  company  kitchens. 

Brigade  and  battalion  guards  were  mounted,  and  guard  duty  was 
well  and  intelligently  performed.  The  laws  of  the  State  give  the  mili- 
tary commander  jurisdiction  over  the  adjoining  country  to  the  distance 
of  a  mile  from  camp. 

Amounted  provost  guard,  under  an  efficient  Provost  Marshal,  patrolled 
the  camp  and  adjacent  country  day  and  night,  arresting  absentees,  and 
suppressing  disorders  of  all  kinds.  No  booths  or  other  sources  of  dis- 
traction were  presented  upon  the  grounds  or  its  vicinity,  and  no  serious 
breaches  of  discipline  occurred  during  either  encampment.  A  guard- 
house, provided  with  six  cells  for  the  reception  of  disorderly  characters, 
was  under  the  charge  of  the  provost;  but  few  inmates  were  found  for  it. 
The  good  instruction  of  the  guard  was  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the 
fact  that  every  soldier  had  in  his  knapsack  a  printed  pamphlet  containing 
extracts  from  the  Regulations  relative  to  the  duty  of  guards.  Honors 
were  uniformly  rendered,  and  military  courtesy  and  subordination  pre- 
vailed to  a  greater  extent  in  these  two  brigades  than  in  any  similar 
organization  which  has  come  under  my  observation. 

The  Quartermasters'  department  was  ably  administered  by  competent 
officers,  and  the  medical  department  was  a  model  for  any  military  or- 
ganization. 

The  subsistence  department  alone  is  without  a  representative.  Sol- 
diers receive  a  per  diem,  which  constitutes  a  fund  out  of  which  a  caterer 
is  employed  to  provide  subsistence.  As  the  supply,  preservation,  and 
preparation  of  rations  would  be  a  first  necessity,  whenever  troops  are 
called  into  service,  the  experience  that  would  be  gained  in  these  camps 
of  instruction  by  adopting  the  methods  of  the  regular  service  in  regard 
to  subsistence  would,  in  my  opinion,  prove  both  valuable  and  economical. 

My  inspection  was  completed  the  24th  of  September;  but  the  duties 
upon  which  I  have  since  been  engaged  have  prevented  the  preparation 
of  this  report  at  an  earlier  day,  and  now,  upon  the  eve  of  departure  for  a 
distant  station,  I  have  been  obliged  to  make  it  somewhat  hastily.  I 
have  therefore  confined  my  observations  to  the  general  methods  and  sys- 
tem of  discipline  practised.  In  these  I  have  seen  much  to  commend, 
and  little  to  condemn.  If  all  that  is  desired  has  not  been  accomplished, 
it  is  because  sufficient  opportunity  is  not  afforded.  Chief  among  the 
obstacles  to  be  contended  with  is  non-attendance.  An  examination  of 
the  foregoing  tables  will  show  a  very  large  percentage  of  absentees.  The 
service  is  purely  voluntary,  and  I  believe  no  penalty  attaches  to  absence 
beyond  dismissal.  I  think  some  modification  of  the  law  in  this  and 
other  respects  could  be  judiciously  made.  As  it  is,  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts has  in  these  two  brigades  a  well-disciplined  military  force,  ably 
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commanded  and  officered,  to  a  great  extent  by  trained  soldiers,  and  it 
deserves  the  support  of  both  the  State  and  General  Government. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  Adju- 
tant General  of  the  State,  to  the  Brigade  Commanders  and  their  stalls, 
and  to  others  with  whom  I  was  associated,  for  their  many  courtesies, 
which  rendered  my  duties  not  only  easy  but  agreeable.

of  misconduct,"  duly  set  forth  in  their  report,  a  copy  of  which 
accompanies  this  order,  Col.  Strachan,  in  pursuance  of  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  officers,  which  are  approved,  will,  within  thirty 
days,  ascertain  and  report  to  this  office  the  names  of  members  of 
his  command,  whether  officers  or  enlisted  men,  who  he  finds,  or 
has  reason  to  believe,  are  guilty  of  alleged  improper  conduct. 
Failing  to  present  such  names  as  herein  required,  the  entire  regi- 
ment will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  reported  misconduct, 
and  will  be  liable  to  such  action  as  the  Governor  and  Commander- 
in-Chief  shall  thereupon  direct.

Sir,  — In  compliance  with  Special  Orders  No.  26,  dated  Oct.  29,  1881, 
issued  from  Second  Brigade  headquarters,  in  accordance  with  Special 
Orders  No.  122,  Par.  IV.,  from  the  Adjutant  General's  office,  we  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  investigation  of  the  rumors 
and  charges  concerning  the  conduct  of  the  Ninth  Regiment  Infantry, 
M.V.M.,  while  on  its  recent  visit  to  Yorktown,  Ya. :  — 

Our  inquiries  have  been  made,  and  evidence  taken,  principally  in  the 
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cities  of  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Wilmington,  Washington,  and  Rich- 
mond, and  along  the  lines  of  railroad  and  steamboat  communication 
between  these  several  points.  We  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  visit 
Yorktown  itself. 

We  desire  to  say  at  the  outset,  that  some  of  the  rumors  and  charges 
which  have  appeared  in  the  public  prints  are  absolutely  false,  many  are 
gross  exaggerations,  and  the  controversy  which  has  arisen  has  in  no  small 
degree  been  fomented  by  the  inflamed  and  distorted  accounts  which  have 
appeared  in  the  public  press.  For  example,  the  statement  that  "  about 
one  hundred  of  them  [the  men  of  the  regiment]  found  themselves  inside 
of  the  lock-up"  at  Richmond,  as  appears  in  a  letter  of  William  A.  An- 
drews to  "The  Springfield  Republican;"  and  that  the  "authorities  at 
Richmond"  addressed  "an  official  letter  on  the  conduct  of  the  Ninth" 
to  Gen.  Hancock;  and  that  Gen.  Lee  ordered  the  regiment  "out  of  the 
line  at  the  review,"  —  have  no  foundation  in  fact.  We  think,  also,  that, 
were  it  not  for  the  conduct  of  the  men  at  Richmond,  the  sensational 
rumors  and  charges  as  to  their  behavior  elsewhere  would  not  have  ob- 
tained such  wide  currency.  The  unenviable  notorietv  gained  there  fol- 
lowed the  regiment  to  other  places,  and  afforded  ground  for  too  ready 
belief  in  almost  any  sensational  report. 

We  desire  also  to  say  that  we  have  found  no  proof  of  any  act  of  mis- 
conduct on  the  part  of  the  regiment  as  an  organization,  and  that  such 
acts  of  misconduct  as  we  have  found,  and  shall  refer  to,  were  committed 
by  enlisted  men  who  formed  but  a  portion  of  the  whole  regiment.  We 
have  found  no  proof  of  any  positive  act  of  misconduct  on  the  part  of  any 
officer,  and  in  a  few  instances  only  is  any  non-commissioned  officer  im- 
plicated. 

Among  other  charges  which  have  appeared  in  the  public  prints  is  that 
of  "gutting"  the  steamboat  "City  of  Lawrence"  on  the  way  to  New 
York  from  Allyn's  Point.  We  are  assured  by  the  management  of  the 
line  that  there  is  no  truth  in  the  report  that  the  steamboat  was  "  gutted." 
On  the  contrary,  we  are  informed  by  them  that  no  damage  was  done  to 
the  boat,  no  property  was  destroyed,  and  there  is  no  complaint,  on  their 
part,  of  any  misconduct  of  the  men  of  the  regiment.  We  found  at  Wil- 
mington, that,  on  the  way  to  Yorktown,  lunch  was  provided  in  the  cars 
by  Messrs.  Locke  and  Thompson,  the  proprietors  of  the  railroad  restau- 
rant, and  that  the  lunch  was  duly  paid  for;  that,  on  the  return  of  the 
regiment,  such  provision  as  the  men  obtained  was  also  duly  paid  for. 
We  are  assured  by  the  proprietors  that  on  neither  occasion  was  there  any 
destruction  of  property  or  any  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  men.  This 
more  fully  appears  in  the  letter  of  Messrs.  Locke  and  Thompson,  here- 
unto annexed. 

At  Washington  there  is  no  evidence  of  misconduct,  with  the  exception 
of  a  trifling  complaint  made  by  a  hotel-keeper.  We  think  that  there  is 
little  ground  for  charging  the  regiment  or  the  members  with  bad  behavior 
in  that  city  while  on  the  way  to  Yorktown,  and  their  good  behavior  on 
the  way  home  was  especially  marked.  We  have  made  diligent  inquiry 
of  the  proprietors  of  the  hotels  and  restaurants  where  the  men  were 
quartered;  of  Col.  Moore,  commander  of  the  Washington  Light  Infantry, 
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in  whose  armory  many  of  the  men  were  entertained;  of  Capt.  Thomason, 
commander  of  the  Union  Veteran  Corps,  who  escorted  the  regiment  on 
both  occasions;  of  Major  Brock,  the  superintendent  of  the  metropolitan 
police,  whose  statement  to  us  is  hereto  annexed;  and  of  many  others. 
And  we  are  confirmed  in  the  belief  that  there  was  no  serious  misconduct 
on  the  part  of  the  men  at  Washington  on  either  occasion.  As  to  the 
conduct  of  the  regiment  at  Yorktown,  we  have  the  assurance  of  Gen. 
Hancock  himself,  and  of  Gen.  Mitchell,  his  Adjutant  General,  that  no 
official  complaint  or  communication  of  any  kind  against  the  regiment  was 
made  by  him  or  to  him.  We  have  also  the  statement  of  Gen.  E.  Burd 
Grubb,  commanding  the  New  Jersey  Battalion,  that  he  made  no  report 
or  complaint,  as  Officer  of  the  Day,  concerning  the  conduct  of  the  regi- 
ment, and  that  nothing  improper  in  the  conduct  of  the  men  came  under 
his  observation  while  he  was  Officer  of  the  Day,  or  at  any  time  before  or 
afterward.  There  may  have  been  some  misconduct  on  the-  part  of  the 
men  while  in  camp;  but  the  evidence  as  to  this  is  not  sufficiently  certain 
to  warrant  us  in  charging  it  upon  them.  The  acts  here  and  in  other 
places  are  so  slight  in  comparison  with  the  graver  ones  complained  of  at 
Richmond,  that  we  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  refer  to  them  more  fully. 

In  short,  from  what  we  have  been  able  to  learn,  it  appears  to  us  that 
the  acts  of  misconduct  on  the  way  from  Boston  to  Yorktown,  outside  of 
Richmond,  were  committed  in  a  spirit  of  hilarity,  sometimes  boisterous, 
and  carried  to  excess ;  but  they  seem  to  have  been  no  worse  than  what 
is  generally  found  among  travelling  bodies  of  troops  on  occasions  of  similar 
nature.  The  men,  however,  do  not  appear  to  have  conducted  themselves 
so  properly  going  down  as  they  did  on  their  return.  On  the  way  back 
they  were,  no  doubt,  stimulated  to  good  behavior  by  the  rumors  of  their 
misconduct  which  had  reached  their  ears. 

The  conduct  of  the  men  at  Richmond  deserves  more  serious  considera- 
tion. On  their  way  to  Yorktown  they  arrived  at  the  station  of  the  Chesa- 
peake and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  in  Richmond,  on  Monday,  Oct.  17,  at 
about  six  o'clock  in  the  morning.  They  expected  to  breakfast  that  morn- 
ing at  Yorktown,  but  the  railroad  between  Richmond  and  Yorktown  had 
not  been  completed;  and,  by  reason  of  this  failure  to  make  the  expected 
connection,  they  were  detained  in  Richmond  until  about  eleven  o'clock 
the  same  morning.  On  the  arrival  of  the  train,  Major  Stern  of  the  First 
Virginia  Regiment  called  upon  Col.  Strachan,  and  tendered  him,  in  Gen. 
Fitz  Hugh  Lee's  name,  an  invitation  to  participate  in  the  parade  which 
was  to  take  place  in  that  city  that  day.  By  Gen.  Lee's  order,  a  telegram 
to  the  same  effect  had  been  sent  to  Col.  Strachan  the  previous  night. 
Col.  Strachan,  supposing  his  regiment  could  not  remain  long  enough  in 
the  city  to  avail  himself  of  this  courtesy,  declined  it,  and  for  the  same 
reason  was  obliged  to  decline  Major  Stern's  escort  and  invitation  to  lunch. 
About  seven  o'clock  the  Colonel,  finding  he  should  be  detained  in  Rich- 
mond several  hours,  sent  word  to  the  Captains  of  companies  that  they 
might  allow  their  men  to  leave  the  railway-station  and  find  breakfast  in 
the  city,  the  regiment  having  made  no  provision  for  refreshment  in  Rich- 
mond. Many  of  the  men  availed  themselves  of  this  privilege.  Quite  a 
number  of  them  were  provided  for  at  the  lunch-house  which  the  First 
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Virginia  Regiment  had  hospitably  opened  for  the  entertainment  of  visit- 
ing troops,  and  others  of  the  men  got  refreshments  at  various  other  places. 
The  officers  breakfasted  at  the  hotels  and  restaurants  in  the  city.  We 
think  that  at  no  one  time  were  more  than  from  one-third  to  one-half  of 
the  men  away  from  the  railway-station. 

All  the  alleged  misconduct  in  Richmond  occurred  on  the  morning  of 
Oct.  17 ;  and  the  acts  seem  to  have  been  committed  by  one  or  more  indi- 
viduals in  squads  of  men  from  five  to  fifteen  or  twenty  in  number,  while 
strolling  and  wandering  about  the  city  during  the  time  between  the 
arrival  and  departure  of  the  train  for  Yorktown. 

As  to  their  misconduct  at  Richmond,  we  began  our  investigation  on 
Wednesday,  Nov.  2;  and,  the  Mayor  having  placed  rooms  at  our  disposal, 
and  detailed  officers  of  the  police  force  to  call  in  such  witnesses  as  we 
desired,  hearing,  were  held,  and  about  fifty  witnesses  appeared  before  us, 
whose  statements  were  taken  down  in  writing,  and  signed  and  sworn  to. 
Of  course  this  evidence  was  taken  under  no  formal  process  of  law,  and, 
from  the  nature  of  the  case,  was  given  in  the  absence  of  the  parties 
implicated.  But  from  the  appearance  of  the  witnesses,  their  answers  to 
our  questions,  their  manner  under  cross-examination,  and  from  the  cor- 
roborative statements  of  other  citizens  of  Richmond  whom  we  saw  and 
questioned  as  to  the  facts,  we  are  constrained  to  believe  that  men  wearing 
the  uniform  of  the  Ninth  Regiment  committed  in  quite  a  number  of 
instances  various  acts  of  misconduct,  none  of  which  we  can  approve,  and 
some  of  which  we  most  emphatically  condemn.  The  acts  testified  to  were 
very  different  in  kind  and  degree ;  some  simply  violating  a  proper  sense 
of  decorum,  and  others  being  of  a  much  graver  nature.  The  misconduct 
of  the  men  consisted  in  jumping  on  to  and  taking  possession  of  carts  and 
drays  against  the  will  of  the  drivers,  and  sometimes  pulling  the  drivers 
from  their  seats ;  jumping  on  to  the  backs  of  mules  harnessed  to  carts; 
parading  up  and  down  the  streets  and  sidewalks  with  brooms  or  sticks  in 
their  hands,  sometimes  in  shirt-sleeves;  shouting  in  a  boisterous  manner; 
jostling  and  running  one  after  another  in  the  streets,  and  obstructing  the 
way,  and  sometimes  under  the  influence  of  liquor;  in  one  instance  pulling 
two  small  flags  from  the  decorations,  and,  in  another,  jumping  upon  and 
breaking  down  a  canvas  cot  placed  as  an  advertisement  upon  the  side- 
walk; ordering  drinks  at  bar-rooms  and  not  paying  for  them;  going 
through  the  market  pelting  one  another  with  potatoes,  cranberries,  etc., 
snatched  from  fruit-stands,  and  in  one  case  taking  some  cheap  jewelry 
from  a  shop  and  not  paying  for  it;  snatching  articles  from  girls'  hands  in 
the  streets;  putting  their  caps  on  to  negro  women's  heads;  embracing 
and  kissing  negro  women  and  others  in  the  public  streets ;  approaching 
and  addressing  women,  some  of  them  young  girls,  in  an  improper  and 
familiar  way;  forcing  a  colored  woman  to  drink  by  holding  a  canteen 
to  her  mouth;  visiting  Libby  Prison,  and,  against  the  keeper's  protest, 
knocking  down  bricks  out  of  the  inside  wall  to  take  away  as  mementos; 
in  one  instance  striking  in  a  drunken  manner,  with  a  heavy  stick,  the 
horse  and  carriage  of  a  lady  driving  on  a  public  street,  and  obstructing 
her  way;  and  in  committing  other  acts  of  a  similar  nature.  Much  of  this 
misconduct  was  sport  only,  but  often  boisterous  and  carried  to  excess.

Some  of  it  was  from  ignorance  of  good-breeding  and  a  lack  of  apprecia- 
tion of  the  conduct  actually  expected  of  gentlemen  visiting  a  strange  city; 
and  some  of  it  was  clearly  the  result  of  over-indulgence  in  drinking.  It 
was  impossible  for  the  witnesses  to  identify  the  men  who  committed  these 
acts,  from  the  fact  that  they  were  strangers  to  them,  and  all  wore  the 
same  uniform. 

In  measuring  the  responsibility  of  the  men  for  this  conduct,  it  is  per- 
haps fair  to  take  into  account  the  circumstances  under  which  they  wTere 
thrown  upon  the  city.  They  found  themselves  suddenly  and  unexpectedly 
there,  disappointed  in  not  reaching  Yorktown  as  they  had  planned.  They 
had  had  no  breakfast.  They  were  hungry  and  tired  after  a  tedious  jour- 
ney, and  no  adequate  provision  could  be  made  for  their  comfort  under 
the  circumstances.  Consequently,  the  men  were  necessarily  left,  to  a 
great  extent,  to  provide  for  themselves. 

We  have  a  written  statement  from  the  Mayor  of  Richmond  as  to  the 
conduct  of  the  regiment  while  in  the  city,  which  statement  is  annexed  to 
this  report.  But  we  feel  bound  to  say  that  the  Mayor  has  not  over-stated 
the  matters  referred  to  in  it,  and  we  cannot  but  feel  that,  speaking  in  his 
official  capacity,  courtesy  has  prompted  him  to  be  as  lenient  as  possible 
in  his  criticisms  of  the  conduct  of  strangers  visiting  his  city. 

As  to  the  proficiency  of  the  regiment  in  drill,  and  the  discipline  and 
appearance  of  the  men  while  in  the  ranks,  we  have  heard  nothing  but  the 
highest  praise.  Officers  high  in  rank  in  the  regular  and  volunteer  service, 
competent  judges,  and  citizens  who  saw  them  in  Washington,  Yorktown, 
and  elsewhere,  speak  in  the  warmest  terms  of  the  regiment  in  this  respect. 
Indeed,  this  is  the  universal  testimony  everywhere.  Gen.  Fitz  Hugh 
Lee  was  especially  complimentary  in  his  remarks  as  to  its  proficiency  in 
drill.  The  excellence  of  the  regiment  in  this  respect  seems  to  have  been 
so  marked  that  we  more  than  ever  realize  what  a  rare  opportunity  was 
offered  it  to  win  an  enviable  reputation,  which  would  have  reflected  credit 
on  the  regiment,  and  the  State  from  which  it  went.  But  the  opportunity 
thus  offered  was  lost,  and  such  honorable  reputation  as  it  did  acquire  was 
impaired  by  the  misconduct  of  certain  individual  members  of  the  com- 
mand. 

It  is  therefore  especially  to  be  regretted  that  a  number  of  men  of  the 
regiment,  exactly  how  many  we  cannot  say,  in  the  uniform  of  Massa- 
chusetts soldiers,  while  on  a  visit  to  another  Commonwealth,  were  guilty 
of  misconduct.  They  had  in  their  keeping,  for  the  time,  the  good  name 
of  their  regiment,  and  were  responsible  for  good  behavior  to  their  State 
and  to  the  citizens  who  so  generously  aided  them  to  make  their  visit  to 
Yorktown.  But,  heedless  of  this,  they  have,  by  their  acts,  reflected  dis- 
credit upon  the  regiment,  and  abused  the  confidence  reposed  in  them. 

It  is  apparent  therefore,  that  until  successful  efforts  are  made  to  expel 
these  men  from  the  regiment,  its  good  name  is  compromised,  the  innocent 
are  involved  with  the  guilty,  and  suffer  with  them  the  consequences  of 
their  misconduct. 

We  recommend  that  the  Colonel  of  the  Ninth  Regiment  be  required  to 
make  an  immediate,  thorough,  and  most  searching  investigation;  and, 
since  it  appears  that  some  of  the  officers  are  cognizant  of  acts  of  miscon- 
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duct,  that  the  officers  of  the  regiment  be  required  to  report  to  the  colonel 
the  names  of  such  men  as  they  have,  or  may  have,  reason  to  believe 
were  guilty  of  any  misconduct,  and  also  all  acts  of  misconduct  which 
have  or  may  come  to  their  knowledge;  and,  further,  that  the  Colonel  be 
required  to  direct  the  Captains  to  apply  for  the  discharge  of  the  men  upon 
whom  the  guilt  of  the  alleged  dishonorable  conduct  shall  be  fixed. 

We  cannot  close  our  report  without  testifying  to  the  uniform  cordiality 
and  courtesy  with  which  we  were  received  by  the  Governor  of  Virginia, 
the  Mayor  of  Richmond,  and  the  citizens  of  Richmond  generally.  The 
Mayor  especially  aided  us  in  our  investigations,  and  in  an  impartial  and 
efficient  way  assisted  us  in  obtaining  information,  and  facilitated  our 
labors.  All  seemed  desirous  that  we  should  ascertain  the  exact  facts, 
without  wishing  to  appear  too  conspicuously  in  the  light  of  complainants. 

We  have  not  thought  it  necessary  in  the  foregoing  report  to  recite  the 
details  of  every  matter  referred  to,  but  have  given  only  our  general  con- 
clusions.

These  documents  are  those  to  which  the  commissioners  refer  in 
the  body  of  their  report :  — 

Letter  of  Messrs.  Thompson  and  Locke. 

To  the  Officers  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Inquiry. 

We  were  called  upon  by  your  committee  in  regard  to  the  reports  circu- 
lated as  to  the  behavior  of  the  Ninth  Regiment  in  passing  through  this 
city  to  and  from  the  Yorktown  Centennial.  Among  other  things  report- 
ed, that  members  of  the  regiment  ordered  refreshments  at  the  railroad 
restaurant,  and  neglected  or  refused  to  pay  for  them,  is  untrue.  They 
contracted  for  their  lunch  going  down,  and  it  was  paid  for  by  the  officer 
in  charge.  On  their  return,  a  gentleman  in  citizen's  dress  paid  for  what 
they  ate;  and,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  every  thing  was  paid  in  full. 
Neither  was  it  true  that  they  behaved  in  a  boisterous  and  ungentlemanly 
manner.  There  was  the  usual  good  feeling  and  hilarity  attending  such 
occasions  and  excursions,  —  nothing  more.  It  affords  us  the  greatest 
pleasure  to  make  this  statement  as  to  their  conduct  in  passing  through.

Mayor's  Office,  Richmond,  Va., 

Nov.  5,  1881. 
To  the  Massachusetts  Commission  of  Inquiry. 

Gentlemen,  —  In  relation  to  the  alleged  misconduct  of  the  Ninth 
Massachusetts  Regiment  at  Richmond,  Va.,  on  the  17th  of  October,  1881, 
I  beg  to  submit  the  following  statement  as  an  act  of  justice  to  all  con- 
cerned: — 

Some  of  the  members  of  this  regiment  were  upon  our  streets  in  an 
intoxicated  state,  and  carried  their  sports  to  undignified  excess.  Others 
were  guilty  of  grave  misconduct  in  addressing  and  approaching  ladies  on 
the  public  streets  in  a  manner  which  was  at  least  rude  and  unrefined, 
and  also  by  familiarity  on  the  public  streets  with  women  of  low  character. 
The  number  thus  liable  to  censure  were  but  a  small  portion  of  the  regi- 
ment, whose  conduct  should  not  be  charged  upon  the  whole  command,  — 
a  very  large  majority  of  whom  did  not  leave  the  depot,  but  behaved  with 
entire  propriety.  Indeed,  many  of  those  who  did  come  on  the  streets 
deported  themselves  with  dignity  and  gentility. 

In  no  manner  did  blame  seem  to  attach  to  the  officers,  who  tried  to 
restrain  any  excesses  of  the  men,  and  to  exercise  discipline,  and  to  punish 
misconduct  with  promptness  and  vigor.  As  to  various  statements  pub- 
lished in  sundry  papers,  I  feel  constrained  to  say  that  many  of  them  have 
done  injustice  by  charging  the  offences  committed  as  if  done  by  the  regi- 
ment, and  by  erroneous  statement  of  what  did  occur.  To  some  of  these 
I  will  refer  as  they  occur  to  my  mind. 

First j  It  has  been  stated  that  one  hundred  of  the  command  were 
arrested  and  put  in  cells  in  our  station-houses,  and  that  on  my  order  the 
regiment  left  the  city.  The  facts  are  that  not  a  single  man  of  that  regi- 
ment was  arrested,  and  that  I  issued  no  order  for  them  to  leave  the  city, 
nor  as  to  their  return  through  the  city. 

Second,  There  was  no  badge  or  medal  stolen  or  taken  by  force  from 
any  school-girl,  that  I  can  ascertain  after  diligent  inquiry. 

Third,  No  grave  insults  were  offered  young  ladies  going  to  school,  that 
I  can  ascertain;  the  nearest  approach  to  it  being  jocular,  good-natured 
remarks  (which  violated  proper  politeness,  but  were  not  insulting)  made 
to  some  of  the  female  scholars  in  passing  them  on  the  street. 

Fourth,  There  was  no  considerable  destruction  of  private  property; 
the  extent  being  a  few  trifles,  such  as  fruits  in  passing  stands  or  drinks  in 
bar-rooms  without  paying,  or  something  of  like  character  and  value. 

Fifth,  No  official  communication  was  sent  by  our  city  authorities  to 
Gen.  Hancock  or  any  one  else  on  the  subject  of  the  regiment. 

Sixth,  In  my  opinion,  after  the  closest  inquiry,  I  think  it  is  utterly 
untrue  that  the  train  containing  this  regiment  was  stoned  in  returning 
through  this  city,  or  that  at  any  time  the  command  was  in  any  way  mis- 
treated in  this  city. 

The  men  who  misbehaved  to  ladies  awakened  such  indignation  here  as 
would  have  been  felt  by  gentlemen  of  any  section  at  such  conduct.  For 
the  rest  of  the  command  our  people  felt  and  still  feel  the  respect,  admira- 
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tion,  and  kindly  feeling  which  their  magnificent  proficiency  in  drill 
should  awaken,  and  which  should  exist  between  the  citizen  soldiery  of 
the  various  States.  In  short,  we  unite  with  the  good  citizens  everywhere, 
and  with  the  good  men  of  that  regiment,  in  condemning  the  misconduct 
of  the  small  fragment  who  misbehaved,  but  protest  against  the  injustice 
done  in  charging  upon  the  whole  regiment  —  a  vast  majority  of  whom 
behaved  with  entire  propriety  —  the  indecorous  sports  or  indecencies  of  a 
few  bad  characters. 

The  people  of  Richmond  still  send  kindly  greetings  to  Boston  and 
such  of  the  Ninth  Regiment  and  her  officers  as  proved  themselves  worthy 
of  the  respect  of  good  American  citizens.  Our  condemnation  is  but  com- 
mon to  all  who  abhor  the  evil,  and  our  kindly  feeling  equally  freely  given 
to  all  who  merit  it,  and  who  as  readily  as  ourselves  desire  to  rebuke 
wrong-doing  and  to  defend  those  unjustly  accused.  I  beg  leave  also  to 
add  my  testimony  to  the  fairness,  diligence,  and  zeal  with  which  the  com- 
missioners of  inquiry  from  Massachusetts  have  prosecuted  their  duties, 
and  the  earnestness  shdwn  in  seeking  to  find  and  record  all  misconduct 
of  the  Ninth  Massachusetts  Regiment  in  this  city;  and  our  people  ap- 
plaud and  approve  the  prompt  action  of  the  authorities  of  that  State  to 
seek  the  truth,  in  order  to  do  justice  alike  to  the  guilty  and  the  innocent. 

The   evidence   taken   here  was   sworn   to  before  me,  and  will  show 

exactly  what  was  done.

Ordered,  That  the  members  of  the  Ninth  Regiment,  M.V.M., 

named  in  the  annexed  report  as  guilty  of  improper  conduct,  be, 
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and  the}T  are  hereb}T,  summarily  discharged,  the  interests  of  the 
service  so  demanding.  The  attention  of  the  commanding  officer 
is  called  to  Paragraph  117  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Militia. 

The  Special  Order  requiring  the  presentation  of  the  names  of 
guilty  persons  having  been  so  far  complied  with  by  the  command- 
ing officer,  with  commendable  and  deserving  efforts  to  do  his  duty, 
his  command  is  to  that  extent  entitled  to  allowance  in  further 
consideration  of  the  discredit  brought  upon  it  and  the  Common- 
wealth b}r  the  misconduct  of  some  of  its  members.  It  does  not, 
however,  appear  that  all  of  the  offenders  have  been  discovered. 
The  fact  that  such  misconduct  as  is  now  acknowledged  occurred, 
and  was  not  at  once  ascertained  and  punished,  reflects  upon  its 
officers,  and  indicates  a  tone  in  the  regiment  itself  which  impairs 
confidence  in  it,  and  demands  that  as  an  organization  it  should 
suffer  some  penalty,  in  order  especially  that  its  commanding 
officers  may  be  sustained  in  removing  from  it  any  elements  that 
now  make  such  occurrences  possible.  This  action  is  also  due  to 
the  general  interest  of  the  whole  Militia.  There  is  no  reason  why 
this  regiment  should  not,  upon  fair  probation,  show  itself  as  dis- 
tinguished in  courtesies  and  conduct  as  it  has  shown  itself  in  mili- 
tary drill  and  efficienc}\ 

It  is  therefore  further  ordered  that  the  commanding  officer 
shall  permit  no  voluntary  parade  of  the  regiment,  or  any  part 
thereof,  outside  its  armories,  until  the  spring  drill  in  May  or  June 
next.

Sir,  —  In  compliance  with  Special  Orders  No.  128,  dated  Boston,  Nov. 
15,  1881,  issued  from  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  investigations  of  the  allega- 
tions made  against  this  regiment  in  the  report  of  the  officers  detailed 
under  Special  Orders  No.  122,  current  series.  To  assist  me  in  the  in- 
quiry, I  appointed  the  following  named  officers  to  constitute  a  board  of 
investigation:  Major  G.  A.  J.  Colgan,  Capt.  J.  J.  Barry,  Capt.  L.  J. 
Ford,  and  First  Lieut,  and  Adjutant  David  Maguire.  The  board  con- 
vened on  Monday,  Nov.  21,  at  half-past  seven  p.m.;  and  the  investiga- 
tion was  continued  every  evening  from  that  date  until  Dec.  12,  Saturdays, 
Sundays,  and  Thanksgiving  Day  excepted.  Our  inquiries  were  made  and 
evidence  taken  at  these  headquarters  and  at  the  armories,  the  companies 
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being  ordered  to  appear  at  the  latter  and  submit  to  all  necessary  interro- 
gations. The  field,  staff,  and  line  officers  were  examined  and  gave  their 
evidence  under  oath,  being  sworn  by  the  recording  officer,  Adjutant 
David  Maguire.  After  a  most  searching  investigation,  I  find  that  cer- 
tain misdemeanors  charged  against  men  of  this  command  in  the  report 
of  the  officers  appointed  under  Special  Orders  No.  122  are  corroborated, 
and  in  accordance  with  Special  Orders  No.  128  I  hereby  report  them  for 
the  improper  conduct  alleged.     They  are  as  follows:  — 

Company  A. — James  Atchison,  intoxication;  Private  John  Green, 
running  after  colored  women  in  the  street;  Private  Edward  Grey,  intoxi- 
cation; Private  William  J.  Wall,  under  the  influence  of  liquor,  and  refus- 
ing to  obey  the  order  of  his  Captain;  Private  James  A.  White,  jumping 
on  mule-carts. 

Company  B.  —  Musician  Timothy  Donahue,  jumping  on  mules'  backs, 
and  taking  mules  from  carts;  Private  Cornelius  J.  Donovan,  jumping 
into  mule-carts;  Private  Daniel  E.  Harrigan,  jumping  into  mule-carts; 
Private  Peter  Powers,  walking  through  the  streets  with  a  broom  over  his 
shoulder. 

Company  C.  —  Private  Patrick  Scannell,  disobedience  of  orders  in  not 
going  aboard  of  cars  when  ordered  by  the  commanding  officer ;  Private 
Thomas  J.  Dugan,  under  the  influence  of  liquor;  Private  John  F.  Sulli- 
van, intoxication  and  in  shirt-sleeves  on  the  street. 

Company  D.  —  Corporal  John  J.  Quin,  intoxication. 

Company  E.  —  Private  John  E.  Connors,  jumping  into  carts,  and  also 
under  the  influence  of  liquor;  Private  Michael  W.  Clifford,  jumping  on 
mules'  backs  and  on  carts. 

Company  F.  — Private  Eugene  Murphy,  intoxication. 

Company  G.  —  Musician  John  A.  McGlinchy,  unsoldierly  conduct; 
Private  James  J.  Hewett,  intoxication  and  jumping  on  locomotive  at 
depot. 

Company  H. — Private  Thomas  J.  Burk,  jumping  on  mule-carts;  pri- 
vate James  J.  McQuillon,  jumping  on  mule-carts. 

I  should  not  do  justice  to  the  regiment  if  I  did  not  say,  after  the  most 
thorough  investigation,  that  I  am  unable  to  substantiate  some  of  the 
charges  referred  to  by  the  board  of  investigation  appointed  to  go  to 
Richmond.  It  must  be  remembered  that  all  the  evidence  was  taken  in 
Richmond:  that  no  testimony  was  heard  in  rebuttal;  that  the  report  was 
made  in  New  York  and  forwarded  to  headquarters  in  Boston  without  any 
hearing  on  the  part  of  the  regiment.  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore, 
that  the  regimental  board  of  inquiry  has  been  unable  to  learn  that  cer- 
tain alleged  offences,  such  as  taking  cheap  jewelry,  insulting  young  white 
girls,  striking  a  horse  and  carriage  which  was  being  driven  through  the 
streets  of  Richmond,  and  other  misdemeanors,  have  any  foundation  in 
fact.  On  the  contrary,  not  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  regiment 
either  saw  or  heard  any  thing  of  the  kind,  and  no  such  article  or  articles 
of  jewelry  as  were  reported  to  have  been  taken  were  seen  with  any  man 
or  men  of  the  command.  The  report  of  improper  conduct  at  Libby 
Prison  is  denied  by  every  officer  and  man  who  visited  the  prison,  and  some 
of  the  officers  testified  that  the  keeper  of  the  prison,  after  all  the  men 
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had  left  the  building,  informed  them  that  every  thing  was  satisfactory, 
and  that  he  had  no  complaint  to  make.  I  have  spared  no  effort  to  search 
this  matter  to  the  bottom.  I  have  shielded  no  man.  I  am  solicitous  for 
the  honor  of  the  regiment  and  of  the  State.  As  to  the  former,  the  board 
of  investigation  aforesaid  certifies  to  its  good  conduct  as  an  organization 
and  its  excellence  in  military  discipline,  and  finds  that  only  a  few  indi- 
vidual men,  when  out  of  the  ranks,  were  guilty  of  misconduct;  and  yet 
for  the  many  outrageous  charges  sent  broadcast  over  the  country,  and 
reported  as  false  by  the  said  board,  this  command  has  no  redress. 

The  Ninth  Regiment  went  to  York  town  to  perform  its  annual  term  of 
camp  duty.  If,  during  the  period  of  encampment,  any  other  organiza- 
tion on  the  field  of  Yorktown  had  done  nearly  as  well  in  drill,  discipline, 
military  courtesy,  guard  duty,  policing  of  quarters,  etc.,  I  question  if 
the  Ninth  would  have  received  the  credit  which  was  accorded  it.  I  will 
not  rehearse  the  causes  that  led  to  the  misdemeanors  at  Richmond ;  but, 
before  closing,  I  desire  to  say  that  few  organizations,  under  similar  cir- 
cumstances, would  have  behaved  better.  My  effort  has  always  been  to 
make  the  Ninth  a  model  regiment  in  every  respect.  I  regret  that  the 
personal  conduct  of  a  small  number  of  men  at  Richmond  should  detract 
from  the  otherwise  good  record  of  the  command  during  their  absence 
from  the  State.  Although  a  number  of  the  charges  are  trivial,  I  forward 
the  names  of  all  men  whom  I  have  reason  to  believe  guilty  of  improper 
conduct.
